Meeting called to order at one o’clock P.M., and Warrant 
read by the Town Clerk. 


ARTICLE 1. — To choose a Moderator to preside at said meeting.

VotED, That John B. Rhodes be elected a member of 
Cemetery Committee for five years and A. 8. Hall for four 
years, by hand ballot. 
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ArT. 3.— To hear and act upon the reports of the Selectmen and 
other town officers or committees heretofore appointed. 


Votep, To accept the reports of town officers and 
committees as printed. 


VotTED, That the committee heretofore appointed with 
authority to erect and furnish a two-room schoolhouse upon 
the Gifford School lot be instructed and empowered to 
expend the amount already appropriated for that purpose 
in building a four-room schoolhouse upon said lot, finishing, 
ready for use, two rooms only.

REPORT OFT shbEC BMEN. 


The Selectmen respectfully submit the following report in 
relation to the more important matters they have been called 
upon to consider. 

An unusual amount of public business has come before the 
Board during the past year, occasioned by the location and 
adjustment of the Electric Light and Telephone lines; the 
numerous changes, improvements, and repairs made upon the 
Town Hall property; the introduction of the Australian 
Ballot system; and by various other special matters. 

A few general statements and suggestions in relation to 
these subjects are offered in this place, full details being 
given in other portions of this annual. 


HIGHWAYS AND BRIDGES. 


This is one of our most important departments, and one 
where it is difficult to obtain satisfactory results. 

The town is deficient in good road gravel, and the few 
localities in which it is found are accessible to a very limited 
' extent only. | 

It would seem to be good policy to macadamize thoroughly 
all public streets which are subjected to heavy travel as fast 
as our resources will allow; and though the first cost of this 
method may be twice as great as where gravel is used, our 
highways will be rapidly brought into a satisfactory condi- 
tion which can be maintained by a moderate annual appro- 
priation afterward. 
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Main, Cambridge, and Washington streets— the chief 
thoroughfares of the town —are in need of almost constant 
repairs, except where the stone treatment has been applied. 

The side-hill streets, in the easterly part of the town, also 
require frequent attention. Every heavy rain washes and 
gullies them badly, often to a dangerous extent. Where 
the gutters are paved or concreted, much of this trouble is 
prevented, and those which have not been so treated should 
be paved as soon as possible. 

The Superintendent of Streets, Mr. N. A. Richardson, has 
worked more or less on nearly every highway in town; but 
on account of the unusual amount of rainy weather during 
the year, he has labored at a disadvantage, and has had 
great difficulty in keeping the streets in good condition with 
the material available. 

He reports that he has discovered a good bank of gravel 
which can be bought for a moderate outlay; and it seems 
advisable for the town to purchase an acre or more of the 
site for the benefit of the highways. 

In the early part of the season considerable time was taken 
up in completing the easterly part of Forest Street, as ordered 
by the County Commissioners several years ago. 

The footbridge at the lower end of Mystic Avenue has 
been almost entirely rebuilt, and slight repairs have been 
made on other bridges. 

It will be necessary to overhaul the stone bridge on Bacon 
Street during the coming year. Some of the abutments 
have settled, and the covering-stones are out of place and 
liable to give way. 

The culvert on Cross Street near the Cross-street Railroad. 
Station is also in bad condition and should be rebuilt. 

A fence, for the protection of public travel on Cambridge 
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Street, has been put up for a distance of about 400 feet along 
the edge of Mystic Pond, where the stone wall had fallen 
over. 


NEW STREETS. 


The three new streets accepted by the town the past year 
have been built. They are: Sanborn Street, running from 
Main to Grove Streets; Prince Avenue, from Washington 
Street to Highland Avenue; and a short street in continua- 
tion of Warren Street to Wildwood Street. It forms about a 
straight line with the longer portion of Warren Street, and 
should be included under the same name; and that part of 
Warren Street running from this junction to Fletcher Street 
should receive another name, which might be suggested by 
those particularly interested in the locality. 


PUBLIC DRINKING-PLACES. 


The Board recommends that the public troughs and foun- 
tains be committed to the care of the Water Board, the 
Superintendent of the Water Works already having the 
practical charge of them, as his services are required to make 
the necessary repairs. 


STREET LIGHTS. 


In pursuance of the vote of the town the Selectmen have 
completed the work of putting up electric lights in place of 
gas and oil-lamps. 

We have also put in seven additional incandescent lights 
on Cambridge Street, between the west end of Church Street 
and the Arlington line, a portion of the highway that had 
never before been lighted. 

With this exception, the new electric lights substantially 
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cover the ground that was previously lighted by the old 
methods. 

The town is now supporting 15 arc lights, at a yearly cost 
of $90 each, and 182 incandescents at $15 each, making the 
total annual expense for street lights $3,330. 

According to the present schedule of lighting, twenty 
nights in the month, the nightly cost of an incandescent 
light is $0.062, and of an arc light $0.374. 

Some of our public streets are but partially lighted, and 
others are not lighted at all. Of the former, Church, 
Forest, and Cross streets may be mentioned as important 
examples; while Pond Street and several other shorter 
highways belong to the latter class. 

Several petitions for new lights have been received by the 
Board, but the small remaining balance of the appropriation 
would not admit of further outlay. 


POLICE. 


Our regular force consists of a chief and two patrolmen 
who act as night-watchmen, and one who is stationed at the ~ 
Town Hall building during the day and night, who receive 
pay; and we have ten special police without pay. 

For a detailed report of the work of the department 
during the year the report of the Chief of Police may be 
consulted. 


RELIEF OF POOR. 


Karly in the year the Board realized the impossibility of 
giving the intelligent attention of all its members to the 
care of the poor and the proper expenditure of the appro- 
priation for their relief, without neglecting the great variety 
of other business which has pressed upon us. 
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We therefore appointed Mr. Albert Ayer our agent to , 
take entire charge of this department, and voted him a 
salary of $100 out of the appropriation, for his services. ° 

His detailed report follows. 

The Board is unanimous in recommending that the town 
accept the legislative act under which an independent board 
of Overseers of the Poor may be elected, which shall take 
control of the expenditure of the money appropriated by 
the town for this department of work. 

The new board might well consist of five persons, of 
whom two might be women; and we are satisfied that the 
money of the town would be more judiciously expended, 
and the needs of the poor more carefully attended to, under 
such an independent organization than could possibly be 
the case under any other system.

TOWN HALL BUILDING. 

The improvement in the acoustics of the Town Hall 
building, brought about by the substitution of a drapery 
curtain for the unsightly partition which formerly separated 
the halls, is so great that the Board is now thoroughly satis- 
fied that our principal hall is fully equal to the average of 
rooms of its size in the matter of adaptability to the needs 
of public speakers and performances. 

The frescoing and decoration of the halls and the new 
drop-curtain for the stage are submitted for your approval 
without comment. 

The asbestos curtain, primarily designed simply to separate 
the stage from the auditorium in case of fire, but formerly 
contrived to fulfil the purpose of a drop-curtain as well, is 
now reserved for its legitimate use only. 

During the year the Town Hall building has been almost 
entirely supplied with wires and fixtures for electric lighting, 
at the cost and risk of the Woburn Electric Light Company. 
It is probable that the expense of lighting by electricity will 
not exceed that of gas. Should it do so, and the system 
prove anything but advantageous, we can return at once to 
the use of gas, as the building is pretty thoroughly equipped 
for either system of lighting. 
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The Town Hall building is now provided with ample facil- 
ities in the way of coat and cloak rooms for ladies and gen- 
tlemen. And we consider the smaller hall so well adapted 
to the purposes of a supper-room that, except for gatherings 
of extraordinary size, no other provision seems required in 
this direction. 

In the Care of Town Hall account will be found sundry 
charges for repairing the roof. 

These repairs were necessary to prevent serious leakage 
and damage to the building, and we regret to say that it is 
more than likely that further repairs of a like nature may be 
necessary before the building can be said to be properly 
protected. 

The clock and bell in the tower of the Town Hall building, 
so far as we have learned, give universal satisfaction; and 
the electric illumination of the dials certainly adds a cheerful 
and picturesque effect to whatever attractiveness the town 
may possess at night. 

In this connection it may be proper to add that the expen- 
diture under the Clock and Bell account was consider- 
ably increased by the necessity for strengthening the bell- 
deck and improving the tower to make it fit for its purpose. 
Upon the bell in the tower the following inscription is cast: 
“ This clock and bell commemorate the gift of William P. 
Winchester to the town which bears his name.” 

A Howard clock with marble face has been placed in the 
Town Hall. : | 

During the past year the heating and ventilating apparatus 
in the Town Hall building has been much improved. The 
air to be heated or cooled, as the season may require, is now 
taken directly from outside of the building and is forced 
into the different rooms by a revolving fan, operated by a 
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five-horse-power water-wheel, or motor. The motor obtains 
its water from the street main. ‘This change dispenses with 
the engine formerly used for power, which was noisy in its 
operation, needed continual repairs, and required an engineer 
on hand night and day to run it. The engine also required 
a high pressure of steam, and when running subtracted 
much from the heating capacity of the boiler. 

Another improvement has been made by changing the 
altitude of the large coil of pipe connected with the appa- 
ratus, so that now the condensed water automatically returns 
to the boiler without the use of a pump or lifting 
machinery of any kind, and the water will return equally 
as well under a low as a high pressure of steam. 

The whole running part of the apparatus has been made 
noiseless in its operation; it is safe from explosion and can 
be run night and day without close attendance. 

Another radical change has been made in the heating 
apparatus, whereby it can be used in summer time as a 
cooling arrangement. Connection has been made between 
the coil of pipe before referred to and the Highland water, 
so that the coil can be filled with a running stream, thus 
cooling the air to an approximate temperature of the water 
in the coil. The air thus cooled can be forced over the 
building by the fan operated by the water-motor without 
making a fire in the boiler or having any connection with it 
whatever. 

The running expense of the improved method of heating 
is considerably less than with the old method. We have 
dispensed with the engineer employed last season, as the 
janitor of the building can now attend to the heating appa- 
ratus in connection with his other duties. 

The saving in fuel is very considerable, taking into ac- 
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count the difference in the average temperature between this 
season and last, and the fact that during the past winter the 
heating has been continued day and night. 

The cost of the water required to run the motor has not 
been estimated, as the water belongs to the town, and what- 
ever amount is paid, the town will be no richer or poorer on 
account of it. 

The payment of water-rates would simply be a matter of 
bookkeeping, showing by figures the value of our water- 
works system for the purpose described. 

The water supplied by a three-quarter-inch garden hose 
would ordinarily be sufficient to run the motor, and when 
working to its full capacity not more than twice the amount 
will be required. 

As some of our citizens have expressed doubts as to the 
safety and economical working of the boiler used for heating 
the Town Hall building, we have had the boiler inspected 
‘and insured by the Hartford Steam Boiler Insurance 
Company. It has been pronounced perfectly safe and a 
first-class boiler for its purpose. 

In justice to Mr. Hawkins, who originally put in the 
heating apparatus, it should be stated that he has contributed 
one hundred and twenty-three dollars in accounts toward 
paying the expense of improving the boiler fixtures and _ hot- 
air pipes, so that they should be as good as those called for 
by the original contract. This payment does not appear in 
the Auditors’ report. 


COMMON AND PUBLIC PLOTS. 
Considerable attention has been given to the care of the 
common and public plots this year. 
The result has been, we think, very gratifying and 
satisfactory. 
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During the winter the common has been thoroughly 
treated with dressing, and we may confidently expect an 
increase in the beauty of this attractive spot next summer. 

The improvements made in two of the public plots by the 
Winchester Village Improvement Association have been 
generally appreciated and admired. 


INCIDENTALS. 


In this account appears an item of damage paid A. E. 
Ayer on account of injury to a horse caused by a defect in 
the highway. ‘There is also now pending a suit against the 
town, by H. A. Stoddard, for damages on account of a 
similar accident. 

These claims arose from the condition of certain highways 
resulting from operations of the Water Board. 

The Selectmen had only to meet the problem of settling 
the claims for the town. ; 

Hitherto there has been no system of accountability by 
the Water Board to the Selectmen, though the latter are 
charged with the responsibility of maintaining the highways 
in proper and safe condition; but an arrangement has now 
been made between the two boards, by which the Water 
Board is to notify the Selectmen whenever a street is left 
after its work is completed. 

The Selectmen may then properly be required to take 
such precautions against accident as may seem to them ex- 
pedient. 

SHADE-TREES. 

Something has been done in this department in the way 
of setting out new trees; and a general trimming of the 
ornamental trees of the town has been completed under the 
direction of the Superintendent of Streets. ) 
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GUIDE-BOARDS. 


The guide-boards in town are becoming somewhat defaced 
' by the weather, and steps are being taken to replace them 
with new ones, after the style of one lately placed at the 
junction of Main and Washington streets. 


UNLICENSED DOGS. 


In compliance with the vote of the town, the Chairman 
of the Board has enforced sections 90 and 92 of chapter 
102, Revised Statutes. 

A warrant, made returnable October 1, was issued to the 
Chief of Police on the tenth of J uly, directing him to take 
action in the matter. 

The warrant was duly returned, the officer reporting that 
the law had been strictly enforced, and that he knew of no 
unlicensed dogs in town. 

Further details will be found in the Report of the Chief 
of Police. 


STREET RAILROAD TURNOUT ON MAIN STREET. 


A petition was received from James Houston, asking for 
a removal of the turnout located opposite his estate. After 
several hearings on the subject, it was decided to move the 
turnout about 150 feet to the south. The work was done 
under the direction of the Railroad Company, and the town 
is to pay a part of the expense. 


LYCEUM HALL LAND. 


On the question of purchasing the strip of land in front 
of this building, which was referred to the Selectmen by the 
town, the Board, after conferring with the owner and giving 
the subject due consideration, respectfully report that, in 
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their opinion, it is inexpedient for the town to take further 


action in the matter. 


MISCELLANEOUS. 


This year is the two hundred and fiftieth since the build- 
ing of the first house within the limits of what is now the 
town of Winchester, and a proper degree of patriotic feeling 
would seem to demand some general recognition of this in- 
teresting anniversary. 

We therefore suggest that the town should take some 
action toward an appropriate and fitting celebration of the 
event. 

The term of Mr. James Russell as Selectman expires with 
the year, and the citizens will be called upon to elect a suc- 
cessor at the coming town meeting.

REPORT OF SUPBERINDENDENT 
OF STREETS. 


To the Honorable Board of Selectmen : — 


Besides the new streets built this year, and referred to in 
the report of your Board, there has been the usual variety 
of general repairs extending over nearly the whole town. 

Gutters and catch-basins have been built and repaired ; 
ruts filled; sidewalks made and raised; crushed stone freely 
used upon many of the streets and roads; bridges repaired ; 
crosswalks built and maintained; and a great quantity of 
stone has been hauled to the town yard for crushing. 

Besides these ordinary operations the Town Hall building 
lot has been partially filled, to the river’s edge; the Common 
and Public Plots have been mowed and cared for; streets 
have been cleared of snow and ice, and sidewalks sanded ; 
and considerable work was done on Forest Street in con- 
nection with blasting the ledge thereon. 

The cost of blasting, and work preparatory to blasting, on 
Forest Street, was $248.31. Three hundred and fifty loads 
of stone thrown out, and 60 perch sold, fully paid for moving 
the stone and building the street. 

The streets have been watered equal to work of one cart 
120 days, at a cost, for men and horses, of $420. 

About $50 worth of work has been done by Highway 
Department around Town House lot, this including a large 
deposit of street washings, to raise the lawn against the river 


44 


front. This amount has been transferred to Highway 
Department. The care of the Common and Public Plots 
has been in charge of the Highway Department and almost 
$110 has been spent in labor on the same. This amount has 
‘been transferred to Highway Department. 

The ledge long existing within the line of the street, east 
side of Highland Avenue, has been removed by blasting, at 
an expense of $50. 

Most of the trees in the NTI streets of the town have 
been trimmed. 

Eight hundred loads of crushed stone are in the yard, 
and two hundred loads available for crushing. Fifty loads 
have been selected for paving. 

If more attention were paid to paving gutters upon the 
side-hill streets, a large saving of time and money would be 
the result. 

Many of the sidewalks need to be raised and covered with 
dry gravel, which will not become pasty by rain and frost. 

Good gravel for street building cannot be obtained within 
a reasonable distance, and if obtained is constantly wearing, 
washing, and blowing away. Broken stone is far better, 
more lasting, and cheaper in the end. Ten thousand dollars 
expended in covering, with this material, would put ten miles 
‘of roads in such a condition that they would not for ten 
years require an annual outlay of $100 amile. On the other 
hand, twenty thousand spent with our common gravel would 
leave the streets in an unsatisfactory state, and most of the 
time in poor repair.

The regular force consists of a Chief and two night off- 
cers. I think another night officer should be added. 

We need a temporary place to confine prisoners on Main 
Street near Swanton Street. When an arrest is made in that 
vicinity the officer has to leave his beat and take the person 
arrested nearly a mile to the station-house. 

A separate apartment has been built for female prisoners 
in the rear of the police station. It was a much-needed 
improvement. 

I have paid to the Town Treasurer $425.47 for officers’ fees 
collected. If a proposed law is passed by the Legislature, it 
will probably make quite a reduction in the amount which 
the town will receive from this source in the future. 

I have endeavored to suppress the illegal sale of intoxi- 
cating liquors, and, with the assistance of the other officers, 
have used forty search warrants, and found about thirty gal- 
lons of liquor. Two parties have been tried for keeping 
liquor nuisances; two more parties were to have been 
brought into court, but as they left the town nothing was 
done. ; : 

I received a warrant from the Chairman of your Board, 
directing me to enforce the dog law. 

Acting under that warrant, forty-one persons were notified 
that their dogs were not licensed, or not collared according 
to law. All but one complied with the law without prosecu- 
tion. We have killed twenty-three dogs; some of them 
were estrays, and others were killed at the requests of their 
owners. )

At the annual town meeting on March 25, 1889, Alfred 
S. Hall was chosen a member of the Cemetery Committee 
for four years, and John B. Rhodes for five years. 
| Immediately after the organization of the Committee the 
following memorial was adopted : — 


“At this first meeting of the Cemetery Committee since 
the decease of David O. Blanchard, the Committee regard- 
fully places on its records its grateful appreciation of his 
faithful and interested attention and services as a member 
of the Committee in the past six years. His unusual devo- 
tion to the care and beautifying of the cemetery, and his 
superior judgment in all deliberations, impress the Committee 
with a sense of both public and personal loss.” 


The grading of the land and building of the avenues on 
the acre near the entrance, which was begun two years ago, 
has been completed during the past season, and four lots 
have been sold therein. The Committee has voted that no 
lots shall be sold in that locality unless a deposit of not less 
than one hundred dollars is made in each case, in addition to 
the price of the lot, to insure perpetual care of them. An 
iron fence, of seven wires three eighths of an inch in diameter, 
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running through a four-inch wrought-iron post, has been 
constructed about one third of the way around the new land. 

The water-pipe in the street leading to the entrance is only 
two inches in diameter, and is inadequate. 

There is need of a policeman at the cemetery for about six 
hours on every pleasant Sunday during the summer season. 
The consideration of this matter we recommend to the Board 
of Selectmen.

Eight additional permanent funds for care of lots have 
been deposited during the year, making a total amount 
deposited .to date of $5,000. 

The unexpended interest on permanent funds is $344.24. 

The unexpended balance on the appropriation for main- 
tenance of the cemetery is $15.76, and the Town Treasurer 
has uncollected bills for work: on private lots*amounting to 
$47.50, which will be credited to the appropriation for 
maintenance when the collections are made. There is an 
unpaid bill for labor of $18.37. 

There is $489.27 remaining unexpended in the Cemetery 
Fund, $420 of which can be paid into the sinking fund only, 
to meet the notes given on account of the purchase of land ; 
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and $69.27 may be used in construction or improvement 
in accordance with a vote of the town. During this year 
$1,000 has been paid by the Cemetery Committee to the 
Town Treasurer as the first instalment to meet notes due in 
1891 for cemetery land. 

There is $236.50 due the Chelmsford Foundry Company 
on the new fence. 

The details of the financial matters under the charge of 
the Cemetery Committee will properly appear in the report 
made by the Board of Auditors. 

There is need of laying some concrete in Tee where rain 
washes the walks. It is desirable to connect the new and 
the old fences with a temporary wire fence attached to the 
trees, so as to have the cemetery enclosed. The additional 
land laid out for burials necessitates additional expense in 
maintenance, and more money might profitably be appropri- 
ated for the care of the grounds; but when the Committee 
takes into consideration the large outlays necessary through- 
out the town, it recommends that the appropriation be the 
same amount as that of last year, namely: fifteen hundred 
dollars.

His PrOnw wor oie  CHMETERY. 


On the twenty-fifth day of June, 1889, the town voted to 
accept certain acts of the Legislature which create cemetery 
commissioners, who will probably be elected at the next 
annual town meeting. On September 28, 1844, the South 
Woburn Congregational Society voted “to lay out the 
parish land back of the meeting-house into lots for burial- 
places, and sell the same to individuals.” The committee 
which had charge of this matter was composed of Benjamin 
F. Thompson, Loring Emerson, and Harrison Parker. The 
corporate name of this society was changed by authority of 
the Legislature in 1856 to its present name, the First Con- 
gregational Society of Winchester. 

The municipality of Winchester was incorporated under 
an act of the Legislature which was approved by the gov- 
ernor April 30, 1850. 

The town was named for Colonel William P. Winchester, 
who gave the “sum of three thousand dollars to be appro- 
priated to the erection of a town house or any other proper 
object.of municipal expenditure.” The money was received 
at the town meeting on May 27, 1850. | 

The town voted, on April 7, 1851, that a committee of ten 
be chosen to purchase a lot of land for the use of the town 
as a cemetery, and also to prepare rules and regulations for 
the same and report to the town. 

The committee chosen were: John A. Bolles, Charles 
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Kimball, Marshall Wyman, Harrison Parker, Gardner 
Symmes, Charles Russell, Loring Emerson, Nathan B. John- 
son, Charles Goddard, Aaron D. Weld. 

And also “ Voted, That the Cemetery Committee chosen 
by the town April 7, 1851, be, and they are, hereby authorized 
to receive from the present holders thereof the money pre- 
sented to the town by the late Colonel Winchester, and the 
interest thereon, and to expend the same in payment. of the 
new cemetery and in fencing and preparing the same for 
use, in such manner as the majority of said committee shall 
deem judicious, and also to sell and convey burial-lots and 
rights in the old cemetery, to dispose of all lots and rights 
thus acquired, and of the town’s interest in the old ceme- 
tery, as they may find expedient, and to apply the proceeds 
of any, or all, of the sales aforesaid, to the improvement of 
the cemetery, the payment of the Winchester Fund, or such 
other use as the town may direct.” 

The original committee of ten citizens, appointed to pur- 
chase and lay out a cemetery, reported to the town March 
1, 1852, that they had exercised the powers conferred upon 
them at the meeting on September 15, 1851, and had paid 
for the cemetery lot and had partially constructed it. Their 
report was accepted and the town adopted the system of 
having five persons on the committee, which has continued 
since. At the same meeting it was voted “that the Ceme- 
tery Committee be clothed with all the powers conferred by 
the town upon the Cemetery Committee of last year by their 
vote of September 15, 1851.” 

Wildwood Cemetery was consecrated on September 15, 
1852, at one o’clock in the afternoon, and the order of exer- 
cises was as follows : — 
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I. Invocation by Rev. Reuben T. Robinson. 

II. Original Hymn, written for the occasion by F. A. 
Durivage. 

III. Prayer by Rev. N. A. Reed. 

IV. Original Hymn, written for the occasion by Mrs. 
H. J. Lewis. 

V. Address, by Rev. Rollin H. Neale, p.p. 

VI. Hymn, “ Montgomery.” 

VII. Prayer by Rev. R. H. Neale, v.p. 

VIII. Benediction. 


The amount of the Winchester Fund, and the accumula- 
tion thereof at the time it was turned over to the Cemetery 
Committee in 1851, was $3,222.36. With this fund, and the 
interest thereon, and the amount received from sales of lots, 
etc., the cemetery and the receiving tomb were constructed 
at a cost of $11,576.73, and the original fund returned to 
the town treasury, leaving a balance of cash on hand, Febru- 
ary 28, 1886, of $182.64. In 1882 and 1883 the new receiv- 
ing tomb was constructed, at a cost of $2,272.47. 

In 1886 an addition to the original cemetery grounds was 
made by the purchase of about ten acres on the north side, 
from Varnum Frost, for $4,000, and about twenty acres on 
the south and west sides, from Eliza D. Twombly, for $8,000.

On Thanksgiving day an alarm was sounded, and our 
services were tendered to Chief Webber, of Boston, in 
answer to his call for help. 

The steamer and hose-carriage were sent, ita were one 
hour and twenty minutes going from Centre Engine House 
to the Old South Church in Boston, arriving in time to be 
of service, for which we have received a letter of thanks 
from his Honor Mayor Hart of Boston.

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The Centre House should be painted outside, and the 
front doors, which were originally built to accommodate 
only one piece, should be enlarged to allow free passage for 
the two pieces of apparatus now housed there. 

The use of our fire-alarm system has shown us that 
apparatus located in houses connected direct, and having 
any permanent men, can reach a fire much more quickly than 
under the old system. To place the department where it be- 
longs, and make it the equal of any, it should be remodeled 
by substituting for the four outside hose companies a horse 
hose-wagon on the north, and another on the west side of 
the town. Each should have one permanent man at least. 
The houses should be connected with the fire alarm, and the 
horses be kept with the apparatus. 

By this arrangement about the same number of feet of 
hose would be in use and the services of twenty-four men 
could be dispensed with. Owing to the cost alone we do 
not feel like recommending its being done the coming year, 
but we think that it must very soon become a necessity. 

The work done, and extra pay apportioned, has been as

The fire-alarm wires have been extended through Walnut, 
Common, Vine, Main, Central, Mt. Vernon, and a portion 
of Wildwood streets, and boxes cut in as follows: — 
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Box 23, Vine Street.

Box 25, Walnut Street. | 

Box 26, Main Street, near Unitarian Church. 
Box 41, Main Street, corner Lake Street. 
Box 42, Loring & Avery’s. 

Box 48, Canal Street. 

Box 52, Central Street. 

Box 54, Wildwood Street. 


A whistle-blowing Benatar has been placed at Loring 
& Avery’s tannery. 

Sixty-three poles have been spliced with double arms, ten 
new poles have been set, and about five miles of wire run, 
making the present lines eleven and three-fourths miles in 
length. 

Contact with electric wires, and the consequent burning 
out of instruments in the first part of the year, and, later, 
the changing of location, obliging us to splice every pole 
from the Woburn line to Symmes Corner, has added to the 
estimated cost, as presented to you last year. 

We also deemed it wise to place a box at Loring & Avery’s 
tannery, for their private use, in case of fire at their plant. 
We found it necessary to box in the clock-work at the whis- 
tle, owing to large quantities of fine tan dust. 

A set of line tools and a small stock of supplies were also 
found necessary. 

All of these items, which could not well be estimated, and 
were not originally considered, together with the expense of 
attending the Boston fire, have caused this department to 
exceed its appropriation by $195.38. 

Purchased from this amount, we have on hand about one 
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and three-fourths miles of wire, tools, stock, etc., at cost 
value of $98. 

Owing to the building of the new Gifford Schoolhouse so 
near the Unitarian Church, we placed an alarm box there 
instead of at the corner of Highland Avenue and Webster 
Street, as recommended. 

We recommend that the West circuit be extended through 
Wildwood, Cambridge, and Church streets, to the junction 
of Bacon Street; also, that all poles on Bacon Street be 
spliced, and boxes “cut in” at the corner of Wildwood and 
Cambridge streets, and corner of Cambridge and Church 
streets. 

Also, that the Centre circuit be extended through Win- 
throp, Highland Avenue, and Mt. Vernon streets, to junc- 
tion with Washington Street, and boxes placed on Winthrop 
Street, and at the corner of Highland Avenue and Mt. 
Vernon Street. 

Also, that a box be placed on the North circuit at the cor- 
ner of Highland Avenue and Webster Street, and another 
at the Woburn line on Main Street. This would add about 
three and one-half miles of wire, and six boxes, and require 
the setting of two new poles and splicing up 184 others, 
costing altogether about $400. 

We recommend that a fifty-foot pole be set opposite the 
engine-house to receive all wires centring there, and enable 
us to remove them from the housetops as much as possible. 
This would cost $35. 

We estimate the cost of this department for the coming 
year, and would recommend appropriation as follows : —

REPORT 


OF THE 


BOARD *O' Fi HEA ETE: 


The sanitary condition of the town during the past year 
has been, we think, as good as that of the preceding year. 

We have been called upon less often this year than usual 
to investigate and abate nuisances. Complaints have been 
_ few, and where just causes existed remedies of our own 
suggestion were most readily adopted. Most of the com- 
plaints have been of piggeries, swill, and garbage, the latter 
often being allowed to accumulate and decay uncared for. 

The matter of the collection of swill has been a source of 
much trouble and thought; and we have made an earnest 
attempt to rectify this evil, by securing some one responsible 
party to undertake the collection of all swill and house-offal. 
In this we have failed, however, not having funds to pay for 
the same. Should the town decide to make an appropriation 
for this purpose, for the coming year, which we most earnestly 
recommend, we are satisfied that the matter can be reason- 
ably and satisfactorily disposed of, and with it the piggeries 
and swill-boxes which have so long been eyesores in our 
beautiful town. 

Through our efforts one of our townsmen is having con- 
structed “an odorless emptying apparatus,” which will meet 
along felt want, and we most earnestly recommend .its use 
in the clearing of cesspools and vaults. 
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The town has good reason to congratulate itself upon the 
purity of its water-supply, and we hope soon to have some 
satisfactory system of sewerage, which is much needed. 

There have been seventy-two deaths in the town during 
the year, the greater number of which have been due to pul- 
monary diseases. 

Typhoid fever was quite prevalent during the early fall, 
fifty cases having been reported, eight of which were fatal. 
This large percentage of deaths was due to the locality in 
which the fever was most common — the “ Plains” and what 
is called the “Sand Bank.” We were unable, except ina 
few cases, to trace the origin of this epidemic. 

Diphtheria, which in years past has been quite common, 
has this year been almost unknown, but two cases having 
been reported. 

Scarlet fever and measles have also been quite rare. 

The expenses of this department have been small, for the 
past year, as follows : —

By comparing the above statistics it will be seen that the 
increase in number of books given out during the past year, 
over the previous year, has been 6,502, or very nearly thirty- 
two per cent. These figures show conclusively the growing 
popularity and usefulness of the library. 

It will be seen that the Trustees have purchased a smaller 
number of books this year than last. Our reason for so 
doing,is that we have endeavored by every means in our 
power to curtail the library expenses that we might have a 
larger balance at the close of the year to be appropriated 
toward the expense of preparing a new catalogue. 


NEW BOOKS. 

During the year many friends of the library have mate- 
rially assisted the Trustees in selecting and reading new 
books for approval or disapproval. 

We thank all these friends for the interest they have taken 
in the welfare of the library, not only in this, but in other 
directions, and for the kindly and sympathetic criticism they 
have made upon its work and methods. Like all the great 
human family, we “ know in part,” and are thankful to all 
who help us to know more and better things relating to 


library work. 
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OPENING THE LIBRARY ON SUNDAY. 


Near the close of the year a petition was presented to the 
Trustees, endorsed by many of our most public-spirited citi- 
zens, requesting that the reading-room of the library be 
opened on Sunday afternoons from two to six o’clock. 

Within a few days we received a remonstrance, signed by 
a larger number of equally prominent citizens, requesting 
the Trustees not to open the library on Sundays. 

We carefully considered the subject-matter of the petition. 
Before making a decision we investigated the practice and 
availed ourselves of the experience of: other libraries of sim- 
ilar standing to our own. We also considered: the matter of 
expense, estimated at $250 per year at least — which 
amount we think can be more wisely expended at this time 
on a new catalogue. It was also very apparent to the Trus- 
tees that our citizens were very much divided in their ideas 
regarding the desirability of the proposed new departure. 
We did not think it wise to antagonize the opinion of so 
many of our citizens by making the innovation. For various 
reasons the Trustees voted “that it is inexpedient at the 
present time to open the library reading-room on Sunday.” 


LIBRARY READING-ROOM. 

The library reading-room has been very well patronized 
during the year. It is much too small for its purpose, and is 
often crowded with young people to the discomfort of older 
readers. We have considered various plans for improvement 
in this direction. One plan was to fit up one of the basement 
rooms for juvenile readers, but this would necessitate the 
expense of another watchman. Another idea has_ been 
not to allow children to use the reading-room. ‘This is the 
practice in many towns. We do not advocate this plan, 
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have come to no conclusion in the matter, and would not ad- 
vise any change at the present time. We would urge it 
upon parents and school-teachers to impress the young peo- 
ple’s minds with the fact that the library reading-room is not 
so much a nursery as a schoolroom, and that they should go 
there for instruction and not for amusement. The Trustees 
have made arrangements to enforce stricter discipline in the 
reading-room in the future than has been maintained in the 
past. 


NEW CATALOGUE. 


In our last aunual report we called attention to the press- 
ing need of a new catalogue for the library. We are more 
decided in our opinion in this matter now than ever before. 
Our present catalogue consists of fifty-eight pages of 
printed titles of books, supplemented by five printed bulle- 
tins, aggregating twenty pages, besides thirty pages of titles, 
printed by typewriter. We have not issued bulletins of 
new books for the last two years, in anticipation of a new 
catalogue. We have saved about one hundred dollars by SO 
doing, which should be credited to appropriation for a new 
catalogue. 

If we do not begin work on a new catalogue very soon, it 
will be necessary to print with this year’s list of books an 
extra large bulletin, which will cost about $150. 

_ We recommend, therefore, that the manuscript of a new 

catalogue be prepared at once, and that our regular appro- 
priation be increased $400, which, with the balance we have 
on hand, will defray the estimated expense of the next year’s 
work on the catalogue. From the best information’we can 
obtain, it will take about eighteen months to prepare such a 
catalogue as the growing needs of the library urgently 
require. | 
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It will not be necessary to close the library except for two 
or three weeks during this time, although the work of pre- 
paring the catalogue can.be carried on continuously until 
finished. ) 

The plan of the proposed catalogue is much simpler than 
the present one. The titles are replete with cross-references, 
and are thoroughly annotated. A few sheets of a catalogue 
lately printed for the Framingham Library, which the Trus- 
tees have in mind, as a model, can be seen at the library. 
We earnestly request our citizens to examine it. 


WINCHESTER HISTORICAL AND GENEALOGICAL 
SOCIETY. 


The semi-official connection between the library depart- 
ment and the Winchester Historical and Genealogical Soci- 
ety has been pleasantly continued during the year. The 
historical collection has been much augmented, and is now 
very valuable and interesting. The library rooms occupied 
by the society are open to the public every Saturday 
evening. 

APPROPRIATION FOR 1890-91. 

We recommend that the sum of $1,500 and the amount 
received from sale of dog licenses be appropriated to the 
maintenance of the library department for the coming year. 

Mr. Horace D. Bradbury’s term of office as Trustee expires 
by limitation, and it will be necessary to choose his successor. 
Mr. Bradbury was chosen for one year to fill a vacancy 
caused by the resignation of Mr. Lewis Parkhurst.

SCHOOL COMMITTEE OF WINCHESTER. 


The Board has, during the past year, consisted of four 
members. Mr. Littlefield was chosen Chairman. Mr. Hunt 
has been Secretary of the Board and Superintendent of 
Schools. Next year there will be but three members. The 
terms of Mr. Reynolds and Mr. Symmes expire at the annual 
town meeting. One member is to be chosen for three years. 


CHANGES OF TEACHERS. 


Miss Myra B. Martin, who had served one year in our 
High School, resigned in June to accept another position. 
The town was fortunate in securing Miss Bertha J. Young, 
of Randolph, as her successor. The large number in the 
entering class in September rendered it advisable to have an 
extra teacher in the same school, and Miss M. Bertha Noyes, 
of Boston, a lady of experience as a teacher in Boston and 
Peabody, was appointed. 

During the summer vacation Miss C. Isabelle Livingstone, 
who had taught many years in various schools in town, re- 
signed from the Centre Grammar School. Miss Olive 
Moulton was appointed to the position so vacated, and Miss 
Josephine 8. Hinckley, a former teacher at that school, was 
given her old position. Miss Moulton was stricken with a 
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sudden attack of disease just before the Christmas vacation, 
and has been granted leave of absence till the end of the 
school year. Miss Nellie A. Hanson, of Acton, formerly a 
teacher in Woburn, now fills the place. 

Miss W. F. Smith and Miss Annie T. Holland, of the 
Chapin School, resigned for matrimonial reasons; and Miss 
Caroline B. Symmes, feeling the need of rest after many 
years of continuous service, also tendered her resignation. 
These are all teachers whose long and faithful service de- 
served and received due recognition from the Board. 

Miss Mary A. Donahue was transferred from the Rumford 
to Miss Smith’s position; Miss Mary F. Riley was elected to 
Miss Symmes’; Miss Lyons was transferred to Miss Hol- 
land’s, and Miss Mary A. Hevey, who had served as a tem- 
porary assistant, was placed in charge of Miss Lyons’ room. 

Miss Rebecca A. Holbrook was reappointed to her 
former place at the Rumford, which had been held by Miss 
Donahue. , 

Miss Annie J. Richardson received an urgent call from 
Somerville, and her position at the Highland Primary was 
filled by transfer of Miss E. D. Bearse from the Mystic. 
Miss Hattie M. Sawyer, of Malden, an experienced teacher, 
was appointed to the latter. 

Mr. W. A. England was elected teacher of Drawing early 
in the fall.

INDUSTRIAL EDUCATION. 


The teaching of sewing, carpentry, and cooking has been 
continued through the year, in much the same form as 
hitherto, except that better facilities have been afforded, at 
considerable expense, for the teaching of cooking, and the 
same has been taken more directly under the charge of the 
Board. A room in the basement of the new Town Hall is con- 
veniently located and well fitted for this work. Miss Wills 
remained in charge till the Christmas vacation, but resigned, 
having had a flattering offer in the line of her work. 

The position has been satisfactorily filled by Mrs. Mary A. 
Tilton, of Cambridge. 


EVENING SCHOOL. 


The work of the Evening School has heen in charge of 
Mr. Shattuck, with three assistants, and until after the 
Christmas vacation the attendance was quite satisfactory. 
Three sessions a week have been held, of two hours each, 
from seven to nine o’clock. Various causes diminished the 
attendance in January to so small a number that the Board 
did not feel warranted in continuing the expenditure neces- 
sary, though the few who still remained were apparently 
much interested. In larger towns it is_ possible to so 
grade the evening schools, that a class of fifteen can be 
assigned to each teacher; but the variety of the proficiency 
and needs of the pupils attending our Evening School is 
‘such that much smaller classes are necessary, and conse- 
quently more teachers in proportion are required, thereby 
increasing the relative expense. The percent&ge of attend- 
ance, however, is. fully up. to the average of such schools. 
It is somewhat .of.a problem. whether it. would be better 
policy to continue the work of this school, which is now 
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unduly expensive, or wait for a few years, until the town 
has grown sufficiently to make a more economical adminis- 
tration of it possible. The cessation of the work may make 
it difficult to resume it in later years, but, if continued, the 
town must expect that for some years it will be rather 
expensive, in proportion to results obtained. 


NAMES OF GRADES. 


Having, at the suggestion of the Superintendent, made an 
arrangement of classes, so that nine years is the ordinary 
length of time for completing the grades below the High 
School, and the grades being numbered consecutively from 
one to nine, beginning at the lowest, the Board voted to 
discontinue the use of the word “ Intermediate” as desig- 
nating Grades IV and V, and that same be considered as 
belonging to the Grammar School. This conforms to usage 
in other places. The abolition thereby of any line of 
demarcation which may have been considered as existing 
hitherto between Grades V and VI will enable the Board, 
by distributing classes in the future, to utilize the present 
school buildings after the completion of the Gifford, and 
save the town for some time from any large expenditure 
for new buildings. It may be wise, in carrying out such a 
distribution, to abolish or make very elastic the district lines, 
as is done in other places. 


REPAIRS TO SCHOOLHOUSES. 


The principal expenditure of the year in the line of 
repairs has been in perfecting the sanitary arrangements of 
the Wyman School, according to plans prepared by Mr. 
D. W. Pratt, our townsman, who satisfactorily supervised 
the work. The grounds at the Highland School have been 
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much improved, the Selectmen agreeing with this Board 
upon a grade plan for the lot and assisting, by paying a part 
of the expense, in the removal of rock. There are no great 
repairs needed during the coming year, but there will be the 
ordinary repairs to keep the school buildings in proper 
condition. 

| SCHOOL SUPERVISION. 


The plan of employing a Superintendent of Schools has 
been continued during the past year, and experience only 
confirms the favorable impression reported to the town in 
previous years. This Board heartily and unanimously 
recommends that the plan be continued. | 


INCREASED SCHOOL ACCOMMODATIONS. 


The entering class, next September, at the Centre Gram- 
mar School, according to the present division with the 
Wyman Grammar by the line of the railroad, will number 
over eighty ; while that in the Wyman will be about thirty. 
The parents of many pupils residing upon Main Street near 
the crossing, and in adjoining streets, have made application 
for permission for their children to attend the Gifford or 
Centre Grammar Schools. There can be no question that it 
will be good economy for the town to finish the rooms 
in the upper story of the new Gifford Schoolhouse for 
immediate use. This can be done before the opening of the 
schools next September and will cost about $1,800, including 
necessary furnishing and additional furnace. This expense, 
if raised one half by taxation and one half on a short loan, 
say for eighteen months, would hardly have an appreciable 
effect on the tax-rate, and this Board recommends that the 
same be done. 
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NEW GIFFORD SCHOOLHOUSE. 


The new Gifford Schoolhouse was occupied December 2, 
by the schools, although not formally accepted till February 
10. It bids fair to be the best-ventilated building in town. 
The modesty of a portion (one half) of this Board who 
served upon the building committee forbids too profuse 
an encomium upon the structure. But the investigation 
and criticism of the citizens is invited, as it is the wish of 
the Board that our school buildings should be as well 
adapted as possible to the uses for which they are intended. 


PHYSICAL TRAINING. 


The attention of educators has recently been engaged in 
the consideration of methods of physical culture adapted 
to schools. In a convention lately held in Boston the subject 
was considered in all its phases. Experienced teachers gave 
their observation of results attained by different methods. 
The leading systems are the “Ling” and the “Sargent,” 
so called. The former employs less vigorous movements, 
the latter more active. The gymnastic practice in use in 
the Winchester schools hitherto has been of neither class, 
sometimes, unfortunately, hardly worthy of being classed at — 
all. 

An opportunity was afforded by which our teachers might 
attend as observers or participants the gymnasium classes of 
Miss Adams, held under the auspices of The Fortnightly. 
These classes are conducted mainly on the Sargent plan. 
Many good ideas have undoubtedly been received by those 
attending, and at least an interest aroused in the minds of 
teachers on the subject of physical training. The Board is 
not yet prepared to adopt either system as a whole, as it 
thinks the “ Ling” system subject to the criticism of being 
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rather feeble, while the “Sargent” is hardly capable of 
being properly practised in a schoolroom. Hoping that 
something better adapted than either to the needs of our 
schools may be found, for the present we feel that progress 
has been made by arousing the attention of teachers to the 
importance of regular work in the line of gymnastics, 
graded according to the progress of the scholars, and in- 
tended as a relief from constant mental application. 


HIGH SCHOOL. 


The graduation exercises at the High School took place 
June 27, 1889, and diplomas were presented as follows : —

ALUMNI ASSOCIATION. 


There have been formed in many towns in this vicinity 
associations of the graduates of their High Schools which 
have proved of substantial benefit in many ways to these 
schools. The members are often people of influence in town 
affairs and naturally seek to secure for Alma Mater such 
advantages in the way of proper money appropriations and 
public interest as will maintain them at a high standard. In 
these times of increased and broader education it is very 
beneficial to such schools that a body of young men and 
women exists, properly appreciating the tendencies of the 
times, and ready always to lend a hand and voice in their 
behalf. The personal advantages in social and other ways 
to the individual members of a High School Association are 


not few. An attempt was made to start such an associa- 
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tion in Winchester, but it was not very successful. It is to 
be hoped that the effort may be renewed and result in a 
permanent society. 


EDWIN A. WADLEIGH. 


It seems proper in this report to allude to the loss to the 
community in the death of Edwin A. Wadleigh, for so many 
years an active member of this Board. He was always con- 
servative and conscientious in his performance of the duties 
of the office, and the town can never have a more faithful 
public servant than he proved in his long service. He had 
acted as Prudential Committee, as Secretary of the Board, 
and as its Chairman, and to all these duties he devoted his 
best energies and judgment; and pupils, teachers, and his 
fellow-committeemen will always have a pleasant recollec- 
tion of their associations with him. During his term of 
service he saw many changes in methods and ideas of man- 
agement of schools, and although rather inclined to receive 
with deliberation the influx of ‘modern ideas,” he cheerfully 
acquiesced in all changes made, in the wisdom of the Board, 
and was certain to secure the best results from all methods 
adopted. He did not pretend to great scholarship himself, 
but his sound judgment, and his general interest in literary 
and historical matters, equipped him much better for the 
duties of his office than many a more learned man. His 
business methods were of great help to the town, securing an 
economical administration of the school department, while 
at the same time our schools were kept fully up to those of 
neighboring towns. | : 

TRUANCY.

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VENTILATION. 

There has been an inspection recently, by the State 
Inspectors of Public Buildings, of the several schoolhouses. 
They order some changes in methods of ventilation and 
heating, which are not as radical as have been required of, 
some other towns. It is probable that something like $700 
will have to be expended by the Board to meet the require- 
ments of the inspectors, mostly at the Centre Grammar and 
Chapin Schools. 

There should be an appropriation of $1,500 for repairs to 
schoolhouses. For the regular school work the sum of 
$19,000 will be required, based upon the following esti-

ATTENDANCE. — TRUANCY. 
The prevailing epidemic has lowered the per cent. of 
attendance during the latter part of the year. But upon 
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the whole it is as high as could reasonably be desired. 
Truancy has received prompt attention in all cases reported. 
A town ordinance regulating the collection of offal would aid 
in reducing cases of truancy, relieve the streets of an occa- 
sional offence, and improve the condition of quite a number 
of boys who claim they are obliged to perform that kind of 
work when they should be in school. 


SCHOOLHOUSES. 

The new Gifford has greatly improved the school accom- 
modations of the Centre district, and when the two rooms 
of the second story are completed, the pressure upon the 
Highland and Centre Grammar will be relieved. Greatly 
needed improvements in the sanitary condition of the 
Wyman have been made, and still other desirable changes 
in other buildings will be brought to the attention of the 
town through the proper channel. 

With a few exceptions of pupils living west of the railroad 
track, all will be amply provided for on the completion of 
the new Gifford. 

TEACHERS’ MEETINGS. 

The teachers’ meetings have been cheerfully attended, and 
while the subjects considered have had more of a special 
nature, interest has not fallen off, as shown by the prompt 
attendance of all grades. Special thanks are due to Mr. 
Robert C. Metcalf, who gave us two interesting and espe- 
cially valuable talks upon language-teaching. We have also 
had several meetings to receive instruction from the teacher 
of Drawing, Mr. England. 

It is very clear that in no other way can teachers receive 
more benefit than by consulting each other on methods and 
the program of studies for the grades above and below their 
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own. And especially is it true now, when we are changing 
from a ten-years to a nine-years course, the fourth and sixth 
grades absorbing the fifth of the ten-years course: also, 
when we consider the great number of changes of teachers 
for the year, amounting to nearly fifty per cent. Other 
matters having received due attention, the work of the con- 
densed course of study will receive immediate attention. 

Thanks are also due to Miss Allen, of the Allen Gymna- 
sium, Boston, for a lecture upon physical training and a brief 
exposition of her system of gymnastics for public schools, at. 
which members of the Board and others were present by 
invitation of The Fortnightly. 


MANUAL AND PHYSICAL TRAINING. 


In manual training much interest has been maintained, 
and it is believed that greater or more satisfactory progress. 
will be made this year than heretofore. 

The two classes in the carpentry shop have begun to work 
from a drawing of the thing to be made, and from an exact. 
drawing of every piece entering into the construction the 
whole is to be completed. Such a method, it is believed, is 
necessary that the work may have its real educational value. 
Only one examination has been taken in this direction, but 
_ others will be continued through the course. Manual train- 
ing is primarily neither muscle training nor physical training, 
though it indirectly benefits both. It holds its place in a 
public school curriculum only by virtue of its educative 
value, by giving a certain mental training not attainable by 
mere book training, to exercise thought, to cultivate the 
judgment, to develop the will-power, and bring into healthy 
activity the creative and executive faculties. Its purpose is 
not to teach a trade or the rudiments of one, nor to make 
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directions, as do arithmetic and grammar; its primary object, 
like them, is intellectual development. 

The sewing department has continued under the very 
satisfactory direction of Mrs. Stone. I see no good reason 
why sewing should not be taught by the regular teacher in 
the fourth and fifth grades, and the girls in the sixth and 
seventh be taught by special teacher to cut patterns, and to 
cut by pattern, and in the eighth grade to cut and fit. 
Whether or not sewing should, like carpentry and cooking, 
be done outside of regular school hours is an important ques- 
tion for the consideration of the Board. 

No complaint has been made by any teacher that sewing 
is a hindrance to good work in the other regular school 
studies. Of its educational value I have spoken before, 
and would repeat, were it necessary to convince this Board 
of its right to a place in the curriculum. 

But the manual training that leads all the rest in its edu- 
cational value is cooking, when properly taught. It is both 
art and science; as a science it calls into its service all that 
chemistry can tell us of the food products of the earth and 
the economics of physics —steam and heat; and in art it 
is limited only by the taste and skill of man. 

The subtle connection between man’s physical and intel- 
lectual natures is still the unsolved problem of philosophers. 
But that their reciprocal action is of the greatest importance 
in the highest development of both body and mind is be- 
coming daily a more clearly recognized fact, established by 
observation and experiment. 

Health, happiness, mental development, the achievement 
of any considerable success in the varied affairs of life are so 
intimately connected with the physical well-being of the in- 
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dividual, it ought to be thought strange that the one art or 
science, or both, most intimately connected with the support 
of the body, — the present home of the soul,— should be so 
much neglected, should be left so much to ignorance, 
chance, and tradition. Here may be studied under the best 
possible conditions the laws of health and economy so 
necessary to the happiness of the individual and to the wel- 
fare of the society of which he forms a part. 

It would be difficult to estimate to what degree the many 
ills of life, the follies, vices, and crimes of society, are 
directly chargeable to improper or improperly cooked foods. 
Besides, economy of living is one of the most important 
factors in solving the increasing complexity of our social 
problems. We are not ahead of the ancient Greeks in this 
respect, for Xenophon, in his Domestic Economy, causes 
Ischomachus to say of his wife, “In matters of cookery she 
came to me very well trained, a part of education which 
seems to me extremely important both for men and women.” 

Literature, art, science, all social advantages, have for their 
foundation the progress of the individual. No other kind of 
manual training can be compared for a moment in impor- 
tance on the utilitarian side with cooking. On the purely 
educational side it is quite as strong. 

The cooking-room furnishes an endless round of experi- 
ments; all the senses receive education. They are trained 
in a practical way. The perceptive faculties, the reflective, 
thought, judgment, will, the creative and executive powers, 
are all exercised with interest and profit. For these reasons 
it is to be hoped the cooking-classes will be continued and 
the results of the work done in them receive the attention its 
importance demands. 

Mrs. Tilton, now in charge of the cooking- Ree is giving 
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excellent satisfaction. Miss Wills, formerly in charge, re- 
signed to accept a permanent position elsewhere. Much 
credit is due to her enthusiasm in maintaining so great an 
interest in the work. 

As to physical training in our schools, while there are a 
few pupils whose physical development would be greatly 
benefited by more systematic training in gymnastics, the pu- 
pils, as a whole, are in excellent physical condition, thanks to 
the inheritance of a good constitution, to a pure atmosphere, 
to inspiring rural scenery, to broad lawns and ample play- 
grounds, and to the regular habits of quiet homes. | 

Rest, sleep, and outdoor exercises, such as the children in 
our cities cannot always have, prevent that nervous strain 
upon ours, so injurious to childhood. We already have some 
gymnastics in the schools. A few well-selected exercises 
added, together with the faithful instruction now given in 
hygiene, temperance, and use of narcotics, would seem to 
meet all reasonable demands in this direction at present, with- 
out large expenditures of time and money for gymnastic drill. 

The importance of physical training as an educational fac- 
tor has recently been empasized by a discussion, in Boston, 
of the different systems, by the most accomplished experts 
in this line throughout the country. After a more or less 
full exposition of the principles underlying physical culture, 
accompanied by illustrations of the different exercises built 
upon individual theories, a committee was chosen by the 
convention to consider the different systems presented, and 
report, if possible, an eclectic system from all of them that 
might be adapted to the conditions of school work in all the 
grades. It might be wise to await the report of that com- 
mittee before deciding upon an elaborate system of gymnas- 
tics for our schools. 
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COURSE OF STUDY. 

The action of the Board in shortening the course of study : 
by one year to reach the High School promises to be a most 
important move in the right direction. Pupils will not only 
enter the High School at an early age, but with greater en- 
thusiasm; larger numbers will complete the grammar course. 
Since many pupils, for various reasons, leave school at the 
end of the ninth year, it would: seem to be an eminently 
proper thing to do to give those who complete the grammar 
course in a satisfactory manner a diploma certifying that 
such is the case. Such a diploma would not only be a valu- 
able incentive to faithful effort for those leaving school, but 
might also entitle the holder to enter upon the High School . 
work. 

So many subjects have been added to the work of the 
school where the three R’s were alone taught that any 
further addition at once challenges investigation. With the 
exception of manual training the branches now taught are 
all properly arranged under the three R’s. There is only a 
greater variety of topics under these different headings, in 
the treatment of which the pupil shall learn to accommodate 
himself to the new conditions in which he finds himself 
placed, that he may enter upon the duties of life with all 
the elements of a modern education; so related and codr- 
dinated in the different branches taught that he may be “in 
tune with the times” and keep step with the march of pro- 
gress. The schools of Winchester are fully abreast of the 
times in all the modern experiments in education. The 
work done is thorough and, saving the misfortune incident 
to so many changes in teachers, eminently satisfactory. It 
does not seem reasonable that the few elementary principles 
of number taught in the arithmetic should cover all the time 
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now given to it during a nine years’ course; all the prin- 
ciples are learned more or less perfectly in the first five 
years. The subsequent applications are as infinite as the 
events of nature and the ingenuity of man. The pupil is 
exercised upon a few of the more common, some of which 
interest him, and for the rest he does not care. 

It would bea great gain, both in particulars and in general- 
ization of principles, to give a portion of the time now taken 
by arithmetic to the language of algebra. By the intro- 
duction of algebraic methods with the arithmetic in the 
eighth and ninth grades, I believe as great gain would be 
made in grammar school work as has been made in reading 
in the primary grades over the former absurd method of 
teaching the names of the letters first. 

Something should be done in the grammar and high school 
work to enable them to keep pace with the improvements 
made in the primary grades, where the greatest progress in 
methods is now found. 

The elementary principles and methods of geometry and 
algebra taught to the grammar pupil, so far from burdening 
his mind would only furnish him valuable food for thought 
and increase his interest in learning how to apply his 
knowledge of arithmetic to practical purposes. These 
branches come under language lessons, as do all higher 
mathematical studies. To take the place of some of the sup- 
plementary reading, natural history studies with the ele- 
ments of physics could be systematically taught, —all of 
which would cultivate the judgment, induce habits of obser- 
vation, and exercise the imagination more profitably than 
Jack-and-the-bean-stalk’ stories, or the diluted naratives of 
improbable exploits of disobedient children, with their often 


unhappy moral. 
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MUSIC AND DRAWING. 


Much improvement is reported in music in all grades, 
which department still remains under the efficient super- 
vision of Mrs.’ Bailey. 

In drawing, with a change in textbooks from the old to 
the revised edition (White’s), and the addition of a special 
teacher, Mr. England, and a generous supply of material, 
models, and instruments, excellent results are expected at 
the end of the school year. Mr. England reports good 
progress thus far, a lively interest on the part of the pupils 
and intelligent codperation on the part of the regular 
teachers. 

HIGH SCHOOL. 

The number of pupils in the High School at the present 
time is eighty. A class of fifteen will graduate in June, 
and a class of thirty-five or more enter the school in Sep- 
tember. This is a very gratifying growth of a school that 
promises so many excellent results. 

The school is not only fortunate in having a principal 
thoroughly impressed with the demands of a modern edu- 
cation, but it is also fortunate in providing him able assist- 
ants, specially competent to perform the work assigned 
them. 

And much of the unqualified success of the school is to 
be attributed to the principal’s wise distribution of the 
work among his assistants, giving to each the branches best 
suited to her tastes and experience. In this way not only 
is teaching power economized, but the principal’s influence 
is felt in every class and in every branch. 

As the schools increase in number it is evident some 
changes will be needed to afford the larger classes opportu- 
nity to do the practical work of the laboratories. 
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As suggested by Mr. Lovering in a report to the superin- 
tendent upon the wants of the school, the separation of the 
physical laboratory from the chemical seems necessary not 
only as a matter of economy to prevent injury to the physi- 
cal apparatus from the gases and fuming acids more or less 
attending the chemical experiments, but to accommodate 
the classes of larger size entering the school. His sugges- ° 
tion that the north recitation-room on the first floor be fitted 
up for another laboratory is worthy the early consideration ~ 
of the Board. With separate laboratories for physics and 
chemistry, the first cost of which need not be made too 
expensive, the school would be a model one under its 
present management. 

It is due the Board to state that the pupils admitted to 
the school on trial, or to a partial course, have conducted 
themselves with great credit to themselves and to the 
school, both in their studies and in their deportment. Such 
is the report of the principal, and such is the vindication of 
the wisdom of the Board in offering the advantages of the 
High School to all who can and will profit by them, thus 
strengthening the school in the hearts of the people and 
binding all citizens more firmly to the common -school 


system. 
CONCLUSION. 


The past year has been one of progress in reducing the 
number of years in the preparatory course for the High 
School, in improved accommodations, and in the general 
spirit and excellence of the work. Resort to corporal pun- 
ishment has been less frequent in cases of discipline. 
Teachers, pupils, and Committee are to be congratulated 
upon the hearty codperation and harmony that have secured 
so desirable results.

REPORT OF THE BUILDING COMMITTEE 


OF 


NEW GIFFORD SCHOOLHOUSE. 


In accordance with a recommendation of the School 
Committee, the town appointed, in November, 1888, the 
undersigned a Committee to build a two-room schoolhouse 
on the Gifford lot, and appropriated the sum of $6,500 
therefor; but provided that, if it should be deemed better 
economy to build a four-room building and finish only two 
rooms, they should report to the town. <A report was 
accordingly made in March, 1889, and $2,000 additional 
was appropriated to carry out the latter idea. 

Numerous plans were examined by the Committee before 
a satisfactory design was adopted, which was that of Mr. 
Walter F. Brackett. This provides a four-room building 
with entrances on the north side, thereby affording proper 
light for the schoolrooms. The ventilation is aided by a 
chimney, connected with the schoolrooms by galvanized iron 
pipes, which acts like an open fireplace. Heat is furnished 
from a Magee Boston heater for the rooms at present fin- 
nished and occupied. The inside finish is cypress throughout. 
The coat-rooms are on the north side. The basement is 
cemented under the whole building. The coal-bins are under 
the north porch. The sanitary arrangements are separated 
from the building by twenty-five feet of space, and are 
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connected with the basement by a covered passageway, well 
ventilated, into which also enter doors from the yard. The 
rooms are light and airy, and well adapted to school pur- 
poses. 

The foundation was put in by J. M. Ellis & Co., of 
Woburn; Angus: McDonald, of Melrose, had the contract 
for the rest of the building. The furniture was supplied by 
the Winchester Furniture Company. 


- The cellar cost a $550.00 
The McDonald contract was for , 7,025.00 
The architect’s bill was 360.00 


The furniture cost 250.00 


And sundry items of grading and extras, the particulars of 
which will be found in the Auditors’ report, brought the 
total cost to $8,928.92. The original appropriation was 
raised in two notes which, with the premiums and sundry 
amounts from sale of old schoolhouse and old materials, 
made the total amount available $8,945.50. There remains 
unused a balance of $16.58, which will be reduced by one or 
two small bills outstanding. The work on the schoolhouse 
was considerably delayed by the failure of Mrs. Hannah 
McManus, who bought the old building at auction for $330, 
to remove same from the schoolhouse lot and complete her 
contract within the specified time. She made a deposit of 
$50 to bind the sale, but failing to secure a permit from the 
Board of Selectmen to move the building through certain 
streets, she declined to fulfil her agreement; and though her 
deposit was, in our opinion, legally forfeited, your committee 
took the responsibility of returning the amount to her with- 
out question. The old building was afterward sold to Mr. 
A. E. Whitney for $175. 
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The new building was occupied on December 2, 1889, by 
the schools, though it was not formally turned over to the 
town authorities till February 10, 1890. 

To complete the upper story of the building, provide the 
heating apparatus then needed, and properly equip same for 
school purposes will require an appropriation of $1,800.

To the inhabitants of the Town of Winchester the Water 
Board presents its seventeenth annual accounting. On this 
occasion we leave largely to the Superintendent to describe 
what has been done in the past year, and wish to devote 
ourselves to a few items that are of especial consequence. to 
the town. : 

First, we mention that the By-laws of the town give au- 
thority to the Water Board to establish a more general use 
of meters to measure water to consumers of a large quan- 
tity. Because of wet and overcast weather for a year or 
two, much water has not been needed from the public ser- 
vice, and some objection has been made to paying the usual 
rates. As the town has established meter rates already, let 
meters be introduced more generally and their use will put 
an end to many vexatious misunderstandings incidental to 
assessing a water tax on any such basis as the number of hot 
beds and sash in use, or the cost of running a steam-engine 
in a factory. 

Whatever policy the town may pursue in future years as 
to water rates, the division now into two classes, namely, 
meter rates and dwelling-house rates, will enable the town 
to act intelligently and determine which class can bear an 
increase or should have a decrease. The present established 
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rates are, on the whole, fully as favorable as those of the 
cities and towns in our vicinity. © 

Second, unless the South Reservoir is completed and con- 
nected directly with the system of distribution, another 
main from the North Reservoir to the centre of the town 
will be needed in the near future. The present main is 
twelve inches, and the miles of six inches and four inches. 
branching from it are many and increasing. Given a dry 
season, a fire in any thickly settled part of the town, and 
warm weather, a positive lack of pressure would probably 
be noticeable and might be disastrous. This item can be 
handled well in connection with the further development of 
the South Reservoir, to which we will refer later herein. A 
main from the South Reservoir is a desirable part of making 
the water from that source available. 

With that main completed, a new one or additional one 
from the North Reservoir could be avoided. 

Third, action should be taken to preserve the purity of 
the water of the North Reservoir. 

There are a few acres of land, less than ten, that are a. 
possible source of pollution, and we recommend the purchase: 
of that lot. | 

In our efforts to abate the supposed nuisance, not far from 
the borders of the Reservoir, no pronounced success has been 
had. 

The town authorized, some two years since, the Water 
Board to procure what relief is to be had from a court of 
justice against the makers of the alleged nuisance. Some- 
thing has been done in this line, and we find that there is a 
number of laws to which we can have recourse, but it is very 
annoying to the town and the alleged violators of the stat- 
utes to appeal to the law. The nuisance is there yet, in 
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some degree, though not in form as offensive as when first 
the place attracted attention. There was a time when it 
could have been abated at bearable cost, but the town 
recommended law and not compromise. Compromise can 
be had now, we think, and permanent relief. We advocate 
compromise and the Board to be trusted to make it accord- 
ing to their judgment of what cost would be warranted by 
the circumstances. When the work is accomplished we can 
report the full result. 

The means to abate the nuisance can be had by using the 
right to borrow which the town obtained under an Act from 
the State, some years since, and not yet exhausted as to 
limit. 

The Board, therefore, recommends that the town authorize 
it to borrow, under the authority of the Act referred to, a 
sum sufficient, with or without any other funds in its 
control, to legally and permanently abate the nuisance 
referred to. 

Fourth, the completion of the South Reservoir is a 
matter of financial concern to the town. Some $75,000 has 
been planted there. It costs at least $8,000 yearly in in- 
terest money to leave the plant as it is, to say nothing of 
depreciation, waste, etc. At least $21,000 have been paid in 
interest alone since work was stopped there, and there is no 
suitable increase in value to offset the interest paid. 

It has been suggested that the waste-gate in the dam be 
closed and water allowed to collect. 

The objection to that is that the reservoir bottom is not in 
fit condition to be flowed. If the gate were closed, just as 
an experiment, the gate would have to be open for a longer 
time than closed, in order to get rid of the accumulated 
water, so that the bottom might be put in proper order to be 
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permanently flooded. Besides it would cost much more to 
properly prepare the bottom after it is once flowed than to 
do the same work if taken in its present natural state. 
Whatever may have been the differences of opinion as to 
the wisdom of undertaking the South Meadow Reservoir for 
water-supply, we presume upon common consent, now, to 
the proposition that the present condition of things should 
change. No sane man would leave a plant that has cost 
him about $100,000. in an unfinished condition, when, by 
putting some more money with it, a good return on the 
whole investment, including the added amount, is tolerably 
certain. As large a supply of good water as will be there 
will not go begging for a consumer after it is put into condi- 
tion for delivery. It may cost $60,000 to complete the 
work, nor can the reservoir be finished and filled with water 
in any one or two years; but it is our opinion that the 
town’s attitude to this property is unwise and that it is 
capable of change from a positive burden to the bringing in 
of a good revenue. The assumption is that the only special 
objection to the completion of the South Reservoir is the 
thought that the town will add to the present burden of its 
citizens by the payment of the interest money on the amount 
borrowed to pay the cost. We wish to show that that idea 
is groundless, if a future term of time equal to that needful 
to finish the work and fill the Reservoir with water, say six 
years, is taken into account. We begin our proposition by 
putting into print the statement we made verbally to the 
last Annual Town Meeting, that the receipts for the year 
now Closed, $15,061.79, would be sufficient to pay the interest 
on the present water debt, namely, $11,530, and leave a sum 
abundantly sufficient to pay the cost of maintenance, or 
$3,531.79; so that henceforward the Water Department will 
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be self-supporting ; no item on its account will go into the 
tax list to be assessed on the property of the citizens, save 
what is raised to extend the street mains to add to the sys- 
tem of distribution. This is a happy result, and it has come 
to pass sooner than the most sanguine have ever predicted. 
Now, on the basis of our experience in the past six years, 
what can we confidently expect in the next six years? Let 
us inform ourselves from the record.

Thus we see that the total gain in the six years over 1884 
is $14,950.82, which sum divided by the number six makes 
an average gain of $2,491.80 for each year. The same 
amount of gain during the next six years, after all the 
interest on the present debt and cost of maintenance is 
assured, will produce a sum sufficient to pay the interest at 
four per centum per annum, on the assumed cost of complet- 
ing the South Reservoir, $60,000, or $2,400, thus furnishing 
the entire means within the department itself to pay the ad- 
ditional interest, without any burden on the tax-payers, to 
complete the very desirable system of water-supply, which 
supply will be sufficient for the town for many years to come. 
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Would it not be a very wise thing to do to apply so easy a 
method to accomplish so important and desirable an under- 
taking ? 

All the measures herein discussed have no object to secure 
but the public good. The additional main pipe and protec- 
tion of the North Reservoir supply have been connected with 
the project of completion of the South Reservoir, but any one 
of them can be acted upon independently. Combined, they 
will work economy and a perfect system. 

The possible extension of building operations southward 
of the present pipe limit of high service, and the residence 
building along present line, will make large demands for pipe 
and water. | 

There is plenty to do in the Water Department, and some 
or all the things mentioned might be done for the comfort, 
advantage, and pleasure of this generation. A water debt 
is not a disadvantage to a town having as much for its money 
as this town has. If the present generation completes proper 
projects and pays part of the principal and all the interest on 
the cost, the next generation need find no fault at reaping 
all the advantages and paying some portion of the principal. 

The details of the cost of maintenance of the works, and 
the addition of new street mains, will be found in the Audi- 
tors’ report. 

The Board estimate the water receipts for the next finan- 
cial year at $15,700.

SUPERINTENDENT'S REPORT. 


To the Winchester Water Board :— 


GENTLEMEN, — By your request, I respectfully submit the 
following report of the condition of the Water Works for 
the past year. 

The Resérvoir has had more than the usual amount of care 
during the past season. It has been the custom each year 
to clear away all the floating matter from the shores and the 
weeds that grow at the edge of the water and have them 
burned when dry.; but in connection with this the bushes 
have been cut, piled, and burned from twenty to forty feet 
from the water, giving a clean margin to our beautiful Reser- 
voir. If this could be followed up, and a small sum of 
money spent on the shores for a few years in grubbing, 
cleaning, and seeding, we could have a smooth, grassy slope 
all around the Reservoir. Dyke’s Meadow Brook has been 
cleaned out about six feet wide, allowing the water from 
that source to flow over the gravel bottom, adding greatly to 
its purity. About the 11th of May, the color of the water 
began to change to a dark shade such as has been seen in 
former years. The result was watched with interest for a 
few days, when the water was noticed to have a still darker 
shade with some odor from it when boiling. Later the odor 
was noticed among the water-takers in the centre of the 
town. According to your instructions the State Board of 
Health were at once notified, who were very prompt to send 
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their men to examine the Reservoir and surroundings to try 
and find the cause. Samples of water were taken from 
different parts of the basin for analysis. They reported, as 
you remember, that there was nothing in the water injurious 
to the health of our citizens, and that we could assure them 
that the change in color was due to a vegetable growth only 
and would soon pass away; it passed off in about three 
weeks without further annoyance. The pipes were at once 
flushed out to remove the deposit and all was right again. 
The State Board of Health have samples of water from our 
works, as well as all other works in the State, every month, 
by which you have seen that ours compares favorably with 
any other reservoir water in the State. We have had an 
abundance of water in the Reservoir during the past year. 
Never in its history has there been such a rainy summer, and 
the rain came in such a way that there was no waste of 
water by overflow during the summer months. The water 
commenced to fall May 22, and went down very slowly, 
being kept up by continued rains. The lowest point reached 
was one foot seven inches below high water-mark July 20. 
A heavy rain came that filled it up but did not overflow to 
any amount, August 4; the lowest point after that date was 
thirteen inches below, September 10. It was running over 
again November 12, and has remained full all winter. 

The following tables will give the high and low water- 
mark, together with the rainfall in this vicinity for a series

The new bridge on Swanton Street, over the Boston & 
Lowell Railroad, being completed, the cement pipe under 
the roadbed was taken out and replaced with 160 feet of 
six-inch cast-iron pipe. This was a difficult job, as it was 
necessary for us to lay the pipe under both piers, elevating 
it at either end to a distance of five feet from the surface of 
the street; and the quicksand caused the caving of the 
banks, putting us to a great deal of extra trouble and 
expense. You will remember the pipe: was formerly laid 
out of line of street, on land of Mr. Patrick Holland and 
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the Boston & Lowell Railroad Company. In order to put 
it into the street we had to relay 210 feet of six-inch cement- 
lined pipe. ‘The old pipe was left in its place, and the new 
laid in the street until the lines met at a distance of fifteen 
feet from street line. 


NEW MAINS. 


There has been considerable demand for water in different 
parts of the town where there were no mains; so, according 
to your instructions, pipe has been laid in the following 
streets: 609 feet of four-inch on Cabot Street. This line, as 
you will remember, was to supply two new houses and com- 
plete a circuit; 340 feet of four-inch was laid on Warren 
Street, to supply two houses and complete a circuit; 560 feet 
of four-inch on Winchester Park, to supply four houses; 259 
feet of four-inch and 130 feet of two-inch on Sanborn Street, 
to complete a circuit and supply a new house; 281 feet of 
four-inch on Hillside Avenue, to supply the new house of 
Robert Coit; 231 feet on Nelson Street, running west from 
Washington, to supply a new house. Later there were two 
new houses built on same street still further on, but owing to 
want of money and the lateness of the season, you decided to 
lay a one-inch pipe for a temporary supply a distance of 360 
feet. ‘This will supply the present needs. Three hundred and 
forty-three feet of two-inch was laid on Hillside Avenue, 
running north from Mt. Pleasant Street to the new house of 
Mr. Marshall; 320 feet of two-inch on Summit Avenue to 
houses of Dr. McKenzie and A.S. Hall; 243 feet of two-inch 
on Holbrook Street, running east from Highland Avenue, to 
supply three new houses. All of the above streets have 
been supplied with gates, which have been properly located.

NEW GATES. 
Gates have been set as follows : — 
Six-inch gate on Swanton Street, west of iron bridge and 
in line of east line of Chapin school lot, and sixteen feet 
from south line of Swanton Street; six-inch gate on Swanton 
Street, 220 feet east of iron bridge and fifteen feet from south 
line of Swanton Street; four-inch gate on Warren Street, 
fourteen feet from east line of Warren Street, and in 
line of Fletcher Street; four-inch gate on Sanborn Street, 
twenty-one feet from south line of Sanborn Street, and in line 
of Main Street; two-inch gate on Summit Avenue, fourteen 
feet from east line of said avenue, and in line of Mt. Pleasant 
Street; two-inch gate on Hillside Avenue, twenty-five feet 
from east line of said avenue, and in line of Mt. Pleasant 
‘Street. Nelson Street is supplied with a six-inch gate that 
was used for a blow-off. A reducer was connected and used 
for the four-inch line. It is twenty-one feet south of south 
line of Nelson Street, and in line of Washington Street. 


NEW HYDRANTS. 

We have added two new hydrants to the works: one four- 
inch on Wildwood Street, opposite house of D. W. Pratt; 
four-inch on Hillside Avenue, in front of Robert Coit’s new 
house and on east side of said avenue. The total number of 
fire hydrants in our system is eighty-five. Hydrant opposite 
house of John Carter on Eaton Street, being out of order, 
was taken out, repaired, and reset on the corner-of Eaton 
Street and Highland Avenue. 


REPAIRS. 
Fifty old rubber-lined services have been removed and 
cement-lined pipe substituted. There are still a few more to 
be taken out as they become clogged. 
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LEAKS. 

We have had eight leaks in our mains during the past 
year. Three were caused by rust’ holes in the pipe, one in 
six-inch on Cambridge Street, one in four-inch on Houston 
Street, and the third in four-inch on Cross Street. A leak in 
eight-inch pipe on Church Street was caused by winding giv- 
ing out. There were four other leaks in four-inch pipe from 
the same cause. Instead of winding our pipe, as heretofore, 
under your directions a cast-iron clamp has been adopted, 
which is superior in that it makes a repaired joint as good as 


new. 
SERVICKS. 


Forty-five new services have been added this year, the 
greatest number in any one year since 1874, when the works 
were built, making the total number of services now on our 
works 867. 

We have not been able to do all the work you planned 
last spring. You decided to have the two-inch rubber-lined 
pipe laid on Lake Avenue a number of years ago replaced 
by four-inch cement pipe. This was eagerly sought for by 
the people on the street, but as there were other. streets, not 
thought of at the time, that needed a supply for new houses 
being built, something had to be left undone. Also, the four- 
inch pipe on La Grange Street was ordered laid, but was left 
for the same reason. With the limited: amount of money 
you had at your command, pipe could be laid on streets only 
as far as was sufficient to supply new buildings then erected. 
In a very short time there would be other new houses built 
further on in the same streets, so we would have to lay to 
them. In our growing town the demand for water cannot 
well be denied. This piecework makes it more expensive 


for our department. 
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We have now in the shop 1,800 feet of six-inch sheet-iron 
pipe ready for lining; also, 2,700 feet of four-inch that will 
be completed by the time the weather is fit for work in the 
street, this work having been done when there was nothing 
to do outside. 

As you know, our present shop is not a suitable place for 
making and lining ‘cement pipe. Some other location might 
be found where the work could be done to better advantage. 
A lining-machine has to be set plumb and on solid ground, 
so that there will be no jar or shaking, while ours is built 
* upon a shaky platform which has to be propped up, making 
it very difficult to do good work. I wish to call your atten- 
tion to a lot of land on Swanton Street, owned by the town 
and known as the Adams Schoolhouse lot. If this lot could 
be procured, we could have a suitable place for our work, 
away from the centre of the town, with room enough for a 
good, large pipe-yard. 

A new fence has been built from Highland Avenue to the 
new house at the Reservoir, making a great improvement in 
the looks of the place. 

By your direction I have made frequent visits to the South 
Dam. The place is overgrown with bushes, and the buildings 
are in a very dilapidated condition. 

The windmill has done remarkably well. It has been neces- 
sary to use the steam-pump only six times during the past year. 

Total number of gallons pumped by steam, 368,400. 

The high service has received a good share of the new 
supplies. Out of the forty-five new services before referred 
to, fifteen have been on high service, making the total number 
on high service seventy-two.

At the Annual Town Meeting in March last, Article 19 of 
the Warrant, as follows, — 

To see if the town will authorize the purchase or taking of a lot of 
land and the erection thereon of a building for school purposes, on 
Mystic Avenue, or in that vicinity, for use of the Gifford and Mystic 
districts, and appropriate a sum of money for the expense of the same 
and furnishing thereof, and authorize a loan therefor, or do anything in 
relation to the matter, 

—was referred to the School Committee by vote of the 
citizens. 

The School Committee have given careful thought to the 
present condition of the school-buildings in the Gifford and 
Mystic districts, to the wants of the districts in regard to 
school privileges, and to the best means of arranging any 
change of school-buildings that the citizens may think best 
to make, and they beg leave to report as follows :— 

Repairs have been made to the Mystic building during the 
summer, which makes it now in a fairly good condition, for 
a building of its age and requirements. 

The Gifford building is in such condition that the Com- 
mittee have not seen their way clear, with the appropriation 
in their hands, to make the repairs that would be necessary 
to put itin condition to compare favorably with the other 
school-buildings in the town. The building is old, some 
thirty-six years, and its style and arrangements are quite 
unlike those in use at the present time. The cupola on the 
building is very much out of repair, the corner boards, gutter, 
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etc., need renewing, and general outside repairs are needed. 
The sanitary conditions are somewhat improved, but they are 
still far from what they should be, especially where such 
young children are obliged to spend so much time each day. 
The heating arrangements and the ventilation do not work 
in harmony, and without a janitor at the building during 
most of the school hours, the rooms are likely to be over- 
heated, or the reverse, greatly ‘endangering the health of 
the pupils, and at times, during the coldest weather of the 
winter, it has been necessary to close the schools, as the 
rooms could not be sufficiently heated for comfort. The 
windows are old and loose and are a constant source of 
drafts about the rooms. The plastering is out of repair, 
badly patched and discolored, and needs renewing if for 
no other purpose than that the example of neatness about 
the schoolrooms should become a part of the education of 
the pupils. : 

The cost of the repairs which would be necessary to make 
the building equal to a modern school structure would be 
very large, and then the building would be an old one, and 
would need to be replaced not long hence. 

Your Committee therefore recommend that a modern, 
two-room building be erected upon or near the Gifford lot. 
From the best ideas we could obtain without expense, we 
believe that a building of neat and tasty design and suitable 
for the main street of our town can be erected and furnished 
for not exceeding $6,000. The plan of the building should 
be such that, if necessary, a second story could be added to 
it, at a moderate cost, and two additional rooms secured. 
The sanitary arrangements should be outside of and away 
from the building.

Votrep, That the Treasurer, under the direction of the 
Selectmen, be authorized to borrow, on behalf of the town, 
the sum of $6,000, payable in seven years from the date of 
borrowing, with interest at a rate not exceeding 43 per cent.

purpose, in the erection and furnishing of a two-room school- 
building on the Gifford School lot, said committee not to 
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incur any liability beyond the amount herein appropriated.

REPORT OF THE SELECTMEN. 


The Selectmen submit the following report for the year 
ending February 28, 1889: — 

We believe it is the first time since the incorporation of 
the town that a member of the Board of Selectmen has 
been removed by death during his term of office. 

With sorrowing hearts we have been called upon to bow 
to the will of our heavenly Father in the death of our 
associate and friend, David O. Blanchard, a man whom to 
know was to love and respect; always ready with his 
counsel and advice in all matters in the line of his duty as 
a town officer; kind and considerate in his dealings with 
all cases between individuals and the town; rejecting any 
proposition that was not in harmony with right and justice, 
but unmovably firm when convinced that he was right. ‘To 
say that we miss him is but a small part. The town in his 
death has actually met with a loss, causing a vacancy which 
it will be difficult to fill. The interest of the town was his 
interest, from first to last, and he was looking after it daily, 
giving most of his time to the service. He has died (as he 
often expressed it in regard to others) “with the harness 
on.” 7 

HIGHWAYS AND BRIDGES. 

As the Superintendent will report his doings we will not 
give details of the general work, but will mention some 
special cases. 
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The work on the streets this year began in clearing up 
and repairing Main Street, as the horse-railroad advanced 
towards Medford. In building the railroad it was necessary 
to remove a great deal of valuable material, consisting of 
crushed stone and stone suitable to be crushed. There- 
fore we agreed with the company to clear up after them, in 
order to save it for the repair of the street. | 

Another is the work done in front of Mr. 8. B. White’s 
block, corner of Church and Main Streets. We agreed with 
Mr. White that instead of paying one half of the expense 
of concreting the sidewalk as it then was, we would pay for 
concreting and edgestone, on condition that he would give 
the town a release of a strip of his land on the line of the 
street, eight feet wide, 6n which to build the sidewalk. 
This makes a very good street in front of the block on Main 
Street. 


STREET LIGHTS. 


The Board felt that the town was not satisfied with the 
manner in which the streets were lighted, a portion of the 
year at least, and were casting about for some more satisfac- 
tory method, when a proposition was received from the 
Winchester Electric Light Company to light the same 
territory at the same expense. 

The proposition was finally put. in this form. That the 
company put in 8 are and 40 incandescent lights, to take the 
place of the gas-lights then in use, and assume the care and 
cost of the oil-lamps, taking upon themselves the lighting of 
the town. For this we agreed to pay $225 per month. The 
company commenced to light July 1, 1888. 

At this time they were using temporary power, and there 
were many causes of complaint from the unreliableness of 
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the lighting, as frequently we would be in total darkness. 
Since then the company has completed a large and per- 
manent plant at Woburn, where they feel confident they can 
give this town more and better service. Regarding this 
manner of lighting the town, the citizens will have an 
opportunity to express themselves at the Annual Town 
Meeting, when the appropriation is, asked for street lights. 


TOWN HALL. 


At the Annual Town Meeting last March, $1,000 was 
appropriated for care of Town Hall, and to this account has 
been added the income from letting the hall, from which is 
paid janitor, engineer, coal and wood, gas, and all expenses 
incident to care of hall, offices, and library. 

The hall has been let for different purposes, and as each 
occasion has called for added conveniences, we have tried to 
supply the want, and charged the same to care of hall, as 
the income is credited to that account. 

We have added to Town Hall property two hundred feet 
of dining-tables complete, two hundred chairs for the same, 
and a cooking-stove, and have arranged gas-lights for the 
banquet hall in the basement. We have had platforms built 
for small hall, and have had the seats in large hall lettered 
and numbered, together with other necessary additions. 

Methods of heating the building.— The present arrange- 
ment for heating the offices is not what it should be. 
Besides not heating quickly enough, taking from six o’clock 
until near noon before it is warm enough to sit down to 
write, there is no way of warming the feet or drying one’s 
clothing in wet weather, the registers being seven feet up 
from the floor. We would recommend tapping the boiler, 
if it proves of sufficient capacity, and heating the offices

and library by steam when not heating the hall, and think 
that the amount saved in fuel and engineer would be more 
than sufficient to warrant the change. 

POOR. 

The number of poor that required and received aid from 
the town the past year may be divided as follows : — 

Insane poor in hospitals, 8 persons, at $3.25 per week. 

Full support, boarding out, 8 adults, from 70 to 87 years 
of age, from $2.50 to $3 per week, besides clothing. 

Partial support, adults, 21; children, 47; aided with food, 
rent, fuel, medicine, doctors’ bills, etc., as the cases may 
require. 

There is also included in poor account those boarded in 
reformatory institutions and in other towns. 


POLICE. 

The police force consists of a Chief and two regular 
police for night watchmen, two special police who receive 
pay part of the year, and twelve special police without pay. 

The report of the Chief of Police gives the account of 
the work of this department. 

| GUIDE-BOARDS. 

As many of the guide-boards and street-signs were badly 
defaced and needed replacing, we had new signs made on 
plates of steel and enameled. Although these signs were 
not what we bargained for, we concluded to keep them at a 
reduced price, making them answer for the present.

DAMAGE CLAIMS. 

The damage claim of Fred L. Mason that was pending in 
the courts, as reported last year, has been settled by the 
town paying $750. 

A claim for damage is made by H. A.Stoddard. During a 
heavy rain the earth softened above a newly laid waterpipe 
on Lincoln Street. In driving over it his team sunk into 
it. The claim was $175 for horse, $15 for harness and 
other damage. ‘The Board did not consider the demand rea- 
sonable, therefore it was rejected. Received notice of suit. 

During the building of the horse-railroad and before the 
street could be cleared of the material thrown upon the side, 
the carriage of J. M. Corse was overturned and badly 
broken, and the occupants thrown out and somewhat injured, 
by coming in contact with a pile of dirt. In this case we 
called on Mr. Corse and arranged to repair his carriage and 
make things good as before, which was satisfactory to him, 
he claiming no damage for his personal injuries. The 
repairs were made and the bill presented and paid.

The gas fixtures for lighting the 
stage are ample; two new dressing-rooms have been built 
above the stage for ladies; and these, together with three 
dressing-rooms for gentlemen, in the basement, have been 
thoroughly furnished.

OF THE 


SUPERINTENDENT OF STREETS. 


To the Honorable Board of Selectmen : — 


I present to you my third annual report as Superintendent 
of Streets. I do this with a sad heart, remembering that 
the great Ruler, who waits for no man, has removed one of 
your number, from whom at all times I received aid and 
advice, and whom to know was to respect and love.

Used 1,090 loads of crushed stones from the 
yard, and thrown out by the railroad con- 
tractor; 1,040 loads were screened and used 
over, without teaming to the yard. Total num- 
ber of loads used, 2,150. 

The whole of Main Street, excepting a short 
space at Symmes Corner, has been regraded 
from the Centre to the top of Russell’s Hill.

other localities. To have procured from other 
sources the material used in repairing the 
street would have cost the town much more 
than the amount shown in this report, and 
would have taken one entire season to have 
accomplished it.

In the month of March, I employed Brooks Had- 
ley, of Stoneham, for several days to run a 
steam-drill and blast out rocks with dynamite 
at the town bank. ‘The result was not satis- 
factory, and the work was discontinued, at a 
cost of about $220.00 


The six town horses have been worked equal to one horse 
964 days.

Quite an expense has been incurred in keeping the gutters 
open on the side hill streets. This has to be done after 
every severe storm. As a matter of economy, they should 
be paved with small stones. 

No wiser action can be taken by the town than to com- 
mence at once to cover all our streets with broken stone. 
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Go as far as we can, and renew the work each year. In a 
few years all the larger traveled streets will be gone over 
and become hard and dry. As it is now, a load of dirt put 
on this year has to be replaced another year, and still the 
streets are never in good condition. 


‘* Work well done is ever done.” 


Main Street from the Centre to Woburn line is in some 
places too narrow and with the present grade a constant 
care. It can never be widened and straightened so cheaply 
as at the present time. With the large indebtedness of the 
town, it is a question between economy and necessity. 
Main Street running to Symmes’ Corner is also narrow and 
often crowded. ‘This will probably at no distant day be 
overcome by a new street commencing at -Walnut and 
running near the lumber and coal yards across Mystic 
Avenue, coming out at Symmes’ Corner. ‘This would be an 
easy grade and divert much of the heavy travel now going 
up and down Black Horse Hill. 


SIDEWALKS. 


While those who ride in carriages are annoyed by muddy 
streets, those who go on toot are more annoyed by low and 
muddy sidewalks. These should be raised up and built of 
dry gravel; of this quality of gravel we have little that is 
accessible. 

Concreting is desirable if well done. Under the rule of 
the town, abutters are required to pay one half the cost. 

This many do not feel able to do, and thus sidewalks over 
which many pass are not concreted. Should not the town 
concrete or plank such localities with the same spirit that 


it macadamizes its streets? 
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Your report with the Auditors’ to the town will contain 
‘all information in regard to expense of watering the streets. 
Those living outside of the water line complain of the 
injustice of being taxed for what they cannot enjoy, while 
those who have the benefit of the water are unwilling to 
pay all the expense of the same. The range of watering can- 
not be extended without the purchase of more carts. One 
thing is certain, that watering the streets protects them from 
the wear and force of winds and travel. Those streets that 
are watered are the ones over which is the greatest amount 
of passing. 

As you know, the Highway Surveyors were organized as 
a board early in the spring, and have had several meetings 
since, in which the wants of the town have been considered 
and acted upon. 

The office which I hold is one of care and responsibility. 
Old and new streets, with the wants of new and welcome 
citizens, call for attention. 

Thankful for the confidence placed in me, I wish my 
labors had been more successful and my work more 
complete.

OF THE 


ScHOOL COMMITTEE OF WINCHESTER. 


At the annual town meeting of 1888 it was voted that 
the number of this Board be reduced to three, and according 
to the provision of the statutes it became necessary that for 
the present year there should be five members. ‘The terms 
of two members then expired, and two others had resigned. 
The town chose, therefore, three members, one for three 
years, Mr. Parkhurst, and two for two years, Messrs. Rey- 
nolds and Symmes. The reduction in number was made 
with a view to the employment of a Superintendent of 
Schools. 

At its first meeting the Board chose Mr. Littlefield, Chair- 
man, and Mr. Symmes, Secretary. 

The most important matter in the hands of the Board 
seemed to be the choice of a superintendent, and much time 
and investigation was devoted to this duty. Mr. Ephraim 
Hunt, an experienced teacher and superintendent, who was 
employed by the neighboring town of Medford for half his 
time, was selected to superintend our schools, giving the 
other half of his time, for a salary of $1,000 per year. 
There are, no doubt, some disadvantages in the method 
of a division of time like this, but in the opinion of the 
Board they have been reduced ‘to the minimum, and the 
better service gained by having a superintendent of large 
experience, and the increased opportunity of comparison he 
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has in his enlarged field of operations, largely counteract 
any seeming difficulties. 

Mr. Hunt was also made Secretary of the Board, and the 
care of supplies was given him. The rules of the Board 
and the school regulations were modified to conform to the 
changed order of affairs, and with a view of giving the 
superintendent, as far as possible, charge of the schools, sub- 
ject only to the revising power of the Board. 

While this arrangement might at first be thought to have 
left the School Board without any duties, there has been 
enough to do in the management of the financial affairs, 
filling vacancies in the corps of teachers, keeping an over- 
sight upon the needs of the school-buildings, in the way of 
repairs and improvements, and consultation and advice on 
matters of detail, to occupy the time of the regular monthly 
meetings of the Board and several extra meetings. 

It has been the custom of the Board for several years at 
the outset to allot its general appropriation into several sub- 
divisions, such as teachers’ salaries, janitors’ salaries, fuel, 
books and supplies and incidentals, with a view of keeping 
expenditures within the appropriation. This system has 
been followed this year, and the account is not overdrawn. 

In the matter of repairs, one member of the Board was 
appointed as a sub-committee for each school, and made a 
careful investigation of the requirements of each building, 
and the appropriation was allotted accordingly, leaving, as 
was supposed, a liberal margin for contingencies. The Rum- 
ford Schoolhouse was improved under the direction of Mr. 
Russell, and in accordance with suggestions made by the 
Board last year. The Gifford was found by Mr. Rey- 
nolds, its sub-committee, to need so much repairing that, in 
view of the probability of a new building in that district, 
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very little was undertaken in the way of renovation. The 
Washington and Chapin buildings were under the charge of 
Mr. Parkhurst, and were substantially improved. Consider- 
able change for the better was made by Mr. Symmes at the 
Mystic. A part of the Highland school-yard was graded 
and grassed, under the charge of Mr. Littlefield 

But very much to the surprise of the Board, our most 
recently built house, the Wyman, has needed a large expen- 
diture, in repairs upon its leaking roof, in cleansing and mod- 
ifying its sanitary arrangements in the basement, and finally, 
in quite general repairs in the steam-heating apparatus, which 
gave out in the midst of about the only real cold snap of 
the mild winter, necessitating a dismissal of the school for 
several days, and an expenditure which caused the Board to 
exceed its appropriation for repairs. Excepting the Rum- 
ford, more money has been expended for needed repairs at 
the Wyman than on any other building in town during the 
year, and the Board feel it their duty to recommend an 
entire change in the sanitary arrangements of this building, 
which will undoubtedly cause a large expense the coming 
year. 

CHANGES OF TEACHERS. 

Our corps of teachers has suffered several changes during 
the year. Miss Helen H. Spaulding resigned from the High 
School at the end of the spring term, having a flattering and 
lucrative call to Brooklyn, N. Y. Miss Myra B. Martin, who 
had been in charge of a high school in Willimantic, Conn., 
was selected as successor, and has given general satisfaction. 

Miss Josephine S$. Hinckley had been given a leave of 
absence, in the hope that her health would be sufficiently 
improved, so that she could resume her place in September 
at the Centre Grammar. But, to the regret of the Board, of

her pupils, and of their parents, she found it necessary to 
resign her place. After some time, Miss Olive Moulton, of 
Newmarket, N. H., was elected and has been successful. 

The continued illness of Miss Nettie Coffin deprived the 
town of her valuable services at the Wyman First Primary, 
and, with great regret that there was no hope of her recov- 
ery, the Board elected her successor. Miss Coffin was a 
eraduate of our High School, and her experience in teach- 
ing had been wholly in our own schools. She possessed a 
very happy faculty of gaining the interest and affection of 
her pupils. Her death terminated a life which gave promise 
of great usefulness. The Board adopted, placed upon record, 
and sent to her parents appropriate expression of their sym- 
pathy and realization of the loss the schools and the town 
had suffered. 

Miss Emma A. Stone, formerly of the Hill School, was 
elected to the position recently filled by Miss Coffin. Miss 
Boynton, of the Gifford Primary, had been granted leave of 
absence to enable her to take the care of her invalid mother. 
It was hoped that the town would not be deprived of her 
services for any length of time, but she felt obliged to give 
up her position with us, and Miss Amanda Kk. Holton was 
elected in her place. At the close of the spring term, Miss 
May M. Holden resigned the Mystic, and accepted a posi- 
tion in Athol, Mass. Miss E. M. Bearse, a graduate of the 
Boston Normal School, took charge of the school. 

Miss Holbrook, of the Rumford Intermediate School, asked 
for a leave of absence, which was granted her. Miss Susie 
E. Wakeford was elected in her place, but resigned January 
1, to fulfil a matrimonial engagement. Miss M. Donahue, of 
Medford, was elected as her successor. 

Miss Ida M. Richardson resigned the Rumford Primary, 
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February 1, and Miss Edith M. Hammond, a graduate of 
our High School and of the Salem Normal School, has 
since filled the place. 

From the foregoing it appears that one third of our 
teachers with us a year ago have vacated their places, — 


an unusually large number. 


INDUSTRIAL EDUCATION. 


Sewing has been introduced into all the Intermediate 
schools, under the charge of Mrs. Addie R. Stone. Car- 
pentry is taught to classes selected from the Centre 
Grammar School, by Mr. E. Hatch, in a room in Whitney’s 
Mill, the fifteen sets of tools being loaried by The Fort- 
nightly. 

A cooking-school at the rooms of The Fortnightly has 
two classes selected from the Centre Grammar School and 
High School. 

The interest of the pupils in all these branches of indus- 
trial education seems great. In the opinion of the. Board 
this instruction should be supplementary to the regular 
school studies and should all be regarded by the pupils as 
furnished them for merit in other studies, and thereby 
stimulate the general educational movements in our schools ; 
but it should not be expected that the teaching in industrial 
lines should go much beyond elementary instruction. 


EVENING SCHOOL. 

While those who have attended the evening school have 
been present apparently for work, yet the number was so ‘ 
small that the Board did not feel authorized to continue the 
expenditure beyond February 1. The question is a serious 
one in what way the class who should be benefited by this 
school can be reached. 
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Employers of minors, who cannot read and write, do not 
appear fully to understand the provisions of the law, making 
it their duty to see that such employees attend the evening 
school, when one is maintained. This law extends to those 
employing domestic help as well as to proprietors of mills 
and factories. It is hoped that the citizens will assist the 
Board in making the evening school of benefit to those 


whom it should help.

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NEW SCHOOL BUILDINGS. 


The subject-matter of the Gifford Schoolhouse was referred 
to the Board by the town, and was duly considered, and at 
a meeting of the town in November, a report was made 
recommending the building of a new schoolhouse on the 
present Gifford lot, which report was adopted and the 
matter is now in the hands of a special committee. 

The Committee was directed to report to the town upon 
the need of additional accommodations for Pond Street. 
Regarding this matter, there can be no doubt that a new 
building for primary scholars will soon be needed near 
Parker’s Corner, unless the town lays out a street somewhere 
near the old roadbed of the Mystic Valley Railroad. There 
are at present enough pupils living conveniently near to 
Parker’s Corner to make a small primary school, and 
another room could be gained in the Wyman building by 
consolidating the two primary schools now there into one, 
which room will soon be needed for a class or classes of 
grammar grade. Probably this new building might be 
postponed for another year, by giving the younger pupils in 
Pond Street means of transportation. 

The Committee recommend a continuance of the au- 
thority to convey pupils of the Hill District to and from 


school. 
HIGH SCHOOL. 


We desire to call especial attention to this school and its 
present facilities. After the enlargement of the building 
three years ago, the Committee began at a small annual 
expenditure to fit up the laboratory for use in the physical 
sciences, now forming so essential a part of the require- 
ments for admission to both colleges and schools of science. 
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While this department is not yet fully equipped, a substan- 
tial beginning has been made, and probably no high school 
in this vicinity is in better condition in this particular. Mr. 
Lovering, the principal of the school, has taken a great 
interest in the equipment of this laboratory, giving it his 
personal supervision and attention. 

Many of our boys who leave school at the end of the 
grammar course would be much benefited by taking the 
whole or a part of the scientific course at the High School. 
We have the apparatus and good teaching, and parents are 
urged to arrange if possible to give their children the benefit 
thereof. 

TRUANT OFFICERS. 

The truant officers for the year have been J. W. Richard- 
son and A. C. Quinby, the latter taking the annual school 
census by order of the Board. 


SCHOOL SUPERVISION. 


This year’s experience with a superintendent in charge 
of the routine work formerly attempted by members of the 
School Board has fully convinced this Committee that the 
additional expenditure has brought good results to the 
efficiency of our schools. It took some time for a proper 
adjustment of the machinery to the new power, but grad- 
ually that adjustment has been attained. Frequent meetings 
of the teachers have been held since the completion of 
the Town Hall building and the providing of suitable rooms 
for such meetings. ‘The supervision has been much more 
thorough and systematic, and while the town has been 
hitherto very fortunate in the quality of its teachers, and 
has in previous years received good service from them, there 
has been a marked improvement the past year in many 
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respects. There is a spirit of codperation in building up a 
school system, and an especial advantage to the younger 
teachers in having a well-qualified and accessible adviser in 
_ the many perplexing questions which trouble all conscien- 
tious teachers. In the visiting of other schools and seeking 
for improved methods there, and perhaps discovering even 
their defects, the help of a superintendent is especially 
grateful to teachers. It is also beneficial to the schools to 
have some one who can look at them as a whole and offer 
suggestions, based, on experience, of points that can be 
modified at different parts of the course. It is clearly of 
great advantage to the schools and teachers to have such an 
officer, and the Board recommends a renewal of the 
appropriation for the salary of superintendent. 


HIGH SCHOOL GRADUATION. 


The graduating exercises of the High School took place 
in a manner somewhat more informal than usual at the 
schoolroom on June 29, 1888, diplomas being presented by 
the chairman to the following graduates : —

ATTENDANCE. 


While the attendance is the important factor in school 
progress, it is not the only one determining the condition of 
a school. Some schools doing excellent work may be more 
affected than others by irregularity of attendance, on account 
of the weather, sickness, and other causes difficult of con- 
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trol. While it is very desirable to reduce absence and tardi- 
ness to a minimum, having first due regard to the health of 
“the pupil, it must be borne in mind that the surest way to 
secure prompt attendance is to make the schoolroom an. 
attractive place, the work of the pupil a pleasure, and then 
the conscious growth of power in the acquisition of know]l- 
edge will render all tasks easy and abolish the common 
excuses for tardiness and absence. 


SCHOOLHOUSES. 


The full report of the Board renders] unnecessary 
further details as to the attention that has been given to 
warming and ventilating the schoolrooms. With cheerful, 
healthy school-buildings and attractive surroundings, Win- 
chester, with its varied scenery and elegant estates, cannot 
easily be equaled as a place of residence. Excellent schools, 
improved streets and grounds, exhibiting so much culture 
and refinement, must steadily increase its population with 
a most desirable class of citizens. 


TEACHERS. 


As set forth in the Board’s Report, a change of one 
third of the teaching force in one year requires much atten- 
- tion on the part of the Committee in selecting the best 
available talent to supply the vacancies occasioned by so 
many resignations, and some little time for teacher and 
pupils to adjust themselves to new conditions, to become 
familiar with programs and the true spirit of the system. 

The Board has been fortunate in this respect, as the corps 
is now filled, and with the skilled and experienced teachers 
still retained in the service the best results may reasonably 


be expected. 
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The teachers’ meetings have afforded frequent opportuni- 
ties for a friendly interchange of views, and if continued k 
will enable all grades to obtain a clearer idea not only of 
their own work, but also of its relation to the whole system. 
The cordial codperation of all teachers in this work promises 
much benefit to the schools, not only by the discussion of 
principles and methods, but by reports of visits to the 
schools of other towns and cities, and of each teacher’s own 
experience and methods. For it is the Superintendent’s 
belief that there is no monopoly of educational knowledge, 
and that each teacher, as an original discoverer in the profes- 
sion, Should have the greatest freedom of action in the 
teaching and management of the school, limited only by the 
general results demanded by the rules and regulations. 


GRADING AND PROMOTION. 


Having been requested by the Board to consider the sub- 
ject of the grading and the promotion of pupils, and having 
given these matters special attention in my frequent visits 
to the schools, it seemed proper to consider them in this 
report. Without reflecting upon the wisdom of the -estab- 
lished system, or criticizing the results attained under it, the 
following suggestions are respectfully submitted for your con- 
sideration. 

A year ago Dr. Eliot, President of Harvard University, in 
an able and exhaustive paper read before the Department of 
Superintendence of the National Educational Association, 
claimed that the programs of the primary, grammar, and 
high schools could be so shortened and enriched that a 
student might enter college at the age of eighteen, whereas 
at present, if after graduation he enters a profession, he

is twenty-seven years of age before he can begin to earn 
a livelihood. To graduate at eighteen years of age the pupil 
must enter the high school at fourteen. It is not necessary 
to consider the high school merely as a preparatory school 
for the college, any more than the grammar for the high, 
or the primary for the grammar, it being clear that the best 
program for each grade is the one that also best fits for 
the next. In this respect the best systems of the West are 
in advance of most systems of the East, to wit: four years 
primary, four grammar, and four high; the pupil entering 
at six years of age. 

The first question for consideration is, Can the present 
program be shortened and enriched? It is the almost, if 
not quite, unanimous opinion of our experienced teachers of 
the intermediate grades that the three years’ work assigned 
to them could be done with much better results in two years. 
In their opinion I most heartily concur. Here is a saving 
at once of a whole year, and in my judgment with a decided 
gain in zeal and accomplishment. As to the matter of pro- 
motion, without formal or final tests reckoned in so many per 
ceits., the method adopted by the Board seems to me to be 
the wisest, although errors may happen under it as under 
any system; yet they may be less harmful, even if occasion- 
ally an undeserved promotion be made. 

Promotions are now made at the end of the year, based 
upon the results of the five bi-monthly examinations, taken 
in connection with the general character of the daily recita- 
tions and deportment. Failure of promotion means to the 
pupil the loss of a year. This is a serious matter in a ten- 
year course preparatory to the work of the high school, or 
simply for completion of the grammar course. Continued 
absence, from sickness or other cause, may justly hinder pro-

motion. In the primary grades this is unavoidable, and in 
many instances non-promotion is to be desired. But when 
‘the pupil has reached the grammar grade and is of suitable 
age to do the work, absence from school should be about the 
only reason for not gaining promotion. The pleas of idle- 
ness, laziness, or want of interest are not admissible. While 
teachers for these grades are selected for their experience 
and marked success in their profession; for their ability to 
inspire a love for learning; for their skill in aiding the pupils 
of a slower mental development to adjust themselves to the 
conditions of progress; for their inexhaustible sympathy 
with those who lack as yet the ability to surmount alone 
every difficulty, or the will-power to carry out in every detail 
the good resolutions that they so often make to do their best, 
if not as well as others, — yet with all these conditions the 
pupil’s progress must depend upon his own effort. He must 
be prompt in attendance, earnest in his work, and attentive 
to instruction. 

The normal condition of the child is to know more, and 
with the great majority, if not absolutely all, increase of 
knowledge and conscious growth of power in acquiring it is 
the only stimulus to work needed. At any rate, under 
natural conditions, with wise direction, a free rein and open 
field, the majority will acquit themselves with credit and 
receive unqualified promotion. The superior skill of the 
teacher is shown in dealing with the irresolute and _ less 
fortunate small minority, each child affording a special study, 
and the interest awakened in this class of pupils, the inspira- 
tion they receive, is the just measure of the teacher’s success. 

The child should constantly be compared with himself, not 
with another. It is unreasonable to expect the same or 
equal attainments from all. Perhaps the best method to 
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relieve the friction now caused by annual promotions would 
be to adopt a system of semi-annual reforming of the classes, 
but I think another remedy is at hand under the present 
system. . 

As there must always be more or less disparity in prepara- 
tion and ability to do the work of the year, a class could be 
easily arranged in two divisions, making it a simple thing for 
both divisions to do the work thought absolutely necessary 
to warrant promotion; and one division could be given extra 
work, not simply to keep it busy, but to lead it into new 
pathways and broader fields of knowledge. Both divisions 
would be benefited by such a classification, the extra work 
giving inspiration and knowledge to both. 


HYGIENE, ALCOHOL, AND NARCOTICS. 


Under the statutes requiring instruction in these topics, 
they have received faithful attention, according to the grade, 
both by conversation in the lower grades, and the use of text- 
books in the intermediate, grammar, and high schools. 


MANUAL TRAINING. 


In this important department of a modern system of 
education Winchester is fully abreast with the times. In 
June the ladies associated as “The Fortnightly ” generously 
loaned to the Board their stock of carpentry tools, and the 
liberality of the town has enabled the carpenter’s shop to 
be reopened with the same instructor as last year, Mr. E. 
Hatch. Individual reports from the boys to the Superintend- 
ent indicate a very gratifying interest in this work. 

In sewing, Mrs. A. R. Stone now teaches this most useful 
domestic art in all the intermediate grades, and reports great 
interest and progress in the work. 
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It is a great pleasure to see both boys and girls, all the 
boys nearly, with the exception of one school, acquiring skill 
with the needle and enjoying it as a needed recreation from 
books. With the skill, the training of the muscles to ready 
manipulation, the eye is also trained to see more accurately, 
the judgment called into practical exercise, and the taste 
refined. The purely educational value of this branch of | 
manual training, aside from its utility, needs no defence at 
this time. It is to be hoped the work so well begun by the 
Board will be continued. 

Again, codperating with the ladies of The Fortnightly, 
the Board has been able to pay the tuition of two classes at 
the cooking-school, under the instruction of Miss Wills. 
Gratifying results have been observed and reported in this 
department also. It is difficult to conceive how the young 
ladies attending to this art out of school hours, as do the 
boys in carpentry, could be engaged in work promising 
results more conducive to their own happiness or that will 
better enable them to contribute to the welfare and happiness 
of others. It is not a valid objection to the wisdom of main- 
taining these three branches of manual training in their 
elementary forms that the pupils do not master thei, for 
they do not master English, history, arithmetic, or any one 
of the useful branches taught. It is claimed only that the 
practice they do have suffices to make them more thoughtful 
of the opportunities and duties of life, and the little skill 
acquired will enable them to enter upon them with more 


courage and better prospects of success. 
PENMANSHIP, DRAWING, AND MUSIC. 


While penmanship and drawing both have received faith- 
ful attention, there is some inequality of progress. While 
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much could be said in praise of all classes, one set of draw- 
ing-books deserves especial mention for their exceptional 
neatness as well as the general excellence of the work. They 
looked, though completed, as though they had hardly been 
opened. This of itself was a valuable education; such 
pupils would also be careful of the town’s property in the 
use of textbooks and supplies. Mr. Henry T. Bailey, of the 
State Board of Education, in the Industrial Art Department, 
met all the teachers last year and gave a very interesting 
and instructive talk on teaching the elements of drawing, 
and has promised further aid in this direction this year. 

In music much progress has been made by increasing the 
number of lessons in the higher grades, and the report of the 
special teacher of music, Mrs. 8. C. Bailey, is herewith 
submitted. 


To the Superintendent of Schools : — 


There has been a marked improvement in this department 
in the lower and grammar schools during the past year, 
especially in scale practice and reading at sight; this is 
owing largely to the use of the new Mason Charts which 
were introduced into the schools last year. The work is 
being carried on in a more systematic manner than formerly, 
and both teachers and scholars are much interested in this 
branch of study. Great credit is due the teachers for their 
' faithfulness in carrying out the work prepared by the 
music teacher, who desires to express her thanks for 
the fidelity shown in codperating with her, and for the 
kindness and goodwill which has always at all times greeted 
her. Thanks are also due the Superintendent and Com- 
mittee for responding so promptly and generously to the 
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requests of the music teacher. A book of kindergarten 
songs for the primary department was advised a short time 
ago and purchased (one for each teacher). It has proved a 
most excellent collection of songs, and the little folks are 
thoroughly enjoying them. 

Veazie’s Four-Part Songs, to be used as supplementary 
work, was introduced into the High School during the fall 
term, in the hope of arousing more interest in the music 
work. This school is suffering sadly for want of leading 
voices among the girls. ‘There are among the boys some 
exceptionally good voices, but there is a serious lack of 
energy and determination on the part of all which is exceed- 
ingly discouraging to the teachers. It is much to be 
regretted that the daily practice has been discontinued, the 
weekly lesson being insufficient to warrant marked pro- 
gress. We are hoping for better work another year. We 
have had good singing in our High School, creditable to all 
concerned, and with good voices and honest hard work we 
can again.

PRIMARY, INTERMEDIATE, AND GRAMMAR. 


In all these grades we have several rooms that in many 
respects are model schools, both in methods of instruction 
and in wise, sympathetic discipline. Since these grades are 
in a sense the most important of the system, being at its 
foundation, any excellence here should receive marked 
attention. It is noticeable that with increased skill and 
experience, corporal punishment is found to be less necessary 
as a means of discipline. It is worthy of mention that in 
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the rooms where the most work is done in the regular 
branches, the most: general work is also done, by way of 
leading the pupils to observe natural objects, leaves, plants, 
flowers, and animals. Only a few days since, one grammar 
class was greatly delighted with the appearance of a beauti- 
ful moth from the cocoon they had seen made by the larva, 
and had been cherishing with great care. 

To watch such transformations in nature not only 
awakens new interest in the acquisition of other knowledge, 
but is the most valuable kind of education. Without bur- 
dening the memory with technical terms, much useful 
knowledge and real education may thus be obtained under 
interested direction of the teacher. 

One grade, the third class of the Centre Grammar, was 
unfortunate in so many changes of teachers during the year, 
but finally the Board secured the right teacher for the place, 
and good results are confidently expected. 


HIGH SCHOOL. 


While Winchester may be justly proud of all her schools, 
she can take special pride in her High School. Though from 
several causes it is at present somewhat reduced in numbers, 
it will rapidly increase, and with a most attractive location, 
commodious building, and an excellent corps of teachers, it 
only needs more pupils to reap the unusual advantages it 
offers them for a higher education, by which we mean an 
excellent preparation for college or the schools of science 
and art, and last, but by no means least, for the opportunities 
and duties of life. By the liberality of the Board and the 
ingenuity of the principal, the chemical and physical labo- 
ratory is assuming goodly proportions. But the untiring 
energy and skill of the principal does not allow the work to 
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be hindered by any limitations of supply; if an experiment 
is to be performed, he finds some way to do it with what he 
has or can extemporize. It is a rare condition for a High 
School that the assistants have the knowledge and skill in 
teaching to conduct the other departments so successfully 
and thus leave the principal to meet a larger portion of his 
pupils in those branches requiring much time and labor out 
of school hours for preparation, and to direct with sympa- 
thetic zeal and enthusiasm their observations and experiments 
in the studies bearing more directly upon the activities of 
modern life. This is a matter educationally of great 
importance,. since even an elementary knowledge of the 
fundamental laws of chemistry, physics, and the natural 
history studies will be of invaluable service to the pupil on 
entering upon the duties of life, or upon a still higher course 
of study by putting him more readily in accord with his 
conditions. 

An increase of twenty-five or thirty pupils would add but 
little to the cost of the school. But no reasonable expense 
is too great for the school as now organized. 

I have spoken simply of the instruction. It is proper to 
speak of the tone and moral atmosphere of the school. It is 
gratifying to notice that it is taken for granted that if the 
education of the pupils is real, they have gained something 
of self-control when they have reached the High School, and 
are supposed to be able to enter and leave the room as 
young ladies and young gentlemen, without the usual con- 
vict restraints of marching and filing on all occasions. This 
is practical education, to some extent, in civics, since they 
will not always meet their fellow-citizens in platoons and 
regiments; freedom to act out their manly qualities will 
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surely tend to a higher development of them. There is no 
education in good conduct obtained by pure repression. 

We have been pleased with the orderly freedom of the 
pupils, their marked courtesy to each other, to their teachers, 
and to strangers. ‘This is an inspiration to good conduct 
and right living of no little value. 


CONCLUSION. 

In conclusion, the Superintendent has had great pleasure 
in his work with the schools of Winchester during the year, 
finding great skill and faithful work with those who have 
given a long term of service to the town, and a most com- 
mendable zeal and enthusiastic purpose on the part of those 
new to the service, about a third, to familiarize themselves 
with the system and especially the work assigned them. 

Thanking the Board for their cordial support, and the 
teachers for their hearty codperation in our mutual service, 
this report is respectfully submitted.

REPORT OF COMMITTEE 
UPON 


NEW GIFFORD SCHOOLHOUSE. 


The undersigned were appointed, at the last town 
meeting, a committee to build a two-room schoolhouse upon 
the Gifford lot, and an appropriation was provided for that 
purpose. In the same vote it was provided that if the com- 
mittee should upon consideration deem it advisable that a 
larger building should be erected, they should report to the 
town for instructions. 

Having investigated the present and prospective wants of 
the Gifford district in the line of school accommodations, 
the committee are unanimously of the opinion that it is advis- 
able to provide a four-room schoolhouse. They have had 
before them eight different sets of plans for such a building, 
accompanied by estimates of the cost of the same, and upon 
these base their judgment that a suitable four-room building 
ean be built and furnished for an additional appropriation of 
$4,000. If only two rooms are finished and furnished and 
the building equipped with heating apparatus adequate to 
serve for the whole building, an additional appropriation of 
$3,000 will suffice. A two-room building can undoubtedly 
be built for the present appropriation. In view of the 
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discomfort and extra expense in the future caused by 
leaving part of the building unfinished, it would be advisable 
to at least finish the whole building, leaving the furnishing 
of the upper story till the rooms are occupied. This could 
be done for $3,500 additional appropriation.

' REPORT OF THE CEMETERY COMMITTEE. 


® 


The Cemetery Committee, in presenting their annual 
report for the year ending February 28, 1889, have a pain- 
ful duty to perform, in recording the death of their esteemed 
associate, Mr. David O. Blanchard. 

Elected to the Committee six years ago, he was at once 
chosen superintendent, and the fact that he was continued 
in the position to the time of his death, receiving the un- 
qualified approval of his associates for the manner in which 
he has discharged its duties, and the unstinted praise from 
all visitors for the uniformly fine appearance of the ceme- 
tery, demonstrated alike the fitness of the choice and the 
quality of the service he has rendered the town. Under his 
constant and efficient supervision, better results have been 
obtained, and there has been a more judicious and econom- 
ical expenditure of time and money than otherwise would 
have been possible. This town sustains an irreparable loss, 
as among its citizens one could hardly be found with the 
leisure at his command, combined with the taste and good 
judgment of our deceased friend, nor one who would so 
freely and cheerfully bestow his efforts in the interest of his 
fellow-townsmen. 

The, record of the year is in the main a repetition of for- 
mer years, each season, however, showing progress in the 
permanent improvement of some portion of the grounds. 

The work of laying out and grading the section adjoining 
the new entrance is practically completed, and only awaits 
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finishing touches to enable the Committee to offer some of 
the finest and most desirable lots at their disposal. 

The Committee are considering the expediency of requir- 
ing a deposit at time of sale, sufficienj to secure permanent 
care by the town, for all lots sold in this section. Certain 
lots located at conspicuous points in the cemetery, which in 
former years received constant and unremitting care, have, 
by the death of the last survivor, or by the removal to dis- 
tant places of those responsible for the care, or by the loss 
of interest consequent upon the lapse of time, been allowed 
to pass into a condition of neglect, and present such an 
untidy appearance as to become a positive annoyance both 
to the Committee and to holders of adjoining lots; hence 
with this experience it seems desirable that purchasers of 
this section of the new land be protected by such restrictive 
measures as will ensure its being kept in a condition that 
will always be attractive to the eye. Copies of the new

Shortly after the horsecars commenced running to Med- 
ford, complaint was made that roughs were disturbing the 
passengers Sunday evenings; we made a few arrests and 
had no more trouble. 

You will notice that there are more disturbances quelled 
than last year; they were mostly near the Woburn line and 
late at night. 

A determined effort has been made to suppress the illegal 
sale of intoxicating liquor, and I think with good success. 

We have made several convictions; two have “served 
time,” the rest have paid fines. One party we had a case 
against, but he left the State before we could arrest him. 
We have a case against another party which will be brought 
into court in a few days. 

I suggest that another night officer be added to the force 
in the near future. A separate cell should be made for 
women; it could be located in the rear of the office and the 
expense would be slight. 

I cannot forbear speaking of the valuable counsel in many 
perplexing cases received from Mr. Blanchard, whose sudden 
death was such a shock to us all. I found him always a 
kind and considerate friend. 

I thank each of you, gentlemen, for the encouragement 
and advice you have given me. I also desire to state that 
Judge Littlefield has at various times greatly aided me by 
timely suggestions as to methods of procedure.

REPORT OF THE BOARD OF HEALTH. 


The duties of this Board have not been very severe during 
the past year, the usual complaints of nuisances being often 
unnecessary and easily corrected. 

The town has been visited during the past year by quite 
an epidemic of typhoid fever. Not easily traced to any 
particular origin, a careful examination of the Highland 
water was made and it was found to be free from obnoxious 
matter, and as most of our neighboring towns reported 
many typhoid cases it is fair to presume that some, if not 
most, of this infection was brought into town. 

Owing to ill-health Dr. Winsor resigned from the Board 
in December, much to the regret of the other members, as 
he was a valuable worker in the interest of the Board. Dr. 
Church was appointed to fill the vacancy. 

The Board has thought it proper to take some active 
measures in the improper method of collecting “ swill,” and 
expect soon to meet the subject in such a way that the pub- 
lic will cease to be annoyed by the unsightly soap-boxes on 
wheels. 

The expenses of the Board have been small, and we would 
suggest that the unexpended balance be continued to the 
credit of the next Board.

FIRE ENGINEERS’ REPORT. 


To the Honorable Board of Selectmen :— 


GENTLEMEN,— The department has answered to 19 
alarms the past year. 


Total amount of property endangered, $44,450 
Total amount of insurance on the same, 27,440 
Net loss over and above the insurance, 1,370 
Total number of feet of hose laid, 9,600 
Total number of feet of ladder raised, 417 
Total number of hours of labor, 1,196

There have also been seven fires extinguished without any 
alarm. We have made repairs on apparatus and houses, as 
it became necessary during the year, and the apparatus is in 
good working order. Three of the outside houses will need 
painting the coming year. In making repairs on the 
apparatus we have spent only such sums as were necessary 
to keep them in working order : having in view the time, 
which is not far distant, when the present outside carriages 
must be superseded by horse hose-wagons. 

The appropriation for new hose has been expended by 
purchasing 1,800 feet of American fire hose. The depart- 
ment will not need any more hose the coming year, unless 
something unforeseen should occur. The account of 
expenses of the department will be found in detail in the 
Auditors’ Report. 
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The appropriation for extra pay of firemen has been 
expended pro rata to each company according to their work, 


as follows : —

This method of paying all a regular sum, and setting 
aside a portion of the appropriation to be divided equally 
according to each company’s labor, has in our opinion 
proved beneficial to the department in ‘securing a prompter 
and increased attendance at fires, and we would recommend 
that it be continued by the next Board of Engineers. 

The fire alarm wire has been extended through Washing- 
ton Street, with a loop through Eaton, Highland Avenue, 
and Webster Street to Washington Street. Through Cross 
and Main streets to Messrs. Loring & Avery’s tannery, and 
through Church, Bacon, and Main streets to Centre House. 
On this, alarm signal boxes have been “cut in” as 
follows : — 

Box 31 on Hose 3, house corner Washington and Swanton 
streets, with keys at Chas. S. Smith, 8. W. McCall, and 
P. Holland’s houses. 

Box 33, at corner of Cross and Washington streets, with 
keys at F. O. Snow, Chas. T. Kimball, and Mrs. C. Hoban’s 
houses. 

Box 53, at corner of Bacon and Church streets, with keys 
at J. E. Lyons, Joel Hanson, and Benj. Bray’s houses. 
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Box 27, on Main Street at Symmes Corner, with keys at 
Marshall Symmes and Chas. T. Symmes’ houses. 

To practically perfect the system, a machine-striker 
should be attached at Loring & Avery’s, working by electric 
connection from the signal boxes direct upon the steam- 
gong, so that the department would not depend, as at 
present, on Messrs. Loring & Avery’s men to transfer the 
alarm from our indicators to the steam-gong. The service 
at Loring & Avery’s, both for men and steam, is at present 
wholly gratuitous. The transfer is made by their watchmen 
who have their watch-clocks to attend to, which necesitates 
their being often away from that part of the premises in 
which our indicator is located, thus making a certain delay, 
which would be avoided by a direct connection. By “loop- 
ing in” at certain points, more boxes can be placed on the 
present wire, which is abont 64 miles in length. The first 
boxes to be placed should, we think, be located as 
follows : — 

Box 28, at Centre, near the corner of Church and Vine 
streets. 

Box 24, on Mount Vernon Street, about 200 feet from 
Washington Street. 

Box 25, on Walnut, corner of Cutting Street. 

Box 29, at corner of Webster Street and Highland 
Avenue. 

Box 41, at corner of Main and Lake streets. 

Box 48, on Water Street, about 300 feet from Main 


Street. 


Box 52, on Central Street, opposite entrance to 
“ Rangeley.” 
Box 54, at corner of Wildwood and Fletcher streets. 
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These eight boxes, with the four already in, would enable 
the department to adopt this system of alarm, while others 
could be added from time to time as there was a demand for 
them. 

We would respectfully recommend that the sum of $650 
be appropriated for extension of fire alarm wires, placing 
boxes, and connecting direct with steam-gong. 

For appropriation for running expenses we would recom- 
mend the sum of $3,200. 

Should Chapter 310 of the Acts and Resolves, November 1, 
1888, become practically a law, the department would be 
obliged to overrun its appropriation about $175 in order to 
comply therewith. The law as it exists, being now before 
the Legislature for amendment, with the view to remove its 
present impracticalities, and this town having no need for 
its provisions, we do not recommend an appropriation at the 
present time.

INCOME FROM DOG LICENSES. 

It will be seen by above table of receipts that the evident 
multiplication of dogs in our midst has not led to a corre- 
sponding increase in amount of income received from dog 
licenses, the sum total being slightly less than amount 
received last year. As the legal right of our canine friends 
to exist happily among us depends upon the prompt payment 
of their license fees, it behooves both friends of the dogs and 
of the library to see that no pet escapes paying for the privi- 
lege of living in such a dog-loving community, and for such 
a noble purpose. 

EXPENDITURES FOR FURNISHING LIBRARY. 

In connection with the report of library expenditures it 
may be well to explain the ‘Trustees’ joint action with 
the Selectmen in frescoing and otherwise finishing the 
library wing of the Town Hall; also the items in table of 
expenditures relating to Trustees’ independent action in 
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furnishing library and reading-room with suitable furniture, 
ornaments, etc. 

The Trustees found upon taking possession of the library 
wing of the new Town Hall, that the vote of the town 
instructing the Town Hall Committee to build and “ fur- 
nish” said library wing had not been fully carried out. 
The rooms were bare, unwashed, and unfinished. We had 
no fixtures or furniture suitable for such a place. As the 
Town Hall Committee declined to act in the matter, the 
Trustees of the library, under their authority as Trustees, 
decided to put the place into proper shape.t We made a 
contract with Butler & Stenburg to fresco the library 
reading-room and historical room for $350, including staging, 
washing the floors, windows, etc.; and with Messrs. Sawyer, 
Walbridge & Briggs for curtain fixtures, etc. Before these 
two contracts were fully carried out, and after consulting with 
the Board of Selectmen, an agreement was made between 
both contractors and the Trustees whereby they gave up their 
contracts for work on the library alone, and made new pro- 
posals which included, besides the library, all the rooms, hall- 
ways, and stairways in the whole easterly wing of the Town 
Hall, together with the police station and entrance to same. 
The new proposals, which were very advantageous for the 
town, were accepted by the Board of Selectmen, acting as 
agents of the Town Hall Committee, and they assumed the 
payment of the whole contract in addition to bills for 
picture moldings, window-screens, signboards, etc., which 
we, as Trustees, had also contracted for. The payment 
of these items does not appear in the library account, but 
were charged direct to the Town Hall account by the Board 
of Selectmen. 

1 For Trustees’ authority in doing the work referred to, without a specific vote 


of the town or the appropriation of money, see Section 4 of Condition of Gift of the 
Library to the Town, page 191. 
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This joint action of the Trustees and Board of Selectmen 
in finishing the library wing and all the town offices at the 
same time and by the same artists, resulted in an effect of 
color and general harmony of finish which would not have 
been reached had each department finished its own rooms 
independently, with the hallways, perhaps, not finished at 
all. The saving in expense was also considerable in finishing 
all the rooms at once instead of by piecemeal. 

- The furniture in the library and reading-room, together — 
with clock, mantel ornaments, fireplace furnishings, umbrella 
stands, etc., amounting in all to $547.47 (as per Auditors’ 
Report), were all purchased for the library by the Trustees 
acting independently of the Selectmen or Town Hall Com- 
mittee, and were charged to the library account. Ata town 
meeting held November 12, 1888, it was unanimously voted, 
“That all bills already contracted for by the Selectmen and 
other town officers in finishing and furnishing the Town Hall 
building be charged to Town Hall account.” This explains 
the transfer or credit given the library department of amount 
referred to, which balances the Trustees’ expenditures for 
“ finishing and furnishing.”

The income from the Skillings fund has not been 
expended during the past year, as the Trustees are of 
the opinion that it can be used to greater advantage at the 
beginning rather than at the close of the financial year. 
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GIFTS TO THE LIBRARY. 


During the year valuable gifts of books and periodicals 
have been received, respectively, from Mr. Edmund Dwight, 
Mr. Abijah Thompson, Mr. C. A. Cutter, Mr. J. C. Johnson, 
Mrs. Harriet Jackson estate, all of Winchester; and from 
Dr. Robert M. Lawrence, Lexington, Massachusetts; Brook- 
lyn Daily Eagle, Brooklyn, New York; Mr. Henry Cabot 
Lodge, Nahant, Massachusetts. For many years the first- 
named gentleman (Mr. Dwight), in addition to other gifts, 
has regularly supplied us with The Edinburgh Review. 
The thanks of the town are due to all who have favored us 
in this direction. 

It would not be becoming in us to make a record of gifts 
we have not received. We will simply state that the 
coloring of the walls of the reading-room was specially 
selected by the Trustees as being good for a background for 
pictures, statuary, bronzes, etc., which we expected would 
be presented to the library. Our empty picture molding 
tells a tale of disappointed hopes in this direction which 
should appeal to our art-loving citizens to be more generous 
with their gifts in the future than in the past. 


YEARLY STATISTICS. 


The library was closed during July and August, pending 
its removal and the refitting and furnishing the new rooms. 
It was reopened in the library wing of the Town Hall, 
September 8, 1888. 

The following statistics for the ten months during which 
the library was opened to the public are compared with the 
statistics of the previous year of twelve full months : —

Comparing these statistics month by month, it will be 
seen that during the past year there has been a decided 
increase in number of books taken out, and a very large 
gain in number of new subscribers to the by-laws. 

We have no record of the number of persons who have 
used the new reading-room since its completion in Septem- 
ber, but in the opinion of the Trustees it has been fre- 
quented by double the number of people who were habitual 
users of the old room. During portions of the week it is 
usually very full, every seat being occupied. 


RESIGNATION. 


Miss Catherine F. Pond resigned her position as principal 
librarian December 1, 1888. The Trustees accepted it 
reluctantly, at the same time expressing to her their sense of 
her faithfulness to the interests of the library during her 
long stewardship of thirteen years. 

Miss Cora A. Quimby succeeded Miss Pond, and Miss 
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Nettie Rust was appointed assistant lbrarian in place of 
Miss Quimby. Both of these young ladies served for a long 
time as assistant librarians and were in direct line of 


promotion. 


RECOMMENDATIONS FOR NEW BOOKS. 

During the year the patrons of the library have very 
materially assisted the Trustees in selecting new books for 
the library by filling out the blanks specially prepared for 
such purpose. 

About twenty-five per cent. of the new books have been 
purchased on such recommendations. This certainly shows 
an interest: in the library among our citizens, and in itself 
tends to broaden the range of subjects of new literature. 

We are much pleased to report also that the younger 
patrons of the library take much interest in its work. They 
recommend books for purchase, consult the reference books 
largely, besides reading much in connection with their 
special school studies. The school children of to-day are 
thus forming the habit of consulting books in their search 
for information, a habit which will be invaluable in after- 
life. When used for this purpose, the library is a valuable 
adjunct to our educational institutions. 


LIBRARY CHANGES. 


The Trustees have made a few changes in the manage- 
ment of the library during the year. 

Formerly it has been the custom to prepare a written 
bulletin of new books at indefinite periods of time. Since 
occupying our new rooms we have issued a bulletin of new 
books on the first day of each successive month. . Several 
copies are printed on a type-writer and bound in specially 
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prepared bindings, which can be enlarged to take in the 
bulletins of several years. These bulletins are placed upon 
the reading-room tables where they can be conveniently 
consulted. Users of the library know just when to expect 
new books, and after a six months’ trial we consider it a 
better system than any in use in other public libraries. 
This change necessitated the purchase of a type-writer. 

During the year we have removed from the library 
proper such books, papers, pamphlets, reports, etc., as are 
unbound and not entered in the printed catalogues, and filed 
them away in proper order in the basement. We have also 
removed the reference books from the library shelves and 
placed them in the reading-room in a bookcase specially 
built for that purpose. They are much more accessible thau 
formerly, and as they can be consulted without calling upon 
the librarian, they are much more used than ever before. 
These two changes have resulted in increasing our shelf- 
room in the library proper, so that we now have sufficient 
room for perhaps two years’ growth of the library. 

Since the removal of the library to our new rooms, we 
have purchased spring-back binders for all the magazines and 
papers which are on file in the reading-room. ‘They. pre- 
serve the magazines from wear and add to the general neat 
appearance of the reading-room. 


NEW CATALOGUE. 


The Trustees have received many complaints during the 
past year in regard to the catalogue of the library. It now 
consists of the original catalogue of fifty-eight pages and of 
five additional bulletins, aggregating twenty pages, together 
with fifteen pages of later additions to the library, printed 
with a type-writer. The catalogue should be revised and 
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reprinted. Whether it should be revised on the same plan 
as the present catalogue should be a subject of careful 
consideration. The Trustees do not recommend the print- 
ing of a new catalogue at once, but they are of the opinion 
that out of the usual appropriation of $1,100 we can save 
enough to investigate the subject carefully and perhaps pre- 
sent a plan or prepare a catalogue ready for printing next 


year. 
WINCHESTER HISTORICAL AND GENEALOGICAL SOCIETY. 


Our pleasant connection with this society has remained 
unbroken throughout the year. We have placed several 
articles of our disused furniture in the historical room 
which they jointly occupy with us. The Society has also 
received gifts of articles of new furniture from the presi- 
dent, Mr. Abijah Thompson; Mr. George Cooke; Mr. 58. C. 
Small; and Mr. E. 8. Converse, of Malden, representing the 
Converse family. The gift of Mr. Converse consists of an 
elegantly carved oak cabinet with table and chairs to match. 
It was given in commemoration of Edward Converse, the first 
American ancestor of the Converse family, who was the first 
white settler in “ Waterfield.”? He built the first house as 
early as 1640, near the Town Hall, on the present site of 
the Thompson place. The memorial furniture referred to, 
together with all the library furniture, was manufactured 
and finished in our own town and on the same site and by 
the same waterpower as turned the millstone to the old 
“ Converse corne mill,”? certainly earlier than 1649. 

Many other gifts of general historic interest have been 
given to this society in trust for the town. ‘They are very 
valnable now and will be more so as time goes on. As the

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Town Library Department is the residuary legatee of the 
Historical Society’s possessions, it is well that we take a 
fostering interest in the society’s work.

We recommend that the sum of $1,100 and the amount 
received from sale of dog-licenses be appropriated for the 
maintenance of the Library Department for the coming 


year.

HISTORICAL SKE’TCH 


OF THE 


Wil Giri GERBIL LO. LLB RAK, 


As the year 1888 marks an epoch in the history of the 
public library, it has been thought best by the Trustees to 
make a brief record of the earnest work of those who have 
preceded us in the upbuilding of one of our most worthy 
public benefactions.! 

In the spring of 1848 (forty years ago) several influential 
citizens of South Woburn met together at the office of Dr. 
Youngman, in Richardson’s Building, to discuss the project 
of establishing a village library. Among those present were 
B. F. Thompson, John A. Bolles, $5. B. White, Sr., O. R. 
Clark, H. K. Stanton, Charles Kimball, Charles Pressey, 
Dr. Youngman, and others, all of whom have since passed 
away, with the exception of Dr. Youngman and H. K. 
Stanton. 

After several meetings, on the 20th of March, 1848, the 
South Woburn Library Association was éstablished. Its 
first officers were: President, B. F. Thompson; Vice-Presi- 
dents, Loring Emerson and Charles W. Wilder; Secre- 
tary, Samuel Stevens; Treasurer, Samuel B. White, Sr.; 
Library Committee, Charles Kimball, Oliver R. Clark, and 
Dr. Youngman. Dr. Youngman was also appointed libra- 


1 No printed town report previous to the present has ever alluded to the fact that the 
nucleus of the Town Library was originally presented to the town. 
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rian. For eight years the officers were practically the same, 
with the exception of John A. Bolles, who was elected in 
1849 to take Dr. Youngman’s place as one of the library 
committee, Dr. Youngman, who continued librarian, declin- 
ing the office. 

Among others who were officers during the next ten years 
were Dr. Alonzo Chapin, President; Stephen H. Cutter, 
and Alvin Taylor, Treasurers; Charles Pressey, F. O. Prince, 
A. D. Weld, Rev. R. T. Robinson, Thomas Emerson, and 
Sumner Richardson, Library Committee. 

After the incorporation of the town of Winchester in 
1850, the name of the association was changed to the Win- 
chester Library Association. 

The association was formed on the principle of a stock 
company, the par value of the stock being three dollars. 
Any person purchasing a share became a member of the 
association and could use the library as a reading-room, and 
could take out one book at a time by the payment of an 
assessment of one dollar per year. Any person not a share- 
holder could take out books by paying six cents per week.” 

The first sale of the stock of the association netted about 
$100, which was invested wholly in books, and the library 
went into successful operation in May, 1848. The library 
was well patronized and was added to from time to time, 
until in 1859 it contained about 1,100 well-selected volumes. 

When the Library Association was first formed the library 
was kept in Dr. Youngman’s drug-store in what was then 
called Richardson’s Building, it being the place now occu- 
pied by Price’s barber shop.? In 1852 it was moved into the 


2The free use of a share in the Library for one year was regularly granted as 
scholarship prizes to pupils attending the High School.

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rear of Dr. Youngman’s drug-store in Lyceum Building. It 
was subsequently moved back to its first home, which had 
‘ been changed into a milliner’s store, and the milliner, Miss 
Hannah Lane, had charge of the library. The next move 
returned it to the rear of the drug-store again, which had 
changed owners, Josiah Hovey succeeding Dr. Youngman. 
Here it remained until it was presented to the town. The 
successive librarians for the association were Dr. Youngman, 
Miss Hannah Lane, Josiah Hovey, Benjamin Chaloner, and 
Edward Chaloner. 

About 1856, the Winchester Agricultural Library Asso- 
ciation was formed. Its promoters were Loring Emerson, 
Deacon Marshall Wyman, Josiah Hovey, and others. Their 
library numbered about one hundred and fifty volumes, 
devoted to agricultural subjects, and was kept in the same 
place as the library of the Winchester Association and 
under the charge of the same librarians. It was merged 
into the larger library previous to the giving up of the latter 
to the town. | 

At a legal town meeting held March 29, 1859, the library 
of the Winchester Association was presented to the town of 
Winchester under certain conditions, which conditions the 
town accepted, and thus came into possession of the nucleus 
of the present town library. 

The conditions referred to are as follows :— . 

(1) That the town shall establish and maintain the 
library as a Public Town Library, appropriating at once 
$200 for its establishment and maintenance the current year. 

(2) The town shail annually appropriate, for the increase 
and maintenance of said library, not less than one hundred 
dollars. 

(8) The town shall keep the library in good order and 
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repair, well insured, in some suitable room, in charge of a 
competent librarian, under such regulations as the Trustees 
of said library shall from time to time establish. | 

(4) The town shall, at the town meeting in which the 
library is accepted, choose by ballot three Trustees — one 
for three years, one for two years, and one for one year; and 
shall at any annual town meeting thereafter in March choose 
by ballot one Trustee for three years, and shall fill all casual 
vacancies in like manner. Said Trustees shall establish 
suitable rules for their own proceedings, and for the govern- 
ment, safety, and good condition of the library; cause to be 
printed a sufficient number of catalogues to supply every 
voter in town with a copy; appoint from time to time a 
Librarian ; fix the location of the library; select and pur- 
chase the books to be added thereto, and generally have and 
exercise all the powers of the town in regard to the manage- 
ment of the library; provided that the town may, at any 
town meeting lawfully called for that purpose, establish, by 
direct vote of the inhabitants, such library regulations as it 
may deem desirable. Said Trustees shall also annually make 
a full report in writing of their doings, and of the condition 
of the library, to the town. 

(5) The town shall continue to be the owner of said 
library so long as the foregoing conditions are complied 
with, and upon failure to fulfil the said conditions, it shall 
revert to the association. 

After the town in 1859 became the custodians of the liter- 
ary treasures of the association, the library was first kept in 
the Selectmen’s room in Lyceum Building, over the drug- 
store. In 1867 it was moved to the front room of what is 
now known as Lunt’s Building. In 1873 it was removed to 
aroom in the second story of Tyler’s Block. Outgrowing 
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this place in 1880 it was removed to a large room in Brown 
& Stanton’s Block, and a reading-room was instituted in con- 
nection with the library. The library occupied these rooms 
until July, 1888, when it was removed for the last time, let 
us hope, to its new home in the library wing of the Town 


Hall. 
The Trustees of the library since its ownership by the 


town have been: Rev. R. T. Robinson, A. D. Weld, 
Thomas Emerson, James Russell, Dr. Alonzo Chapin, Rev. 
Henry Hinckley, Wilson Palmer, Dr. Frederick Winsor, Rev. 
S. J. Bronson, D. D. Patten, Joseph H. Tyler, Edwin M. 
Wadleigh, R. C. Metcalf, Alfred C. Vinton, Arthur E. 
Whitney, Lewis Parkhurst, Frederick M. Page. 

Dr. Frederick Winsor served as Trustee of the library for 
the longest period — eighteen consecutive years. 

The Librarians who have had charge of the library since 
1859 have been: Reuben H. Fletcher, William I. Fletcher, 
Albion Cate, Harrison Parker, 2d, D. N. Skillings, Jr., 
Arthur E. Whitney, Henry F. Lynde, George Fletcher, 
Mary F. Nichols, Miss E. A. Swan, Walter F. Brackett, 
Ettie W Nichols, Miss E. W. Fifield, Edward A. Robinson, 
Miss L. E. Draper, Clara B. Cilley, Elmira Davis, Alice 
Fletcher, Kitty Fletcher, Edith M. Meade, Catherine F. 
Pond, Cora A. Quimby, Nettie M. Rust. 

The library has received many gifts of books, magazines, 
etc. since it has become a town library, and has twice received 
gifts of money; Dr. William Everett, in 1869, donating $50, 
and Mr. D. N. Skillings, in 1881, bequeathing $500 “to the 
Trustees of the town library for the use of said library.” With 
Dr. Everett's donation a set of Appleton’s American Encyclo- 
pedia was purchased, which has been a constant source of 
information to our citizens. The income of the Skillings 
fund has been used in the purchase of standard books. 
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Mr. Edward Dwight, Mr. C. P. Curtis, Dr. William 
Everett, Dr. Frederick Winsor, Dr. Alonzo Chapin, Mr. J. C. 
Johnson, Thomas Chandler, Mr. C. A. Cutter, and many 
others have been free and cheerful givers to the book-shelves 
of the library. 

Since the town’s ownership of the library, it has been 
maintained by annual appropriations voted by the town. 
Since 1870, the fees paid for dog licenses to the county have 
been returned by law to the town, and have been appropri- 
ated to the use of the library. The whole amount received 
to date from this source has been $6,124.68, which certainly 
disproves the ancient theory that dogs were only “made to 
bark and bite.” . 

On January 5, 1885, the Trustees of the library granted 
the use of a portion of the library rooms to the Winchester 
Historical and Genealogical Society. They have been con- 
tinued honored guests of the Library Department since that 
date, and fill a sphere of much importance to the commu- 
nity in which we live.

The members of the Water Board, in pursuance of their 
duty, make the following report for the year ending with 
February 28, 1889. 


THE CONDITION OF THE WATER 


during the term now closed has been very satisfactory. The 
usual care has been taken to destroy all weeds, grass, rushes, 
and other vegetable matter around the shores of the North 
Reservoir; but the principal factor in securing the desirable 
purity of the supply was the frequent and cupious rains 
through the entire year, including the usually dry summer 
months, sending into the reservoir a constantly renewed 
quantity of water through the springs and spring brooks 
tributary to the pond. The past calendar year has been 
quite exceptional in that we have had a greater rainfall than 
in any year since the waterworks were built. The annual 
average in our region, for many years, is forty-four inches in 
depth. The amount last year was 54.31 inches,—a very 
extraordinary quantity; while that for the year 1883 was 
only 29.63 inches, thus showing great extremes in the short 
space of six years.! The additional effect on the quality of 
the water of holding it at a substantially uniform height in

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the reservoir during the hot portion of the year is very 
great. 
SERVICE-PIPES. 

The Board have been obliged to continue to take out the 
old service-pipes and substitute the cement-lined iron pipes. 
New services to the extent of fifty-one in number have been 
substituted for the old ones during the past year, and this 
change will need to be continued, although costly, as fast as 
the old pipes vet filled up. 

NEW MAINS. 

Twenty-two hundred and twenty-eight. lineal feet of 
new four-inch mains have been laid the past year, 1,400 feet 
of which were put in on Forest Street, to extend the high- 
service system as far as Hon. A. B. Coffin’s house. The 
Board have also furnished and laid 476 feet of four-inch pipe 
in the cemetery grounds, to comply with the urgent request 
of the Cemetery Committee, and to be paid for to this 
department hereafter by said committee. 

Lincoln Street has been supplied with 585 feet of two-inch 
pipe. The policy of the Board has been to lay new mains, 
whenever the immediate income would justify that course, 
as fast as the appropriations would enable it so to do. Thus 
regular and permanent receipts are added each year to the 
income of the department, new houses built, and the town 
greatly benefited by the addition of taxable property. But 
for the ability to supply water from street mains, very few 
new houses would be erected. 

HIGH SERVICE. 

The continual addition of new houses on the high service 
system has made it difficult, during the warm weather of the 
past season, to keep up the supply by means of the wind- 
mill. The different members of the Board and the Super- 
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intendent exerted themselves to keep down the consumption 
on this system, especially of the use of the hose, so as to 
save the large expense of pumping by temporary steam- 
power. The effort was largely successful, while all the 
takers were assured that every effort was being made to get 
the permanent steam-pump planted and in running order 
with the least possible delay at the new dwelling-house near 
the North Reservoir. 

The new steam-pump was in running order August 20, 
1888, and has been operated several times to the entire satis- 
faction of all who have seen it in motion. The steam boiler 
is of the general type of the locomotive boiler, with the 
exception that the heat passes directly from the fire-box to 
the rear end of the shell in a straight flue of thirteen inches 
diameter; thence it turns and comes back to the front 
end of the boiler in twenty-two three-inch tubes to the chim- 
ney. ‘The fire-box and shell are made of steel, and the boiler 
seems to make steam very economically. It is rated as 
twenty horse-power, and was manufactured by the Porter 
Manufacturing Company, Limited, of Syracuse, New York, 
and is denominated the ‘“ New Economizer.” The steam- 
pump is duplex and is one of H. R. Worthington’s new 
pattern, and in size is: steam cylinders seven and one-half 
inches, water cylinders six inches in diameter and ten inches 
stroke. It is easily capable of pumping 10,000 gallons per 
hour, or of filling the high service reservoir in one working 
day. The whole machinery is fitted up and connected in 
a strong and durable manner for effective service. All the 
pipes, gates, exhaust pipes, gauges, etc., are well done, and 
the whole affair is located in the cellar of the ell part of the 
new house. Further mention of how this was managed will 
appear in the description of the new dwelling-house. 
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Several new houses are to be built on the high service 
system this calendar year, and the water put into some 
houses already built, the owners of which have not before 
applied for it. The amount of water to be called for on this 
system will undoubtedly be more than ‘the thirty-foot wind- 
mill will be able to supply during the calm months of the 
year, and the new steam-pump will thus be able to make up 
the deficiency, the plan being to let the windmill supply all 
it can and save the burning of fuel and the cost of labor to 


operate the steam-pump. 


NEW DWELLING-HOUSE AT NORTH RESERVOIR. 


At the last annual town meeting, an appropriation of 
$2,627.14 was made, to be used to build a new house for the 
use of the Superintendent and his family. ‘The three mem- 
bers of the Water Board and Mr. Thomas Norman were 
appointed a committee to accomplish the purpose of the 
town. Very soon after being authorized, the committee met 
and agreed upon a general plan of a suitable house, and 
decided to ask Mr. Ernest N. Boyden, of Boston, architect, to 
make detailed plans and specifications of the building. 
About one year before this action, the town had voted an 
appropriation of $1,000 for the purpose of procuring a steam- 
pump and boiler, to be used, when needed, in lifting the 
water into the high service reservoir. A suitable pump and 
boiler could be procured all set up in running order, within 
the amount of the appropriation; but as no covering or 
building had been provided, the Board could not take action 
toward buying and putting into operation the steam pumping 
machinery. But when the new house building was provided 
for, the opportunity occurred of so arranging the basement 
story of the ell part as to make a good room for the pumping 
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* machinery, with good light, and leaving all the cellar room 
under the main house needed by the family. It was there- 
fore decided to have the plans of the house so made as to 
accommodate the machinery and boiler. One principal feat- 
ure was to so enlarge the brick chimney, that would nat- 
urally be made for the kitchen, as to serve, with a sixteen- 
inch square flue, also for the steam boiler. This arrangement 
has been perfected and thus a very economical result has 
been attained. Whatever moderate expense was necessary 
to carry out the purpose was paid out of the general appro- 
priation. for the Water Department. 

Thinking that many of the citizens who have not had an 
opportunity of visiting the new house, but would lke to 
know its character and extent, the Board has concluded to 
give a general description of the structure. The old house 
was moved off of the location, and the stones constituting 
the cellar were used in constructing the new and different 
shaped foundation. All the stones needful were upon the 
immediate ground, and in using them they were laid in 
cement mortar, upon hard-pan and broken ledge, thus making 
a very desirable and permanent sub-structure. The main 
building is 27 feet wide in front, and 30 feet long. ‘The ell. 
is 17 feet wide and 20 feet long; all outside measurements. 
Both main house and ell are two stories high, and the floors 
on a continuous plane, and thus no steps are required in pass- 
ing from one part of the house to another on the same story. 
There is a portico over the front door, and a piazza against 
the southerly side of the kitchen. There are no breaks in 
the outside form of the building, excepting the narrowing of 
the ell part, from 27 feet to 17 feet. There are no openings 
in the roofs, excepting where the two chimneys pass through, 
consequently the building can be cheaply kept in repair in 
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years to come. ‘The timbers are strong and solid, and being 
on a reliable foundation, no settling or straining is expected. 
The main hall on the first floor is about 7 feet 3 inches by 
21 feet, with main stairs in it and large closet under the 
stairs. The rest of the first story is taken up by a front room 
about 18 feet 8 inches by 15 feet 8 inches; a dining and 
living room about 18 feet 8 inches by 15 feet 6 inches, with 
open fireplace in it, as also a clothes closet and a china closet ; 
the rear entry has the backstairs and way to the cellar. The 
kitchen is about 16 feet 4 inches by 12 feet 9 inches, with 
soapstone sink and two soapstone washtrays, a large and 
well-ughted pantry closet fitted up with shelves and drawers. 
At the southeast corner of the building is a rear entry 
connecting the kitchen with the piazza and thence by steps 
with the ground outside. The second story is made into 
four chambers and a bathroom. The room over the front 
entry is about 10 feet 8 inches by 9 feet 9 inches; the front 
chamber is about 15 feet 4 inches by 18 feet 9 inches, with 
closet; the chamber over the living-room is about 15 feet 7 
inches by 12 feet 6 inches, with closet and open fireplace ; 
the chamber over the kitchen is about 16 feet 4 inches by 12 
feet, with two closets; and the bathroom 8 feet 8 inches by 
T feet 2 inches, fitted with water-closet, bathing-tub, and 
hand-bowl. There is also, opposite the bathroom on the 
same floor, a large closet for storing linen and bedclothes. 
The attic story is still unfinished but can be partitioned off 
into two large and well-lighted chambers and a room for 
storage purposes. All the floors are of hard wood, the 
standing work of white wood filled and varnished, and the 
front stairs of ash. The wastewater is conducted away from 
the house some seventy feet into a cesspool. All the drain- 
age about the house is to the valley north of and outside the 
reservoir. 
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The windmill has been repaired during the past season at 
considerable expense. 

All the known claims against the department, excepting 
two that remain to be adjusted, possibly amounting to one 
hundred and twenty-five dollars, have been approved and 
paid. 

The water receipts the past year amounted to $14,006.43. 

The Board think it safe to estimate the receipts for the 
next year at $14,400. 

For the details of the receipts and expenditures during the 
past year, see the Auditors’ Report.

NEW MAINS. 


1,400 feet of four-inch pipe was laid on Forest Street and 
340 feet of four-inch on Prince Avenue, and supplied with 
water by the high service system. Also, 800 feet on Nor- 
wood Street, 228 feet on Warren Street, 476 feet in the new 
cemetery grounds, all four-inch; and 585 feet of two-inch on 
Lincoln Street. 

Two new four-inch gates have been set on the above. lines 
of pipes, one located on Prince Avenue on line of west side 
of Highland Avenue sixteen feet from north corner of 
Prince Avenue; one on Forest Street fifteen feet east of 
east line of Mr. E. L. Barnard’s driveway and fifteen feet 
from the south line of Forest Street. 

One two-inch gate was set on Lincoln Street on line of 
Washington Street fifteen feet from the north corner of 
Lincoln Street. 


HYDRANTS. 


Three new hydrants have been set and are located on 
Forest Street. One 100 feet from Mr. F. Chihsolm’s barn 
and on the southerly side of the street, one directly in front 
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of Mr. George C. Lawrence’s house, and one opposite the 
westerly driveway to the residence of Hon. A. B. Coffin; 
making the number now in use eighty-three. 

All the hydrants have been flushed to clean the pipes and 
found to be in working order. They have all been painted ; 
the body with asphaltum and the top with pure white lead. 


LEAKS. 
There were but four leaks on our mains. Three were 
caused by rust and one by lightning, all on four-inch pipes. 
Also, eight leaks on old service-pipes caused by rust. 


REPAIRS. 
Fifty-one old rubber-lined service-pipes have been taken 
out and replaced with cement-lined pipe. 


NEW SERVICES. 
Thirty-seven new services have been put in, making a 
total of 818. 
Connections were made for the steam-pump, and 124 feet 
of six-inch cast-iron pipe, two six-inch and one four-inch 
gates were used, and the pump was started August 20 and

SECTION 16.— The Chief of Police or other police officer, or the Town 
Treasurer, may prosecute for all fines and forfeitures which may inure to 
the town, or to the poor thereof, and may also prosecute for trespass com- 
mitted on any public building or enclosure within the limits of the town.

The Selectmen respectfully submit their report for the year 
ending February 29, 1892. 


HIGHWAYS AND BRIDGES. 


This is one of the most important departments of the pub- 

lic service and one that demands a large share of the time and 
attention of the whole Board as well as of the special com- 
mittee appointed to give particular attention to the subject. 
_ The werk is something more than simple routine. New 
combinations of conditions and peculiar circumstances are con- 
tinually presenting fresh problems, the solution of which re- 
quires good judgment and careful consideration. The general 
public is beginning to understand the great importance of 
quick and easy transportation, and to demand and adopt 
more scientific and therefure more economical methods in road 
construction and treatment. 

The necessity tor better facilities for the preparation of road 
material for our principal streets has been apparent for a 
number of years, and the Board has endeavored to carry out 
the wishes of the town as expressed in the last annual meeting 
by making important improvements in our stone crushing 
plant. The best authorities have been consulted and the best 
crushing plants in the neighboring towns have been examined. 
While no plant has been copied in all its details, an effort has 
been made to adopt as far us is practicable the best points of 
all, and to still further improve the plant by original de- 
vices. The result has been satisfactory, and our plant seems 
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to be an advance on any previously constructed. The work 
has been thoroughly done, and considering the amount of 
labor required and the quality and quantity of the materials 
used, it has probably cost less than any other similar establish- 
ment in New England. 

If it is ever thought advisable to move the structure to 
another locality, it can be done at a trifling outlay, as it has 
been framed and erected with this contingency in mind. 

Besides the ordinary highway work for the coming year it 
is likely that the town will desire to push on the widening of 
Main Street, as ordered by the County Commissioners, and an 
increased appropriation will be required for this purpose. 
That board, at our request, will give us a grade plan, and the 
street ought to be carefully and thoroughly constructed with 
particular attention given to the pitch and the construction of 
culverts and gutters. But however carefully the work may 
be done, it will be impossible to keep this road-bed in good 
condition without frequent and judicious repairs. The travel 
is heavy and the wear is so modified by the railway track that 
ruts will be made ina comparatively short time. The cost of 
these repairs may be light, but they should be frequently made. 

If the travel could be more evenly distributed over the road 
surface, as it is in a wide roadway like Pleasant Street, the 
thoroughfare would last many times as long. 

The work of street construction seems to be increasing. 
Several petitions for new streets have already been received 
and acted upon, as has been stated in another place, and it is 
probable that a number of new petitions will soon be pre- 
sented. 


STREET LIGHTS. 


The town is now paying at the rate of $3,600 a year for 
lighting the streets. There are 16 arc lights costing $90 each, 
and 144 incandescent lights at $15 each. 
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The three years’ contract which was made with the Woburn 
Electric Light Co. terminates this spring and it will be neces- 
sary to make a new arrangement for the future. 

The town is growing rapidly, and numerous petitions for 
additional lights have been presented. Ifthe citizens wish 
for more light the appropriation will have to be increased. 
Our present contract calls for lighting twenty nights per month, 
but by arranging to have the lights run for the first part of 
two nights about the time of the full moon, when it shines for 
the latter part of these two nights, we have the lights practi- 
cally twenty-one nights. The time for turning off the lights is 
half-past twelve. 


POLICE. 


The Police organization has been modified in some partic- 
ulars, but remains substantially the same as that of the pre- 
vious year. An arrangement has been made by which the 
chief receives a slight increase in salary and gives his whole 
time to the service. This change has been productive of good 
in various ways, and it is the unanimous opinion of the Board 
that a continuation of the plan will be for the best interests of 
the town. The salary which the chief receives is less than 
that given for the same service by any of the neighboring 
towns under similar conditions. 

There are three other members of the regular force. Two 
patrolmen, who act principally as night watchmen, and the 
janitor of the Town Hall building, who receives a small salary 
from the police appropriation. This latter arrangement has 
been made in order that a regular officer may be on call when 
the chief is attending court, or is obliged to be absent for 
other reasons. 


GUIDE BOARDS. 


A limited number of new guide boards and street signs are 
in good condition. They are ornamental in design and sub- 
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stantially built. We recommend that the next Board of 
Selectmen replace, as far as is practical, all the old, worn-out 
signs with those of more modern style and finish. 


@TOWN HALL AND GROUNDS. 


The Town Hall building and grounds have been kept in 
good condition during the year. But few repairs have been 
made, and all tenants of the hall have either left it in good 
order or have paid the expense of making good such damage 
to the hall as resulted from a too careless use. 

As will be seen by the Auditors’ Report, the Town Hall 
Account has been slightly overdrawn. It is not possible to 
estimate exactly either the income or the running expenses, 
hence the discrepancy. 

We have been very careful during the year to observe 
strictly the rates established by the town for the use of the 
hall, and no individual or society has been allowed a discount 
although much pressure has been brought to bear to that 
effect on the score of “Charity,” etc.. We cannot expect an 
increase of income next year over the past, and if the town is 
to maintain the Town Hall largely for the benefit of all the 
other departments who use it without compensation on credit 
given to the Town Hall Account, we must ask for an increased 
appropriation. 


STREET PLANS. 


For a number of years past the necessity of a better method 
for the preservation of our numerous street plans has been 
very evident. There has, in fact, beenno method at all; they 
have simply been rolled up or folded, and thrown promiscu- 
ously into a drawer, often with no outside mark to distinguish 
one from another. 

A member of the Board has spent considerable time in de- 
vising and having constructed a suitable case in which they 
have been arranged in numerical order. 
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A catalogue has been prepared in which the titles are placed 
in alphabetical order, and numbered to correspond with the 
figures on the divisions of the case, so that when any par- 
ticular plan is wanted it can be instantly found. 

A number of valuable plans have been lost and others have 
been torn and otherwise injured. 

It is important that these and future plans be carefully 
guarded, and it is recommended that the next Board pass a 
vote to the effect that no plan shall be taken out of the office 
without special permission by vote of the Board. 


PETITIONS. 


The Board has received several petitions for the laying out 
of new streets as follows :— 

One from L. Barta and others for a re-location and change 
of grade of Dix Street. 

The petition was granted, as has already been reported at 
a previous town meeting, and the work has been nearly com- 
pleted. A small amount of work should be done the coming 
season to put the street in the proper condition. 

Two petitions have been received for the extension of 
Highland Ave. After a full consideration, the Board voted 
not to grant the petitions. 

Subsequently the petitioners have appealed to the County 
Commissioners to lay out the street in question, and their 
decision in the case is now pending. 

A petition, signed by S. A. Holt and others, has been 
received, asking that Richardson Street be iaid out as a public 
way. 

The board have voted to lay it out at its present width, 
thirty feet, and report the same to the town. 

The Summit Ave. petition has been acted upon this year, 
and was accepted and made a public way at a special town 
meeting, held November 10th, as will be remembered. 
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A petition, signed by S. W. McCall and others, has been 
received, praying that Westley Street, so called, be laid out as 
a public way. The Board have voted to lay out and recom- 
mend the acceptance of this street by the town as’ a public 
way. 

- A petition, from §. C. Small, trustee, and others, has been 
received, asking that Loring Ave., so called, be laid out as a 
public way. The matter is still under consideration at the 
present writing. 

The No. Woburn Street R. R. Co. have petitioned for per- 
mission to erect poles and wires for the purpose of using 
electricity as a motive power for their cars over their tracks 
in this town. A public hearing has been called for the 17th 
inst. 


HOWE BEQUEST. 


By the will of the late Mrs. Nancy W. Howe, a representa- 
tive of one of Winchester’s oldest and most respected families, 
the town has received two substantial gifts. One of these is 
the Symmes homestead to be used as a site for a town build- 
ing, said building to be permanently marked as a memorial to 
Mrs. Howe’s father, Zachariah Symmes. The other gift is one 
thousand dollars in money, the income of which is to be 
expended for the benefit of the town library. 

At a town meeting held November 10th, the town formally 
accepted the gift of the homestead under the. conditions 
imposed by the testator. The vote accepting the gift of one 
thousand dollars has been prepared and will be presented for 
acceptance at the current town meeting. 


TOWN LITIGATION. 


At the March sitting of the Supreme Judicial Court, 1891, 
the town joined with other towns and certain cities in the 
Metropolitan Sewerage district in contesting the constitution- 
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ality of the Sewerage Act of 1889. The case was elaborately 
argued by the Attorney General for the Commonwealth and 
by counsel for the various town and cities. The court de- 
cided upholding the constitutionality of the Act and authoriz- 
ing the appointment of Commissioners to assess the propor- 
tions in which the expense of constructing and maintaining the 
sewer should be borne. In September the town appeared by 
counsel before the Metropolitan Sewerage Commissioners and 
presented the views of the town with regard to the principles 
upon which the assessment should be laid. The Commission- 
ers immediately filed their report which has been accepted by 
the Supreme Judicial Court, in which it was awarded that 
Winchester should pay 1.69 of the total cost of construction 
and 1.08 of the cost of maintenance of the system. ‘These 
awards hold good for five years from the original issue of 
script by the Commonwealth. The assessment against the 
town of Winchester for the first year is small. It will thus be 
seen that the burden, certainly for the present, upon the town 
will not be onerous. 

At the time of the last annual Town Report a verdict had 
been rendered against the town in the case of Stoddard v. 
Winchester brought to recover for damages to Mr. Stoddard’s 
horse and team on account of an alleged defect in Lincoln 
Street. Exceptions were taken to the Supreme Court which 
were sustained by a rescript rendered in June, in which it 
was decided that there was no evidence at the trial upon which 
the action could be maintained. The case came on again for 
trial in February in the Superior Court at East Cambridge, 
before a jury, and at the conclusion of the plaintiff's evidence 
the presiding justice ruled that the plaintiff had failed to make 
out a case and ordered a verdict for the town. Exceptions 
have again been taken to the Supreme Court, this time by 
Mr. Stoddard, and the case will be re-argued before the 
Supreme Court. 


42 SELECTMEN’S REPORT. 


At the time of the last Annual Report a verdict had been 
rendered against the town in the case of the Boston & Lowell 
Railroad Company v. Winchester growing out of the alteration 
in the Swanton Street bridge. Exceptions were taken by the 
town to the rulings of the Court, and this case has been argued 
at the present March sitting of the Court, but no decision has 
been rendered. 

The petitions of Mrs. Joy and Mrs. Rice for a jury to re- 
vise the award of the County Commissioners upon the question 
of damages to their estates by the widening of Washington 
Street came on for trial at East Cambridge before a jury, and 
the jury awarded Mrs. Joy $216.50, and Mrs. Rice $487.13. 
Exceptions to the ruling of the Court have been taken to the 
Supreme Judicial Court and are still pending. 

A similar case to the last, brought by Charles E. Kendall 
to revise the award of the County Commissioners for damages 
to his estate on Washington Street has not been tried, but is 
now pending. 


EXPIRATION OF TERMS OF OFFICE. 


The terms of office of Messrs. Whitney and Winn of the 
Selectmen’s Board expire this year, andit will be necessary to 
elect their successors for the term of three years.

To the Honorable Board of Selectmen: — 


GENTLEMEN, — I herewith submit report of work done upon 
streets, gutters and sidewalks of the town for the current year. 

As work done in the month of March was not included in 
report of last year, it is now presented. 

From the first to middle of the month, sidewalks and gutters 
were broken out three times; from middle to last of the 
month, several heavy washouts on side-hill streets occurred, 
including carrying away abutment walls, Main Street bridge 
by the ice jam, also the clogging up of 100 feet of 15-inch tile 
on Mt. Vernon Street, and washing away 50 loads of gravel. 
Prince Ave., though paved both sides, was badly washed and 
200 feet of paving swept out. Filled ruts, Main Street, from 
village to Symmes’ corner, with 40 loads of stone. Gathered 
up 145 loads of washings in gutters, and teamed 108 loads 
of stone from ledge to crusher. Regraded Cross Street from 
Woburn line to Lemuel Holton’s with 224 loads of gravel, 
also repaired same street to Washington Street. 

For month of April: repaired Main Street bridge, cleared 
up the street and gutters to Woburn line; filled ruts with 80 
loads stone, went over all streets in town, picked up loose 
stones, mostly replanked Lake Street bridge ; regraded part of 
Myrtle Street ; finished widening Washington Street — uncom- 
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pleted fall before — laid 700 feet grass border from Main 
to Myrtle Street. Again cleaned gutters in principal streets ; 
put 25 loads gravel in low spots on Wildwood Street. Re- 
graded Webster Street with 171 loads of broken stone and 
gravel from town ledge, paved gutter entire length north side 
with 42 loads of stone. 

For month of May: paved upper part Mt. Vernon Street ; 
cleared up all gutters and streets on plains; cleared up and 
repairea Main Street second time; rebuilt sidewalk, Hancock 
Street from Washington to Highland Avenue; raised sidewalk, 
Oak Street; graded Madison Avenue, Chestnut and Prospect 
Streets; cleaned out all catch-basins; built large catch-basin 
foot of Mt. Pleasant Street, connecting three underground 
drains with same; spread 25 loads stone, junction of Wash- 
ington and Main Streets. Picked up stones and worked in 
Hill District six days, put on 100 loads gravel from Hutchin- 
son’s bank; paved gutter North side Chestnut Street: built 
sidewalk, paved gutter front of Grammar School, relaid 50 
feet large tile top Mt. Vernon Sreet, relaid tile and cleaned 
out gutters length of Church Street. Teamed 200 loads of stone 
from ledge and crushed same. 

May 26th, began to regrade Cambridge Street from Edward 
Russell’s to ChurchStreet, 3,150 feet ; used 707 loads of gravel 
from Andrew’s hill, 522 loads broken stone from stone crusher ; 
covered stone with 52 loads screened gravel: rolled street 
many times, opened and widened gutters both sides. Balance 
of June: replanked Walnut Street bridge with 9,000 feet 
38-inch hemlock plank ; paved Wildwood Street near Fletcher, 
and Church near Common Street; gathered together 60 loads 
of paving stone. 

For July: opened ditch, laid tile and graded Highland 
Avenue from Eaton to Mt. Vernon Street, mowed grass in 
gutters ; repaired Prince Avenue again washed out, paved 350 
feet gutters and sodded edge of side, junction of Church and 
Bacon Streets; repaired Cambridge below Church Street ; put 
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65 loads stone in ruts on Main Street, put 40 loads of gravel 
from Sanborn Street on Main Street to Medford line; teamed 
stones from ledge six days and crushed four days. 

For August: paved part of Myrtle and Nelson Street, 
worked on Vine Street, went over Hill District picking up 
stones. August 5th, began to repair Washington Street from 
Cross to S. S. Holton’s, used 180 loads gravel from Maxwell’s 
bank; also same street from Holton to Hancock Street, 
except a portion from Prince Avenue to Swanton Street, 
used 522 loads crushed stone, covered same with 78 loads 
gravel, and rolled fully. 

For September: got out 480 loads stone and crushed same ; 
opened gutters; picked up loose stones on side-hill streets 
and filled up low places, washed and worn away; general 
repair of many other streets, sidewalks and gutters. 

For October: blasted out stone, teamed und crushed same ; 
pointed up walls under Maine Street bridge, built railing near 
Luther Richardson’s, on bank of river—Jater, widened out 
and covered with split stone bridge over canal near East 
Woburn line. Worked eight days on Swanton Street and 
gutters from Washington Street to railroad bridge, put on 
446 loads broken stone, rolled and covered with 50 loads 
gravel. Widened out Main below Mt. Pleasant Street, built 
sidewalk and paved 240 feet of gutter to A. C. Vinton’s line; 
stoned Maine Street same distance with 80 loads of stone, 
cleaned up Maine Street gutters to Symmes’ corner, cleaned 
out catch-basins containing 30 loads sand deposits ; worked five 
days cleaning up other streets and leveling with fine stone; 
put 21 loads gravel on Myrtle Street sidewalk. 

For November: cleaned out all gutters in Church, and streets 
west of railroad; teamed to the yard and crushed 300 loads 
stone, spent eight days gathering up and burning leaves; 
repaired Dwight’s hill, raised sidewalk from Cross to Forest 
Street. Worked seven days repairing Forest Street and side- 
walk from Highland Avenue nearly to Stoneham line, four

days on North end of Highland Avenue: raised up Bacon 
Street sidewalk, put on 102 loads gravel ; cleaned out gutters on 
Brooks and Grove Streets; raised sidewalk, Sanborn Street ; 
cleaned out the river and built up wall under Bacon Street 
bridge ; built sidewalk new Nelson Street; put 35 loads gravel 
from Dwinell’s bank on Prospect Street. Opened gutters, 
Eaton Street; put 20 loads fine stone on Washington Street 
near J. T. Wilson’s and 25 loads North Baptist Church; 15 
loads on Church Street, near Rangely ; cleared up Main Street 
and gutters, filled ruts with 30 loads stone from Cutter’s hill 
to Woburn line. 

For December: began to fill in pond and widen Main Street 
opposite E. Sanderson’s with 416 loads gravel from Winn & 
Kelley’s bank and 100 loads from Dix Street. Worked 13 
days building Dix Street and sidewalk at cost of $325. Blasted 
out, teamed and crushed 200 loads stone; picked up stones 
in streets and cleaned gutters. 

January, 1892: teamed stones three days and crushed same, 
now in yard; January 6th, snow storm, cleared sidewalks and 
opened gutters. Worked on Russell’s hill four days blasting 
and teaming to yard; ground frozen up. 

First part of February: 15 blasts in ledge; third day snow 
storm, broke out sidewalks and cleaned gutters; 11th day, 
snow storm, heaviest of the winter, cleaned sidewalks and 
gutters. During the month sanded sidewalks several times. 


More than 300 load of stones, not included above, have 
been used in the course of the year, a few loads here and 
there. 400 loads were in the yard at the beginning of last year, 
and about the same amount are on handnow. Have used 300 or 
more loads of paving stones bought, and gathered up around 
town. Nearly all the side-hill gutters are now paved, and 
some other gutters liable to wash. The expenditure of $300 
more will complete all that is necessary for some years. 

The wisdom of using crushed stone 1s more apparent every 
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day ; as evidence, Pleasant Street was stoned 5 years ago and 
not a dollar for repairs has been spent on it since. 

The first cost of crushed stone is largely in excess of gravel, 
but its even and lasting qualities make it far cheaper. Wash- 
ington Street, where widened and stoned, is in a condition that 
will not require an outlay of $5 for as many years; so, with 
most of Washington to Cross Street, Mt. Vernon, Church, and 
several other streets. 

When Main Street is widened it will require some 
thousands of loads of stone, to put in a thorough and lasting 
condition. <A good foundation of coarsely broken stone, well 
covered with finer ones, will only resist the wear and tear of 
heavy teaming. 

Many of the streets are quite level and the surface water 
is taken off in equally level tile drains, which constantly fill 
up and hold the water back; many of these should be taken 
up, and paved surface gutters substituted, running into large 
catch-basins easily cleaned out. The large catch-basin top of 
Black Horse Hill, foot of Mt. Pleasant and Winthrop Street, 
last year caught more than 40 loads of sand, which otherwise 
would have filled and closed up a quarter of a mile of tile 
drain. Ten such catch-basins could be built in different parts of 
the town, at a cost of $300, which would pay for the construc- 
tion in two years. 

Nearly 22,000 square feet of concrete material has been 
laid upon the sidewalks, paid for by the town and abuttors. 
Streets have been watered equal to one cart, 139 days, at a 


cost for horses and men of $468.77 
Standpipes, repairs on carts and sprinklers 45.35 
$514.32 


As the law now stands, towns have not the right to raise 
money by taxation to water streets. 
When raised by subscription, those who pay will have the 


benefit of watering; while those who do not subscribe, will

not be taxed, and ought not to complain if not watered. As 
new streets are laid out, and old ones more thickly settled, 
greater demands will be made upon the water-carts. Com- 
plaints are constant of partiality and the limited extent of 
territory gone over.

RULES AND REGULATIONS RELATING TO THE MANAGEMENT OF 
WILDWOOD CEMETERY IN WINCHESTER. 


1. No body shall be brought into, or taken from, the 
Cemetery without a permit from the Commissioners. 

2. All interments and ‘disinterments of bodies, shall be 
under the direction of the Commissioners. 

3. Theuse of the Receiving Tomb shall be under such re- 
strictions, not inconsistent with the laws of the Common- 
wealth, as the Commissioners may from time to time prescribe. 

4, All visitors shall conduct themselves in such an orderly 
manner as is becoming the resting place of the dead. No 
parties carrying refreshments and no discharge of fire-arms 
shall be allowed in or upon the Cemetery land. 

5. No horse, with or without a vehicle, shall be driven 
faster than a walk, and no horse shall be left within the 
Cemetery limits without a keeper. 

6. No dogs shall be allowed within the Cemetery enclosure. 

7. All persons are forbidden to write upon or otherwise 
deface or injure any fence, monument or other structure in 
the Cemetery, or to gather any flower, or to injure any tree, 
plant or shrub therein. 

8. All visitors are forbidden to walk unnecessarily on the 
erass. 

We recommend an appropriation of $1,500 for the care and 
maintenance of the Cemetery for the ensuing year.

The force of the department consists of sixty-four call men 
and three engineers. 


APPARATUS. 


There is one ‘“*Hunneman” steam engine, built in 1872, ofa 
capacity of about 550 gallons per minute. In good repair and 
working order. 

One Hook and Ladder truck (one horse), built in 1874. 
In good condition considering its age, and without accident 
good for service for a few more years. ‘Two roof ladders, one 
upright, and two fire poles are necessary to make its equip- 
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ment equal to that when bought; the present ones in use hay- 
ing become so shortened by breakage and repairs. 

One Hose Reel (one horse), built in 1872. This has served 
its time well, but is showing weakness and need of repairs. 
We recommend that it be replaced by a hose wagon, knowing 
it better economy than to spend anything further in repairs on 
the present reel. 

Four Hand Hose Carriages, built in 1875. They have been 
kept in good order, and are in condition to carry what they 
were intended for, 500 feet of light ‘‘ Mill” hose, but should 
not have 600 feet of heavy hose on them, as we have been 
obliged to place, owing to distance from hydrants, etc. 

One 30-gallon double tank “Babcock” Hand Chemical, built 
in 1869, not in service. 


HOSE. 


The amount of 2 1-2 inch hose now in the service is — 


Good cotton rubber lined, ~ 2,850 feet 
Fair cotton rubber lined, 750 feet 
Light cotton rubber lined (not safe), 1,450 feet 
Leather (not safe), 300 feet 


There are 600 ft. cotton and 300 ft. leather hose burst, and 
not worth repairing, now on hand, and 700 ft. cotton and 423 
lbs. of leather have been sold the past year, and collections 
made by the treasurer, as shown in the Auditors’ Report. If 
the department is maintained as at present, it will be necessary 
to purchase at once 1,000 ft. of best 2 1-2 inch hose. 


HORSES. 


We have none. One hundred dollars has been transferred 
to the Highway Department for use of their horses, but at the 
present time they are unable to furnish us with suitable horses 

o haul all of the apparatus. 
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FIRE ALARM TELEGRAPH. 


With constant care and watching, has been kept in good 
order. Usual repairs, replacing of worn parts, changiny of 
wires and poles, have been made. No extension of lines, or 
additional boxes have been added the past year. A telephone 
connection has been made with tbe Centre Station numbered 
9-2. The whistle at Beggs and Cobbs’ has been in use about 
20 years. Itis much worn, and needs new bolts and a thorough 
overhauling. 


HOUSES. 


The Centre House is in good condition and will not need 
other than ordinary care. 

No. 2 Hose-house at Symmes Corner must have new sills 
put under it, be shingled, painted and generally repaired. 

No. 3 Hose-house, Swanton St., needs shingling and 
painting. 

No. 4 Hose-house, Main St., needs some additional supports 
placed under it, the roof repaired and the building painted. 

No. 5 Hose-house, Cambridge St., should be painted. 

Nothing has been done in the way of repairs the past year, 
that was not absolutely necessary at the time, in order to keep 
things running, for reason of lack of money. 

The amount necessary to be provided, in case the present 
department is maintained, we estimate as follows : —

The town is becoming more thickly settled each year, which 
increases the liability for more and larger fires. The present 
organization of the department is not what it should be, to be 
in keeping with the growth of our town. As at present, too 
many men are necessary to draw apparatus to afire. We are 
confident that a saving in running expenses, and a better fire 
protection, can be obtained by reducing the department, and 
providing horses for all apparatus used, with permanent 
drivers so far as is possible. 

With a horse hose wagon, located at or near the Wyman 
school on the West side, another located at or near the 
Chapin school on Swanton Street (both connected with the 
fire alarm, and having at least one permanent man each), as 
much hose could be carried, and better service given, than by 
the four hand carriages, Cos. No. 2—3—4 and 5. These two 
hose wagons, together with the apparatus located at the Cen- 
tre house, would provide the town with all it would require for 
five years, and possibly more, to come. 

We recommend that Cos. 2—3-—4 and 5 be disbanded ; 
that a new company be formed, consisting of one perman- 
ent man, who shall] be driver, and act as steward, and seven 
call men. 

That a horse and hose wagon be purchased and located in 
a suitable building, to be built somewhere on Swanton St., 
west of the B. & M. R. R.’s main line tracks. 
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That a hose wagon be bought, to replace the reel at Centre 
house. 


And that the fire department for the coming year shall 
consist of ; — 


1 steamer, engineer, fireman and driver, 3 men 
1 horse hose wagon, Centre house, LO 
1 hook and ladder truck, Centre house, - 10 ” 
1 horse hose wagon, Swanton street, ae 
Total 31 men 


A careful study of the roll call of the different companies for 
the past year gives us confidence that, outside of some large 
and unusual fire, for which help would have to be summoned 
in any case, your board of engineers should be able to handle, 
and satisfactorily extinguish, with this reduced force, all fires 
that might occur. 


The purchase of these two hose wagons would also give the 
use to the department, from these equipments, of four “pony” 
chemicals, the use of which the past year was very much 
needed, to prevent loss, from an excessive amount of water, at 
dwelling-house fires. It would also furnish, when not loaded 
with hose, means of sending for more fuel or other necessities. 
The lack of something of this kind has caused extra expense 
to the town, and great inconvenience and delay to the 
department, in the past. ; 


If horses and permanent drivers were provided for the 
apparatus at the Centre, the number of men could with safety 
be reduced to eight for each company. 


We estimate the amounts necessary to be provided to main- 
tain the department as recommended, to be as follows :— 
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For pay roll, 28 men, $980.00 


pay engineer and fireman of the steamer, 125.00 
pay steward of Centre house, 500.00 
coal, 150.00 
use of horses, 100.00 
care of fire-alarm and supplies, 350.00 
hose wagon, Centre house, 400.00

running expenses and repair apparatus includ- 


ding repairs on whistle, 500.00 


building engine-house on Swanton St., con- 
necting fire-alarm, heating, purchase of 
horse, harness, hangers, etc.; building to 


have tenement over for driver, 3,300.00

hose wagon (Swanton St.), 400.00

The supply of hose on hand would be sufficient for the two 


hose wagons for the coming year. 


The extra outlay in making the change recommended would 
be the means of saving in the expense of this department some 
$1,000 to $2,000 per annum, until such time as it became nec- 


essary to build the other house at the west side. 


No estimate of the expense of keeping a horse at Swanton 
Street has been included in our figures, as we are satisfied that 


the same can be earned.

REPORT 


OF THE 


BOARD OF HEALTH. 


The duties of this Board have been much the same as in 
past years. 

We have been frequently called upon, many times necessa- 
rily and often unnecessarily, to remedy some real or imaginary 
nuisance. 

All complaints have been as fully investigated as possible and 
satisfactory results generally obtained. 

We have, fortunately, during the past year escaped the ex- 
tensive prevalence of any of the infectious diseases. Whoop- 
ing cough, which prevailed to a considerable extent the 
preceding year, has almost entirely disappeared during the 
past year. 

Although there has been about the usual number of cases of 
scarlet fever, it has been mild in character and not confined to 
any one location. 

There have been a few cases of diphthéria and measles, but 
much less than in many of the neighboring towns. 

The physicans have, we believe, been very prompt in their 
reports to the Board. ‘The whole number of reported cases of 
contagious diseases was 52, as follows :— 

Scarlet fever, 30 ; typhoid fever, 7 ; diphtheria, 7 ; measles, 8 ; 
total, 52; 

The “La Grippe” was for atime quite severe, especially 
with many of the elderly people. 
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The general sanitary condition of the town is good, but we 
are anxiously awaiting the advent of a good system of sewerage. 
We believe that the time has now come when this question of 
sewerage should be intelligently studied. 

We are informed that within two years the Metropolitan 
Sewer will probably be completed from its outlet to Winches- 
ter, and we trust that by that time our town will have its sys- 
tem ready to connect. In order to accomplish this much- 
needed improvement, it is necessary, in our opinion, that the 
preliminary work, such as plans and estimates, should be pre- 
pared without delay. During the past year it has become 
more apparent than ever that with our abundant use of water 
and the gradually approaching saturation of the soil from leak- 
ing cesspools, this question of sewerage has become a necessity 
in the thickly settled portion of the town, and cannot safely be 
put off. 

We are not entirely satisfied with the present system of gar- 
bage collection. Weare forced to admit that we do not always 
have the support of some of the town’s people which we have 
a right to expect. Many complaints have been made concern- 
ing the collection. It has been our endeavor to remedy the 
defects so far as possible, but upon investigating many of the 
complaints, it has been found that the fault lay largely with 
the people themselves rather than with the collector, and has 
arisen more through thoughtlessness than anything else. 

We most earnestly request that the people assist in the 
matter by providing suitable receptacles for garbage, and also 
by placing them in such locations as to protect them from 
snow, water, and frost, during the cold weather. In this way 
and in no other can the collector be expected to completely 
fulfil his duty in collecting all the garbage, without damage to 
the receptacles. If, therefore, the citizens will assist us in the 
above, it will greatly lessen our burdens and better results 
will be obtained. 

Considerable complaint has been made of the foul odors 


land 
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arising from the culvert on Myrtle Street, which receives the 
gutter water from the street and discharges into the brook or 
drain which flows from the hills on the easterly side of the 
town, and empties into the river near the Town Hall. We 
have been unable to locate the origin of the trouble; the 
brook is very circuitous, and its exact location even could 
not be ascertained. A portion of the way it is covered, and a 
portion uncovered; also a portion is said to run beneath 
buildings. 

The odors of the culvert could be dispensed with if the 
Street Department would build a suitable catch-basin to trap 
the gutter water. But the more satisfactory way will be to 
divert all sewage into the proposed sewerage system, and then 
to cover the drain its entire length. 

Another prolific source of complaint which has been a con- 
tinual annoyance to the Board, has been the condition of the 
various dumping places. At nearly every dump complaints 
have been made of the obnoxious gases arising from decaying 
vegetables, fruit, meats or fish, sometimes mixed with ashes, 
oftentimes dumped in bulk and left to rot and cause a nuisance. 
As often as detected the parties depositing such matter have 
been made to remove the same, but even with the strictest 
inspection at our disposal, under the present system (or lack 
of system) of indiscriminate dumping by irresponsible par- 
ties, the nuisance will to a greater or less extent, continue. 

It is our advice that the town employ responsible parties, 
who shall, at stated intervals, collect the ashes and take charge 
of the public dumping places. This method is in operation in 
some of our neighboring towns, and gives general satisfaction. 

The question of plumbing laws has come before the Board, 
land, while we appreciate the necessity of such laws and regu- 
ations, we feel that this whole matter will soon come up in 
connection with the sewerage system; and further, without 
means to employ a suitable inspector to enforce the same, we 
feel that any rules would be of very little account. 
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The expenses of this department for the past year have been 
about the same as for the preceding year; the collection of 
the garbage being the principal item. 

It is our advice, that the sum of $400, together with the un- 
expended balance of last year, be appropriated for this depart- 
ment, the same to be expended for the collection of garbage 
and other incidental expenses. 

For details of expenditures for the past vear, you are referred 
to the Auditors Report.

NEW CATALOGUE. 


The work of preparing the new printed catalogue has pro- 
gressed during the year well on towards completion. The 
card catalogue is also nearly ready for use. The manuscript 
for the printed catalogue is finished and the work is now in the 
hands of the printer, and the Trustees expect to have both 
catalogues completed in May or June. The expense of new 
cataloguing has thus far been defrayed from the ordinary 
annual appropriation, and has, to a great extent, impaired our 
ability to purchase as many new books as we could have 
wished ; nevertheless enough new material has been added 
from month to month to keep up the freshness of the library, 
and the wants of the citizens have been quite well satisfied. 

Now that the cataloguing is so nearly completed the Trus- 
tees, during the coming year, will find themselves somewhat 
embarrassed in ‘‘ways and means” to meet the cost of paper 
and printing, and at the same time to meet the current work- 
ing expenses of the library. The expense of preparing the 
manuscript has been paid out of the appropriation of the last 
two years, but the total expense of printing must be paid as 
soon as the work is complete. Part of this expense will come 
back from year to year from the sale of catalogues, but that 
we may have the capital necessary to keep this work going for- 
ward we ask this year, in addition to the appropriation of 1891, 
a special appropriation of five hundred dollars ($500) to meet 
the exigencies that are upon us. We are sure that no appro- 
priation made at the Town meeting will be productive of more 
good to the town or yield more enjoyment to the inhabitants 
thereof than this appropriation for the library 
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The necessity for money this year is so great that it is to be 
hoped that the citizens will take our request into careful con- 
sideration, bearing in mind that ‘‘ There is that scattereth and 
yet increaseth; and there 2s that withholdeth more than is 
meet, but zt tendeth to poverty.” 

We recommend that the sum of $1,400 and the amount that 
shall be received from dog licenses be appropriated for the 
ordinary support of the library, and that a special appropria- 
tion of five hundred dollars be made to be applied to the ex- 
pense of printing the new catalogue. 

Mr. Arthur E. Whitney’s term of office as trustee expires by 
limitation and it will be necessary to choose his successor.

FORTY-SECOND ANNUAL REPORT 


OF THE 


SCHOOL COMMITTEE OF WINCHESTER, MASS. 


At its first meeting the Board was organized as follows :— 
Chairman, George S. Littlefield; Secretary, Samuel S. 
Symmes. Subsequently, KE. Hunt was elected Superintendent 
and took the position of Secretary. Theterm of Mr. Little- 
field will expire at the Annual Town Meeting, and it will be 
necessary to choose a member of the Board for three years. 


CHANGES OF TEACHERS. 


The changes in the corps of teachers for the year have been 
about up to the average, showing that the salaries paid are not 
large enough to retain many of our experienced teachers. 
Fortunately, however, some of our best teachers are unwil- 
ling to give up residence in our pleasant town, which fact 
prevents a large loss of teaching force. A complete list of 
changes may be found in the report of the Superintendent. 


SCHOOL BUILDINGS. 


The school buildings have not been changed during the year 
in any essential particular. There are comments to be made 
on the condition of some of them. At the Wadleigh there is 
a difficulty in heating such a quantity of air as is now supplied 
by using the ventilation chimney put in last year under the 
orders of the State Inspectors’ Department. To remedy this 
an additional top has been put on the small furnace and better 
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results obtained. It may be advisable at an early day to put 
in a complete plant for steam heat for this schoolhouse and all 
outbuildings. The furnaces, which are in good condition, 
could be, to advantage, moved to some smaller building and 
used for several years. It would be of great advantage to 
arrange a small recitation room at the Wadleigh in the upper 
story. 

The town voted last spring to authorize a contract for 
additional heating apparatus at the Gifford, and the Magee Fur- 
nace Company put in another furnace and enlarged the heat- 
ing capacity of those first in use; at the same time adding 
mixing valves, as suggested by the State Inspector, by which 
a large quantity of air could be supplied to all the rooms. 
The cost was guaranteed to be $300 and to be paid after a win- 
ter’s use, if satisfactory, or the entire apparatus removed at 
the cost of the company. It will be necessary for the town to 
provide for the payment of this bill by appropriation at the 
Annual Meeting. ‘The winter has not been a severe one and 
less coal has been burned at this building than last year, and 
with more satisfactory results. The whole winter should pass 
before the bill for apparatus is approved. 

The High Schoolhouse has been well utilized since Sep- 
tember, the whole number of pupils being 125. The prospect 
is that next September will see nearly 150 pupils there. It 
has been necessary to use the chemical laboratory as a recita- 
tion room, and to use the seats in the side rooms on the second 
floor for classes other than the regular occupants, transferring 
them temporarily to the large room at certain hours, causing 
considerable confusion in the filing of scholars to and from these 
rooms. Atan early day it will be necessary to enlarge this house 
by building out the westerly wing to an extent snfficient to put 
about 50 pupils in each of the rooms on that side, and at the 
same time to furnish a suitable laboratory room in the rear of 
the building nearest Dix Street, using the front room and lab- 
oratory for general recitation purposes. This will cost some 
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$3,000, and must be done the coming year or in the spring 
following. The large increase at this school in the last two 
years has taxed the building to its utmost capacity. Mention 
should be made of the new sky-light put into the building, 
at an expense of about $300, which has vastly improved the 
light in the front of the main room. 

As stated in last year’s report, the condition of the Rumford 
is not up to the standard of modern buildings, and the house 
cannot by any reasonable expenditure be put into shape. The 
Board again suggests the erection of a four room building to 
agcommodate this district, and to relieve the increase in the 
lower grammar grades. 

The Hill Schoolhouse has been the scene of devastations by 
persons not having the fear of the law in their minds, and was 
finally let temporarily to a farmer for a place of storage, he being 
held responsible for its safe keeping. The Board again renew 
the suggestion that this building and lot be sold and the pro- 
ceeds appropriated for new school buildings. 

The Mystic Schocl was closed at the beginning of the fall 
term, the pupils being assigned to the lower grades of the 
Gifford.

There have been employed through the year one music 
teacher and one sewing teacher; and for a part of the year 
one drawing teacher, one carpentry teacher and one cooking 
teacher. 


HEATING AND VENTILATION. 


On the subject of heating and ventilation it is well that the 
Town should be reminded that in all probability, the State In- 
pector will, at an early day, make further requirements in the 
way of ventilation methods to secure additional airsupply, which 
will inevitably lead to an increase in heating apparatus re- 
quired, and to additional expense for fuel; for there has been 
no method yet contrived by which large quantities of air can 
be heated without the use of a large amount of fuel. The 
appointment by the Town, last fall, of a committee to con- 
sider the subject of heating and ventilation of public buildings, 
and the fact that this committee is at work making observa- 
tions and will undoubtedly report some general plan of accom- 
plishing whatever changes may be necessary, may deter the 
Inspector from pushing very hard any definite suggestions of 
his own. But the Town must expect that the requirements of 
the law as interpreted by the State Police will be enforced 
ultimately, and provision will have to be made by way of 
suitable appropriations in the future. 


INCREASE IN NUMBERS. 


In adepartment where the appropriations constitute so large 
a part of the annual tax levy as in that of the schools, it may 
be interesting to note that the increase year by year is not 
out of proportion to the requirements of an economical admin- 
istration and according to the increase of pupils. In 1871 the 
whole number of pupils in all our schools was 445, of whom 
39 were in the High School. In 1876, the whole number was 
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501; inthe High, 52. In 1881, whole number, 584; in the 
High, 49. In 1886, whole number, 628; in High,'75. In 1891, 
whole number, 924; in the High, 125. The appropriation for 
schools in 1886 was $15,000; in 1891, $22,000, including 
salary of Superintendent. When it is considered that many 
new studies are now undertaken, and that the course of study 
in the whole line, especially in the High, is more complete 
than ever before, and that school books and supplies are now 
furnished to every scholar, and that the insurance upon school 
buildings is now paid from this appropriation, it will be seen 
that the Town is not unreasonably liberal with so important a 
part of its government, as is the administration of the schools. 


SCHOOL GROUNDS. 


Some improvements have been made the last year in the 
condition of the school yards without any great expense. 
Much remains to be done. It is desirable to have our school- 
buildings pleasantly located and the surroundings made as 
attractive as possible. 


INDUSTRIAL EDUCATION. 


The cutting off by the town of $1,000 of the amount asked 
for by the Board last year necessitated the utmost care in the 
disbursing of the funds. As a consequence our industrial de- 
partment has been largely curtailed. The Board was unable to 
add some higher work in sewing which had been contemplated, 
and the carpentry and cooking schools were entirely cut off 
for a large part of the year. It became necessary also to dis- 
charge the drawing teacher. During the last few weeks of the 
financial year the Board has started in the several lines of in- 
dustrial education such work as it deems advisable, hoping 
that the appropriation made by the Town will be sufficient to 
carry on all this work. When we see the city of Boston, the 
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towns of Brookline and Lexington making permanent provi- 
sion for such work, by erecting special buildings well equipped 
with apparatus, and several other places moving in the same 
direction, it seems inappropriate that our town, which was one 
of the first to make industrial education a feature of its school 
system, should neglect to continue the good work; and 
an appeal is made to all citizens interested in the good of 
our schools to be present at town meeting and vote suitable | 
appropriations to enable this Board to keep our schools in the 
high position they have attained, and let not our town suffer 
by comparison with others. A deserved reputation for good 
schools, well managed and equal in equipment and purpose to 
the best, will be of the greatest aid to our future growth and 
welfare. 


KINDERGARTENS. 


Among the matters to be considered by the Town, in the 
future, is the establishment of a Kindergarten. The subject 
was fully presented in last year’s report, and the need still ex- 
ists for this important adjunct. 


SUPERVISION. 


After considerable deliberation, in view of the remarks of 
some of our citizens at the Annual Town Meeting, the Board 
reappointed the Superintendent, making some changes in the 
distribution of his time between our schools and those of Med- 
ford, so that his presence in town was assured for a portion of 
every school day ; an arrangement which has given great satis- 
faction in both towns. So far as any criticisms which were 
made in town meeting had any foundation in fact, their cause 
seems to have been wholly removed, for no renewal has been 
made to the Board. It is advisable and proper if our citizens 
have any facts to present, relative to the management or super- 
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vision of our schools, that the same should be presented to 
this Board, rather than made a subject for town meeting ; for 
such a presentation will insure a careful and judicial consid- 
eration, which the heat of debate does not always secure; and 
no parent or citizen having the good of the town, of the schools 
or of the pupils at heart would knowingly endeavor to secure 
any action other than that following a proper presentation and 
consideration of both sides of any question. A town situated 
as is ours. fast expanding from the position of a suburban vil- 
lage to that of a considerable town, has some decided disadvan- 
tages. All citizens wish and expect as good facilities in the 
way of schools, roads and general advantages as their larger 
neighbors possess, while the financial means at command some- 
what limit the possibilities of attainment. This is especially 
true in the matter of schoo] supervision. This Board has to 
deal with the problem with all its intricacies. It is to a large 
extent a duplication of the ancient attempt ‘‘to make bricks 
without straw”—extremely burdensome. ‘The town has re- 
ceived in times past, by the efforts of this Board, full value for 
all money expended for school supervision. This statement is 
made with full knowledge of the facts. Whenever the town 
has grown to such population and riches that it can afford to 
appropriate the sum of $2,000 for salary, this Board will 
heartily approve of the appointment of a superintendent to 
devote his whole time to our schools; but our opinion is, that 
the present requirements do not justify this expenditure, and 
we recommend that the same appropriation be made as last 
year. 


JANITOR SYSTEM. 


The plan of putting all the school buildings into the hands 
of one man, and giving him charge of all small repairs, has been 
found to work to advantage on the whole, though only in ope- 
ration since the first of June. It is advisable to continue the 
* same plan for another year. 
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COURSES OF STUDY. 


The trend of the schools of to-day is to get value for time 
spent in school life. This was first shown in the gradual change 
in the methods of primary education from the old a b ab, and 
learning the names of the letters, to the better way of learning 
to read; andfrom the counting and committing to memory of 
rules upon rules, to the modern and sensible method of obsery- 
ing quantity and concise reasoning by algebraic expression. 
The want of unity between the higher schoolsand those known 
as grammar has been seen, and with the growing tendency to 
think that nothing is too good for American citizens has come 
a raising of the standard of grammar grades to such a point as 
is more on a level with the growing capabilities of the children 
of educated Americans. It has been found by observation 
that a child of ordinary ability can learna language or take up 
understandingly the simple parts of geometry and algebra while 
of the age formerly spent in the vain repetitions of the old drill 
in variations of percentage and proportion; and the natural 
outcome has been a change now made, which will furnish suit- 
able work for the active minds of our children. This with the 
tendency to increased attention to physical growth and good 
air in our schoolrooms ought to be of vast benefit to the next 
generation. 

We refer for the details and scope of changes in our gram- 
mar school course to the Superintendent’s report. At a pub- 
lic meeting held January 29th, in the Town Hall, this subject 
was presented to our citizens, and to the School Committees 
and teachers of neighboring towns, by several distinguished 
speakers: President Eliot of Harvard, Supervisor Metcalf of 
Boston, John O. Norris, Master of the Charlestown High 
School, Boston, and Levi F. Warren, Master of a Newton 
Grammar School. A large and appreciative audience was 
present, and numerous in quiriessince made by educators in all 
parts of the State show the general interest in this matter. 
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Educational journals have made favorable comments on the 
Winchester plan of introducing algebra, geometry, Latin and 
French into the grammar grades. 


CHANGES IN SCHOOL CALENDAR. 


It has been deemed advisable to make some slight changes 
in the school year so that it will terminate before the examin- 
ations for admission to colleges and technical schools, and 
begin a little later in September than has been customary. 
This has occasioned the shortening by a few days of the Christ- 
mas vacation. The tendency thereby is to put the vacation 
season into the hot weather when more rest is needed and more 
advantage can be gained from out-of-door living. When fully 
understood this will undoubtedly be satisfactory, as the increas- 
ing number of holidays throughout the year will prevent any 
undue strain of too continuous exertion. 


GRADUATIONS. 


The graduation from the grammar grades has been empha- 
sized by presenting suitable diplomas. These certify to the 
fact of graduation and admit the recipients to the High School 
without further examination, and are a pleasant token to those 
prevented by circumstances from complete enjoyment of the 
advantages afforded by our schools. 


MORALS IN THE SCHOOLS. 


In the opinion of the Committee, as well asin the minds of 
the community, it isa question of first importance what is the 
moral atmosphere of ourschools. The chief burden of respon- 
sibility in this matter rests with the home. This cannot be too 
strongly emphasized ; and it means that the demand upon pa- 
rents is not merely to be vaguely interested in the moral train- 
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ing of their children, but to know what is their moral status, 
and what influence, moral or immoral, the school hours are con- 
tributing. The immorality that eats its way sometimes through 
a school is as subtle and evasive as itis deadly ; and the fault 
with the home influence is, as a rule, not that parents are mor- 
ally indifferent, but that they are ignorant, because not watch- 
ful. The Committee believes that the moral atmosphere of 
our schools is good, but it asks the careful co-operation of pa- 
rents in maintaining them at their present high standard. To 
sigh over moral deficiences in our public schools does not help 
to make the schools better; but to call the attention of the 
school authorities to definite instances of irregularity or of per- 
nicious influence may prove of the greatest service. The Com- 
mittee has the right to expect in this matter not indefinite and 
undirected complaint, but the most painstaking co-operation 
from the homes of the town. As itis, the Committee desires to 
record its opinion that the greatest safeguard in the schools 
themselves is in the acknowledged high character and moral 
force of the teachers. In order to encourage them to supple- 
ment their unconscious intluence with some definite and direct 
moral instruction (to be introduced at their discretion, and as 
opportunity may offer) the Committee has placed in their hands 
selected text books for teaching morals in schools. 


HIGH SCHOOL. 


‘It is proper to make special allusion to the present condition 
of this school. The increase in numbers and in the interest 
of the pupils for the last few years has been remarkable and 
reflects great credit upon the teaching corps. The Board has 
found it wise and in fact absolutely necessary again to increase 
the number of teachers in this school, by employing an extra 
teacher on part time for the fall term. Miss Eva M. Palmer 
of our town had just graduated from Boston University, 
and was willing to accept sucha place. It will be necessary 
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the coming year to make the position of fourth ‘assistant 
a permanent one. Our High School will compare favorably 
with any of the schools of that grade in this vicinity. 


REPORTS TO PARENTS. 


The system of reporting to parents once in two months 
whether the progress of pupils is satisfactory, and if unsatis- 
factory, specifying in what particular, has been continued. 
This method has been found advantageous. as embodying all 
essentials, and being easily comprehended. While parents thus 
gain reliable information, it is sincerely to be hoped that in 
the future more of them will visit the schools, and become 
acquainted with the teachers. While there are visitation days 
especially set apart to receive the parents, this plan is adopted 
not from choice, but to supply some special incentive to draw 
the parents to the school room. ‘These visitation days are in- 
tended to exhibit the ordinary working of the schools, but 
like all public occasions, have a tendency to. become extraor- 
dinary, and the result desired would be better attained if par- 
ents would, during the school year, make a point of calling 
upon the schools informally. 


THE PUBLIC LIBRARY. 


While lack of funds has prevented the Board from fully 
carrying out its wishes regarding co-operative work with the 
Public Library, it continues to feel that such work must sure- 
ly, in the near future, be undertaken, to the benefit of both 
schools and library. The Board wish here to acknowledge 
the many courtesies shown by the librarians to both teachers 
and scholars. 


BOOKS AND SUPPLIES. 


It costs the town some $2000 a year on the average to pay 
for the books and supplies needed. The next year a large 
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number of books which have been in use for several years 
should be replaced by new ones or put into new bindings, 
whichever plan is found most economical. 


REPAIRS. 


As there is a balance unexpended on repair account, and as 
the saving on this appropriation caused by the transfer of 
small repairs to janitor’s salary account will continue, if the 
appropriation asked for on general school account is voted, it 
will be possible to reduce the appropriation for repairs of 
school houses and improvement to grounds, to $700.

School Committee. 
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GRADE I. 


Reapine. Ten hours— Simple sentences from the black- 
board, for ten weeks, taking the book as soon as the pupil can 
read the sentences found on the first ten pages. Sentence, 
word and phonic methods combined in the order named. 
Read sentences from printed cards and written slips. Letters 
taught incidentally. 

LanauaGe. Two and one-half hours — Familiar conversa- 
tion with the pupils. Teacher and pupils attentively listening 
to stories of their games and playthings, their likes and dislikes, 
not too critically until the pupil becomes interested and confid- 
ing. Copying words and sentences from the blackboard and 
from written and printed slips. Brief maxims and verses of 
poetry learned and recited, in this and all other grades. 


Writine. Two hours— To continue the language lessons 
with slate and pencil. Copying of easy sentences from the 
board. Writing similar ones about objects placed before them. 
Names of the letters may be taught incidentally during this 
exercise. 

SPELLING. Half hour—Oral and written. 

ARITHMETIC. Three and one-half hours— Numbers to ten 
inclusive with objects. Their combinations in addition, sub- 
traction, multiplication and division, with and without objects, 
until done with ease and rapidity. Results not to exceed ten. 
Pupils to make and solve concrete problems. Object,to learn 
the language of numbers, not reasoning. Counting rapidly 
backwards and forwards — first quarter 1 to 4, second quarter 
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1 to 6, third quarter 1 to 8, fourth quarter 1 to 10. Pint, 
quart, inch and foot. 


Drawine. One hour and one-half—Study of the six elemen- 
tary forms, furnished each school, moulding them in clay — 
making applications of them as suggested in White’s Drawing 
Book No. 1 (Revised), or Henry T. Bailey’s programme, as 
directed by Teacher of Drawing. Position of a body —on, 
ubove, beneath, before, right, left, &c. Size —large,' small, 
long, short, &c. Qualities— Smooth, rough, tough, brittle, 
sweet, sour, &c. Color— Red, orange, yellow, green, blue, 
violet, white, black, gray, brown, &c, As suggested by the 
color studies of Miss Crocker. 


Music. One hour— Scales by numerals and _ syllables. 
Time, rote songs and musical signs as directed by the Special 
Teacher of Music. 

PuystoLocy AND HyGiene (Alcohol, etc.)Thirty minutes— 
Carefully prepared statements in connection with simple gym- 
nastic exercises, marching, singing and vocal drill, twice each 
session. Principal organs of the body, their care and use. 
Importance to health of exercise in pure air, rest, sleep, sim- 
ple food, and avoidance of all indigestible and poisonous 
products. . | 

Manners AND Morats. Short proverbs and maxims influ- 
encing to orderly deportment — While pupils of this grade 
should not be compelled to sit in constrained positions, mo- 
tionless, they must from the outset be taught orderly conduct, 
the difference between liberty and license, and so by marching 
and frequent changes of position learn to obey the reasonable 
demands of an orderly room. <A primary school without a 
ready loving compliance on the part of the pupil, and steady 
but gentle management on the part of the teacher is worse than 
no school. The habits, likes and dislikes of the pupil formed 
in the primary grades are the most important of his whole 
school life. 
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Naturat Hisrory. One hour— Parts of plants, root, leaf, 
stem, &c., observation of domestic animals, cat, dog, horse, 
hen, &c. Introduced into the language lessons. 


Openrmna Exercises. Half hour —Recesses two hours. 


SuaeEstions— No exercise in this grade ought to exceed 
fifteen minutes. Pupils not at work with the teacher should 
be so occupied as not to be compelled to sit idle. 


GRADE II. 


Reapina. Ten hours—Second Readers. 


SpeLtinc. One and one-half hours — Oral and written. 
Writing of the common difficult words. Names of town, 
school, pupil, days of the week, and months of the year. 

LanauaGe. Two and one-half hours—Repeating in their 
own language, paragraphs read, short stories read by teacher 
or pupil, orally and in writing. Use of capitals and punctua- 
tion marks, memorizing short selections of prose or poetry, 
write from dictation words, phrases and short sentences. 

ARITHMETIC... Three hours — Notation to 100, counting rap- 
idly backward and forward. The four operations with figures, 
addition and subtraction, multiplication and division, rapid 
combination of the nine digits, result not toexceed 100. Sim- 
ple fractions, Roman numerals, &c. Practical illustrations of 
measures of capacity, gill, pint, quart, &c., of quantity, ounce, 
pound; of distance, inch, foot, yard, rod and mile, Time, days, 
weeks, month, yard, dozen. Simple concrete problems by the 
pupils to learn the language of numbers. 


Writing. Oneand one-h: slate and pencil, 
from blackboard as in first year... Tracing book, if prescribed, 
one book for the year. 

Drawine. Oneandonc-half hours — Straicht lines, angles, 
simple curves, copying combinations of above and such work 
with slate and pencil, as directed by Teacher of Drawing. 
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Music. As directed by Teacher of Music— Exercises with 
chart, writing notes, measures, &c., rote songs. 
PurysicaL TRAINING. One hour. 


Heatru (Alcohol, etc.). One half-hour— Same as in First 
Grade. 


OBSERVATION LeEssons. One hour — Position, form, color, 
&c. Size of objects, measurement of objects and distances 
in school-room ; appearance of sun, moon, stars, sky, clouds, 
rain, snow, ice, wind, points of the compass, hill, valley, brooks 
and rivers, dew, frost. Relative positions of objects in 
school-room. 


Oprenrna Exercises. One-half hour— Recessestwo hours. 


GRADE III. 


Reapine. Six hours— Second and Third Readers, silent 
reading and reading at sight. Reproducing what is read, in 
pupils’ own language. Brief oral statements of thoughts of 
the paragraphs read. 

SPELLING. One half-hour — As in Second Grade. 

Lanauace. Three and one-half hours —In addition to work 
similar to that of the Second Grade, letter-writing, paying 
particular attention to all the usual forms, paragraphing, etc. 

Writine. Book, Part Two, Primary. 


ARITHMETIC. Four and one-half hours — Notation, two pe- 
riods. The rapid and accurate combinations of the nine digits. 
Written Arithmetic in the four operations, multiples and 
divisors less than 138. Practical illustrations of weights and 
measures, and concrete problems by the pupils to acquire 
familiarity with the tables. Simple fractions, 1-2, 1-3, 1-4, 
ete. Roman numerals to MW. 

Drawine. One and one-half hours — Book No. 2, and such 
work as directed by the Drawing teacher. 
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Music. One hour. | 

Gymnastics, Puys., etc. One-half hour — As in previous 
grades. 

Morats AND Manners. Illustrated and systematically 
taught in all grades.

ATTENDANCE. TRUANCY. 


The attendance for the year is as high as could reasonably 
be expected, when we take into the account the large number 
of absences caused in the latter part of the year by the pre- 
vailing sickness and the greater care exercised, therefore, to 
prevent sickness by keeping pupils at home in bad weather. 
It was gratifying to observe this, on one recent occasion at 
least, when failure to give the no-session signa] made but slight 
difference in the attendance, a wise care on the part of parents 
keeping the younger pupils at home and many of the older 
ones. Again it will bear repeating, that health is of the first 
consequence, and absence to preserve it is always to be com- 
mended, no loss of rank or promotion being incurred thereby. 

The matter of truancy needs special consideration. While 
the number of different cases are not sufficient to require any 
special attention, the repetition of the offence by several pupils 
and the difficulty of breaking up the habit, lead me to suggest 
for your consideration the appointment of an additional truant 
officer in the Chapin District, who would be accessible ata 
moment’s notice and who would be able to give any case re- 
ported immediate attention. 

A competent person near at hand would be of great service 
to second the prompt and intelligent action of the school in 
that district. If the janitor were also a truant officer, with the 
very competent parties now acting, it would seem that truants, 
who above all others need the good influences of the school, 
would be looked after promptly and efficiently. 

It must not be forgotten by teachers that children like to go 
where they find pleasure, and the first question in case of con- 
tinued absence or truancy is for the teacher to ask what is the 
trouble with my manner — not the pupil’s. Special study of 
the child will improve attendance. | 
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SCHOOLHOUSES. TEACHERS. 


The matter of schoolhouses has received so full attention by 
the committee, that any repetition by me is unnecessary. 

The High School corps of teachers fortunately remains the 
same as last year with the addition, on account of its large 
increase of numbers, of Miss Eva M. Palmer, who as a be- 
ginner, is doing very acceptable work at a merely nominal 
salary, the experience gained being no small reward of itself. 

In the Wadleigh, Miss Annie B. Stott has thus far taken the 
place of Miss Lucette Colby in the 7th grade. On account 
of the large number of pupils, of the 7th grade, it was 
found necessary to have two divisions of the 7th in the 
Wadleigh, and establish a 6th grade in the Chapin. 

In the Wyman, two important changes have been made. 
Miss Hattie M. Sawyer was transferred from the Gifford to 
the 4th and 5th of the Wyman, and Miss Catherine E. 
O’Brien took charge in September of the lst grade. The 
school is in excellent hands and will easily take rank with the 
first of its grade — 1st to 7th inclusive. 

It is highly proper that special mention should be made of 
the resignation of Miss Abby F. Johnson at the close of the 
school year in June. The influence of her long and faithful 
service in the schools of Winchester will ever abide in the 
memories of her pupils. 

In the Gifford there have been three changes — Miss Spurr 
taking charge of the 6th grade, formed by promotion of pupils 
from the Mystic, Gifford, Highland and Washington. The 
last three schools and the Chapin previously sent to the Wad- 
leigh, but as that was filled with the 7th, 8th and 9th grades,: 
the above arrangement was the best possible for the Board to 
make. 

Miss Mary E. Patten was placed in charge of the 4th and 
5th, and is doing excellent work. Miss Johnson was trans- 
ferred from the Mystic, now absorbed in the Gifford, to the 
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lst grade, and Miss Bearse, from the Highland, to the 2d and 
3d grades of the Gifford. In my opinion it has been a decided 
gain for the pupils of the Mystic school to be transferred to 
the Gifford, in two very important directions, in better clas- 
sification and in the inspiration of association with a larger 
number in a better house. In the Rumford, Miss Moseley was 
transferred from the Wyman Primary to the 3d, 4th and 5th 
grades, in place of Miss Bruce resigned. 

It was found necessary to raise the grade of the Chapin. 
The 6th grade, heretofore finding room at the Wadleigh, 
remains at the Chapin in charge of Miss Riley, and the lower 
grades were given to the other teachers. The school has well 
maintained its increased importance and is doing excellent 
work. 

Miss Hammond was transferred from the Gifford to the 
Highland. 

The Washington still remains in the efficient care of Miss 
Richardson. 

Thus we see there have again been eleven changes during the 
year. . 

Four new teachers, three (3) changes of grade and four 
transfers. 

Since writing the above, Miss Dernier, of the Wyman, has 
resigned a salary of $400 to accept a $600 salary in Somer- 
ville, making twelve changes during the year. 


INSTRUCTION. 


With but very few exceptions the work and discipline of 
the schools are very satisfactory. And in the cases not en- 
tirely satisfactory, it is thought to be better for the schools to 
continue as organized rather than to make any changes for 
the present. 

Under the system of promotion and frequent inspection of 
the classes adopted by the Board, there is a certain cesirable 
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freedom of development of the individual teacher not attain- 
able under the machine system of computing educational pro- 
gress by per cents. - It is worthy of remark that one seldom 
hears the unkind and ungenerous criticism, too common with 
machine teachers of an upper grade, that her pupils are not 
well prepared for the work, are not “up to grade,” thereby 
reflecting upon the work of the teacher below. Under the 
system the teachers do not look upon each other as natural 
enemies. On the contrary, there is a hearty co-operation, 
with liberal allowance for defective memories on the part of 
pupils, and a conscientious effort to remedy any deficien- 
cies from any cause, and a sympathetic effort upon the part of 
every teacher to enable every pupil promoted, conditionally 
or unconditionally, to make the most of his opportunity to do 
the work of that grade. Only after long and continued failure 
on the pupil’s part is he allowed to lose rank. This is exactly 
as it should be, and leads to real educational results, to indivi- 
dual work and development. 

It is hoped, to become still better acquainted with each 
others work and to discuss educational reforms and pedagogi- 
cal methods, a teacher’s club will be formed, consisting of all 
vrades, to meet, say, monthly, for formal and informal treat- 
ment of professional work. Such an organization could, with 
the aid of the pedagogical literature already in the library 
and obtainable by request of the Trustees, do much to raise 
still higher the character of our schools. 

Since the opening of the schools in September, what with 
the County and State meetings of teachers, meetings for les- 
sons in drawing and other topics, no special meetings have 
been called by the Superintendent. 


COURSE OF STUDY. 


The new course of study for the High school gives a Diploma 
of Graduation to the pupil who carries forward, in a satisfac- 
tory manner, any one of the possible courses elected. 
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The great number of courses, consisting of three or four 
elected studies, and partial courses allowed in worthy special 
cases, give the best possible opportunity to all who earnestly 
desire to receive the benefits of a High school training, in all 
the departments of, literature, science, and art, according to 
the best approved methods of instruction. 

With sufficient teaching force to perfect its plans, the school 
may easily rank with the first of its grade. 

A word must be said as to the important changes made in 
the grammar-school course of study. 

It is now the third year since the introduction of algebra into 
the 8th and 9th grades. No complaint has been made by 
teacher, pupil or parent, that the study of algebra has been a 
hindrance to what is thought to be more practical work. On 
the contrary, both teachers and pupils seem agreed that it is 
not only a relief to the endless repetition of the usual arithme- 
tical work, but is useful and interesting of itself. 

The present teachers of these grades are well qualified to 
instruct in algebra, and also in the elective studies, French and 
Latin.. 

About 20 pupils from the 8th and 9th study Latin, reciting 
to the master three lessons a week, and about the same num- 
ber, 20 others, take French and recite at the same hour to Miss 
Hanson, who is well qualified to interest them in their work 
and to give them an excellent training of the ear, in the cor- 
rect pronunciation of the language, thus fitting them admir- 
ably to pursue the study at the High school, or by them- 
selves, if their school-days end with the grammar graduation. 

Frequent inspection of the work done in these branches 
shows it to be critically and faithfully done. There is no com- 
plaint of over-work, though the master has a section of the 8th 
and 9th grades in his room, and yet he finds time for the 
algebra and Latin, with drawing, music and calisthenics, and 
the usual grammar-school program. 

To find time for such a variety of work, all to be done in a 
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satisfactory manner, taxes the teacher’s greatest ingenuity. 
Not a moment is to be lost. There is no room for dawdling 
in the recitation, no time for hesitation and doubt on the part 
of teacher or pupil. Recitations must be well learned and 
promptly made, all which gives life and interest to the work 
of the school-room. 

It is the opinion of the master that not only are those who 
study Latin and French benefited thereby, but that the rest 
of the school are indirectly greatly benefited, both by the 
actual information gained by the listeners, but by the added 
dignity to grammar-school work — a certain inspiration to 
better effort in all the work from the feeling that a grammar- 
school is of more importance than they had ever before thought ; 
that is, that the tone of the whole school has been raised by 
the change of programme and that, independent of the influence 
upon those receiving the direct benefits of the change, those 
who intend to take a college course or enter upon a literary, 
scientific or professional career, —to such the advantage from 
the studying of another language the last two or three years 
of the grammar-school.course can hardly be overestimated. 

It is gratifying to know that it is the settled purpose of the 
Board to have the experiment tried with the greatest possible 
effort to ensure its success, and its progress will be watched 
with the utmost diligence. 

In the matter of geometry, it has been a little more difficult, 
for several reasons, to realize at the present time the advantages 
hoped to be gained by its introduction, in anelementary form, 
including definitions, geometrical concepts and problems by 
graphic representations, without rigid demonstration. But 
the admirable spirit manifested by the teachers of the 6th and 
7th grades, where geometrical methods are to be taught, 
warrants the belief that at an early day the most satisfactory 
results may be realized. For the benefit of those who demand 
a so-called practical education, I think I ought to tell the story 
of the engineering feat of a couple of lads belonging to the 6th 
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grade, at the certain risk even of the serious charge of dealing 
with trifles in a report supposed to deal only with grave mat- 
ters. — It will freely be admitted that the originality and enter- 
prise of the lads argue greater deeds. 

The teacher had illustrated to her class that most useful 
of all geometrical problems, the proportionality of similar 
triangles, and especially its application to finding ap- 
proximately the height of objects, poles, trees and steeples 
either by comparing their shadows with the shadow of an ob- 
ject of known height or by placing a measured stake at a given 
distance from the object and sighting the top of the object to 
be measured. 

These enterprising lads, to turn an honest penny, and at the 
same time give evidence of their skill, called upon several of 
their neighbors during the summer vacation and generously 
offered to inform them of the exact height of their house for 
the extraordinarily low reward of 5 cents ! It is needless to say 
they were given the job —the price for so valuable information 
having been thought exceedingly reasonable. 

Undoubtedly these lads will be heard from again, no harm 


befalling them. Laughable as the incident certainly is, yet la n 
not sure that it may not also be seriously regarded as a straw 
indicating that the educational breeze is blowing from the right 
quarter. 


READING. 


Not the least important action of the Board during the year 
was substituting copies of appropriate English classics in the 
higher grades for the Fourth and Fifth Readers, as new books 
have to be purchased. : 

This will not only give a substantial culture to the whole 
school in their own language, but will give profitable occupation 
and a broader field of development for pupils who do not elect 
French or Latin in those grades. 

Spelling is very carefully taught, but it ought not to be for- 
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gotten that a direct attack upon it with the excellent book in 
use is not the only, if the best method of acquiring the ability 
to spell. 

Whatever cultivates careful examination of forms, aids in 
spelling; therefore, among the best helps to correct spelling 
may be named drawing and the critical examination of plants, 
flowers and animals, beginning with the lowest grades. 


OUR FLAGS. 


It is found that the first expense of raising the United States 
flag over our schoolhouses is not the final one. On account of 
the great expense attending the flying of the flag daily, and to 
make it of still greater educational value, we would suggest 
that the Board fix upon certain dates of great national and his- 
torical value, when the flag shall be displayed and the reasons 
therefor rehearsed by teachers or pupils. History and patriot- 
ism will thus go hand in hand. 


HIGH SCHOOL. 


More than fifty pupils have been admitted to the High School 
during the year — nearly twenty having received “double pro- 
motion from the 8th grade, being pupils who had really 
been nine years in the lower grades and were found amply 
qualified to undertake the work of the High School. With the 
new programme and so large a number of pupils, it was 
evident the teaching force must be increased, and it was 
accordingly done. 

While the present condition of the school is exceedingly 
ssatisfactory, it still is a matter for serious consideration whether 
a young man, having had special training in and aptness for 
teaching physics and chemistry, should not be employed to 
relieve the principal of the laboratory work, which is a great 
consumer of time, and is second in importance to no other 
department. Or, what would be still better, give the young 
graduates, fresh from their classical studies, the teaching of the 
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Latin and Greek, which they can do well enough, at moderate 
salaries, and leave the Latin of the graduating class and labor- 
atory work to the principal, who is admirably qualified for this 
important work. The principal’s influence would thus be early 
brought to bear upon all the pupils of the school, and habits 
of industry and the most approved methods of work would 
be acquired at the beginning of the course. 

Another matter of much importance I would suggest for 
your consideration, is the dropping of the study of Greek from 
the curriculum. Only a little more than one-third of the 
Freshman class, nearly four hundred, entering Harvard elected 
Greek. It seems a pity that so much time and labor should 
be put upon a mere smattering of a difficult language, and 
that to be put aside so soon, when they could be used to so 
great advantage in the acquisition of the modern languages, 
French and German, and the methods and results in physics, 
chemistry and the natural sciences. Many private and public 
preparatory schools omit Greek. It is only a question of 
time, when the study of Greek will be left to professors 
and specialists, and take its place with Hebrew and Sanscrit. 

It is thought by many that small rural high schools, whose 
function is to educate the greatest number for nineteenth cen- 
tury conditions of life, cannot afford to give a monopoly of the 
time of the highest priced teachers to a mere handful of pupils, 
in a, for the most part futile, attempt to master a language, a 
fair knowledge of which can in no sense be an equivalent for 
the loss of other knowledge and intellectual power that the 
same amount of time and effort would secure if put upon sub- 
jects that would prepare students for their life work in the’ 
present and future, by putting them at once in accord with the 
times. 

The great amount of time now given to the critical study of 
the English language at every step in the primary, grammar 
and high schools makes the study of Greek of much less im- 
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portance than formerly as a factor in linguistic culture for the 
general student. 

The influence of the High School upon the community is of 
the highest importance morally, intellectually and financially, 
and no reasonable expense to broaden that influence should be 
deemed excessive. Winchester has every reason to be satisfied 
with the results from her High School investments. 

Of course, the opportunity to study the Greek language in 
our High School will continue so long as the demand for it 
exists. Our purpose is to call attention to the fact so well- 
known to those most interested, that it is losing ground as to 
its supposed importance as a preparation for college, both in 
the colleges themselves and in the preparatory schools.

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PENMANSHIP. 


The general results in penmanship are not altogether satis- 
factory. It would seem that so simple an art, with so few 
elements involved, could be attained with greater ease and skill 
in much less time than it now receives. It is now thought in 
teaching drawing that less copying and more independent, 
original work secures the best results. Why would not a 
similar course in penmanship give better results? Painful im- 
itation of a set copy for nine years now fails to be satisfactory. 
The simple forms are wonderfully well learned in the primary 
grades; why should six years more of constant practice and 
drill produce so meagre results? The fault must be with 
methods. Let the work be specially emphasized when the 
change is made from the pencil to the pen, and special effort 
be made, at that time, when the muscles can be easily trained, 
to secure ease and rapidity of movement, and legibility with 
rapidity be aimed at without attempting to annihilate com- 
pletely individuality of style. We should not expect all to 
become fine penmen of a single type. As the child begins to 
write on entering school, by daily practice at the end of the 
sixth year, he ought to be somewhat of an expert, and the time 
given to drill in penmanship in the 7th, 8th and 9th grades, 
would most profitably be spent in learning Shorey and the 
use of the typewriter. 

To make shorthand and typewriting a part of the pupil’s edu- 
cation, especially if he goes to the high school and college, 
would be somewhat analagous to the introduction of steam in 
navigation. 

The vast amount of writing required of students, taking 
notes on special investigations, from dictation, lectures, and 
their own compositions, absolutely requires the aid of these 
labor-saving arts, aside from the fact that all business methods 
are rapidly making the same demands. 

Two type-writing machines in the grammar school and two 
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in the high, with the teaching of shorthand, would be inval- 
uable aids to the work of the schools, saving much time and 
labor to both teacher and pupil. The educational value of 
the typewriter, by shortening the road to correct spelling, 
punctuation and the use of capitals, is worthy of careful 
consideration. 


NATURAL HISTORY AND ELEMENTARY PHYSICS. 


In many classes much is already done to interest pupils in 
observing objects of interest in the vegetable and animal king- 
dom,—the growth and varieties of plants, transformations and 
habits of insects, birds and domestic animals. A majority of 
the pupils of Winchester have, by association and home train- 
ing, an unusually full vocabulary, and it is important to con- 
sider whether much of the language drill might not be made 
more profitable if, instead of a direct attack upon language by 
the copying and imitating of commonplace sentences, they 
were put to original work in formulating their observations, 
under proper supervision, of minerals, plants and animals, of 
their own collecting in the main, cultivating at the same time 
their perceptive faculties, and the power of expressing their 
own thoughts. Muchis already done in this line. It is possi- 
ble to do more. 

A summer vacation-school of natural history, taught by a 
distinguished naturalist for a nominal sum, taking such pupils 
and adults as might volunteer into the fields and woods for a two- 
hour tramp, showing them how and where to look to find nature’s 
choicest treasures, and then in some convenient hall giving a 
familiar talk upon the collections made and pointing out the 
methods of classification, would be a most profitable invest- 
ment for health, pleasure and knowledge. Such a school was 
organized in Medford last summer, by Prof. C. J. Maynard of 
Newtonville, at a merely nominal expense, and was a grand 
success. It awakens enthusias m and unlocks many of the 
doors of knowledge usually closed to the young. 
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The work in elementary physics has been limited mainly to 
the 9th grammar. There is no reason why it should not 
be carried down into the 7th and 8th grades; not in formal 
methods, but upon such topics as the teacher may feel 
an interest in giving, each teacher reporting to the teacher 
above the particular work done. The work should be upon 
certain prominent and useful facts that would arouse the pupil's 
curiosity to know more of such facts, and increase his desire for 
more knowledge in all directions. 


DRAWING. 


From purely economical considerations an effort was made 
to dispense with the services of a special teacher in drawing. 
It did not prove satisfactory, and at the end of three months 
the services of Miss Evelyn Cross, a graduate of the State 
Normal Art School, were secured, and there is promise of 
marked improvement in this department, if her services are 
continued. 


SCHOOL OF CARPENTRY. 


The opening of the School of Carpentry has been delayed 
until a late day for two special reasons; one the financial 
question, the other that the new programme might have the 
Jeast possible interruption until it had gained, if possible, a 
permanent foothold. No lack of faith in the carpentry school 
as an important educational factor has influenced the Board in 
the re-opening of the school. 

Excellent accommodations for carpentry work have been 
fitted up in the basement of the Gifford, and the classes have 
entered upon their work under the direction of their former 
teacher, Mr. E. Hatch. 


COOKING SCHOOL. 


The opening of the Cooking School has been deferred some- 
what for the same reasons that delayed the School of Car-

pentry. It is now in charge of Mrs. Annetta G. Paine, who 
has had much experience in managing the household, and also 
has studied chemistry and the art of cooking. 


MUSIC AND SEWING. 


There has been marked improvement in the sewing classes, 
and reference is made to the reports of the special teachers in 
music and sewing for a fuller statement of the work done in 
their several departments. 

In sewing, the work is done with more system than hereto- 
fore, and is so well considered in its details that it will be an 
easy matter to continue it in the higher grades, to include cut- 
ting by pattern, cutting and fitting, in the usual branches of 
dress-making. 

In conclusion, reviewing the work of the year, taking into 
account the increase in the number of pupils and the changes 
in the course of study, the Board may well be satisfied with 
the work already accomplished, and confidently expect. still 
more satisfactory results. 

For the hearty co-operation of the teachers, the indulgence 
of the Board, and the frequently expressed sympathy of many 
parents, I desire to express my thanks.

I have the honor to submit to you the annual report of the 
condition and needs of our High School. 

The past year has been a memorable one in the history of 
our school. There are now on the register the names of 122 
pupils. This large number is accounted for by the fact that a 
large class was admitted to the school in September; that the 
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graduating class numbered only seven: that comparatively few 
pupils left the school during the year, and several entered whose 
parents had taken up their residence in Winchester. 

As there are only ninety desks in the large room, thirty-two 

of the scholars are obliged to occupy the smaller rooms, no one 
of which. has more than twenty-eight desks; moreover all of 
these rooms are used for recitations by classes which are sent 
to them from the large room. Various methods have been 
tried to overcome this difficulty, but none has proved success- 
ful. It seems necessary to have a second assembly room, of 
’ sufficient size to furnish seats for scholars who are at work 
and for those who are reciting to the teacher in charge of the 
room. ; 
This can easily be done by extending the west wing of the 
building twenty-five feet, thus making two rooms which would 
accommodate fifty pupils each. Of these the present fourth 
class would fill one, and the other would be used as an ordinary 
recitation room. One of the rooms now used for recitations is 
the chemical laboratory, and for obvious reasons it is not fitted 
for both purposes. 

It would be very desirable to build a one-story addition at 
the north end of the building to be used by the classes in chem- 
istry, provided with a separate entrance so that there should be 
no communication between this and the main building, thus 
confining all the necessary but disagreeable odors to this 
addition. 

During the summer vacation a large sky-light was placed in 
the ceiling of the main room in order to furnish sufficient light. ° 
to pupils sitting near the platform. This experiment has 
proved to be a great success, and on the darkest days pupils. 
are able to study without inconvenience. 

As far as is known the revised course of study is giving sat- 
isfaction to parents and pupils. It promises to do away with 
theclass of pupils known as special students; those who are 
members of the school, and do but a part of the regular work. 
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As was intended, it allows pupils great freedom in the choice 
of studies, and enables them to follow out natural taste, or the 
wishes of parents, in making their selection of .electives. 

I think it would be wise, and therefore recommend, that two 
additions be made to the present course; one in arithmetic 
and English grammar for the lowest class, and a course in 
advanced physics for the second class. The first of these would 
be an advantage to those who are to remain in the school buta . 
short time, and did not elect Latin in the grammar school, 
and do not wish to study that language. This would form a 
part ofwhat is called the business course in the High School. 
Sucha course would be beneficial also to pupils who intend to 
enter the Institute of Technology, and must pass an examin- 
ation in these subjects. The second course, in physics, would 
allow pupils to do much more advanced work than can be done 
with the time that is now given to this subject. 

The number of pupils who intend to pursue their studies 
after graduating from our High School is increasing rapidly. 
There are now forty or fifty who are preparing for college or 
institute. The effect of this on the character of the school is 
very beneficial. It compels teachers to expect and demand 
greater proficiency, and also stimulates pupils to greater 
efforts. This fact also explains why the force of teachers has 
been increased during the last few years. 

We shall need to make quite an addition to our apparatus in 
the two laboratories the coming year, as but little has been 
purchased during the last two years, and much is of a perish- 
able nature. We need also duplicate sets of apparatus, as 
otherwise pupils lose considerable time waiting their turn to 
perform a given experiment. I need not speak of the impor- 
tance of this part of our work, for the laboratory method is 
confessed to be the only successful one of teaching scientific

Dear Str,—In accordance with your wish, I send you 
a report of the past year’s work in music, in the Winchester 
schools, which you can use in connection with your own, as 
you think best. The work in the Primary grades has been 
excellent. I have been more than pleased with the progress 
made there. The lower classes of the Grammar grades have 
been and are doing good work, steadily improving, and 
always interested and attentive. The higher classes have suf- 
fered for want of practice, the time required and needed for 
advancement being discontinued. I do not wish to dictate, 
for I know both yourself and the committee are working for 
the interests of the schools, but I would suggest, if you wish 
them to keep the reputation they have earned in the past for 
excellence in this department, that more time be allowed for 
practice. Mr. Tyzzer realizes the importance of this, and 
agrees fully with me. We are trying to do all we can, so that 
if the classes are not up to the usual standard, we may hope 
to see a little improvement. I find him one of the most help- 
ful, painstaking teachers I ever met. It is useless to expect 
other than fairly good singing at the High school, where there 
is absolutely no practice, save on Wednesdays, the music days. 
This is unusual. I know of no town where so little time is given 
to music in the High school. The scholars show a willingness 
to sing, and do sing remarkably well, for so little practice. 
The use of the Coda has encouraged them to do their best, and 
I would recommend a continued use of them. I have tried 
individual work in the schools this year with good results. 
Hoping my suggestions in regard to more time for practice, 
and freer use of the Coda, may meet your approval, I am

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REPORT OF COMMITTEE ON ADDITIONAL 
SCHOOL ACCOMMODATIONS. 


The committee appointed at the March meeting of 1891 to 
consider the question of additional school accommodations, 
submit their report. In consultation with the School Board 
it was ascertained that with the increasing number of pupils 
there is needed more accommodation for the lower grades of 
the Grammar school as well as for the High school pupils. 
Considerable investigation has been made to ascertain at what 
price a lot of land could be obtained suitably located for the 
erection of a four-room schoolhouse somewhat nearer the centre 
of the town than the Rumford school, with the intention of 
using such a building for the accommodation of the Rumford 
District as well as lower grammar grades from the entire 
town. ‘The only lot well adapted for such a purpose, which 
could be found, was a portion of the estate of Honorable F. 
O. Prince, located next north of the property of the late Dr. 
Winsor, containing about 30,000 square feet of land. The 
best price that could be obtained for this lot was 20 cents per 
square foot, making the total cost of the land alone about 
$6,000. When it is considered that the location of a building 
at this point would perhaps discommode the smaller pupils of 
the Rumford District more than it accommodated the higher 
grades, and that there is a probability of a considerable in- 
crease in building toward the northeast part of the Rumford 
District, this committee came to the conclusion that on the 
whole it would be a better plan to utilize the present Rumford 
lot, removing the present building, and placing there a four- 
room schoolhouse, finishing for the present two rooms only. 

For the accommodation of the lower grammar grades, we 
deem it advisable that at an early day there should be built 
either an addition to the present Wadleigh school, or that 
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this building should be removed to some point where it could 
be utilized for town purposes, or sold to be removed, and that 
a new building be planned so as to afford six rooms in place of 
the four at present in use at the Wadleigh, and so arranged 
that it might ultimately be made an eight-room building. 

For the accommodation of the High school, it is advisable 
at an early day to enlarge the present recitation rooms in the 
wings, so that 50 pupils may be seated in each of them, and 
it would also be a wise plan to build for laboratory purposes 
a room in the rear, near Dix street, by which means ample 
accommodations would be afforded for some 250 pupils. It is 
thought there will be 150 pupils in that school next September. 

This committee accordingly recommends that the town 
appoint a committee to build, the ensuing year, upon the Rum- 
ford lot, a four-room schoolhouse, finishing two rooms, and 
that an appropriation be made therefor; also that an appro- 
priation be made to enlarge the High school building, as be- 
fore suggested. 

Estimates for this last work indicated that it would cost 
$3,000. 

Your committee has confined itself mainly in its investi- 
gation to the needs of the town, and to possible locations, so 
that we cannot submit estimates for the proposed Rumford 
building. 

The committee appointed for this purpose can easily obtain 
such estimates, and report to a special town meeting in season 
to begin the work, so as to have the building ready by Sep- 
tember, 1893. 

The High school extension should be undertaken and com- 
pleted by September, 1892. 

The proposed changes at the Wadleigh should be referred 
to a special committee to obtain detailed plans and estimates, 
and report at a later town meeting with a view of undertaking 
the work and securing its completion by September, 1894. 
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By the adoption of these plans the town can, at a slight 
annual expense for finishing the rooms at the new Rumford as 
needed, be provided with such accommodations as will be 
needed for the next ten years.

REPORT OF COMMITTEE ON SANITATION, 
HEATING AND VENTILATION. 


The Committee met and organized Oct. 17, 1891. It was 
decided to ask the co-operation of the School Committee, and 
as a result Mr. Littlefield was delegated by them to confer 
with us. He very kindly accompanied us on our first visit to 
,the Schoolhouses and explained the various methods of heat- 
ing now employed in them. 

At our second meeting Mr. Freeman announced that he 
could no longer serve on our Committee on account of the un- 
satisfactory condition of his health and the great increase of 
his business cares. 

Having been thus deprived at the outset of the services of 
of a person so competent to grapple with these subjects, we 
have been unable to accomplish all that we had desired. 

In order to obtain some reliable data in regard to the heat- 
ing of the schoolhouses we thought it advisable to make a daily 
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record of the temperature of each room, during one or more 
of the winter months. For this purpose a number of blank 
forms were prepared and distributed to the various teachers. 
Although the keeping of this record entailed a little extra 
work upon the teachers, they most cheerfully did it, and it is 
to them we are greatly indebted for a very interesting and in- 
structive collection of facts. The temperature was noted four 
times daily, also the number of persons present in the room, and 
the general condition of the atmosphere. The first record was 
kept for four weeks, three preceeding and one following the 
Christmas vacation. From these reports we have calculated 
the mean temperature for each room, also the average devia- 
tion from that mean.

From these tables it is evident that the warmest room was 
the large upper room in the High, while the coolest was the 
lower west room in the same building. The reports from the 
Gifford show a more uniform temperature than any other, and 
the report from the lower east room in that building is the 
least variable of all. This does not show that the room is 
heated equally in all parts, but indicates that for a given point 
the daily variation is slight. On the contrary, it has been re- 
marked by one of the Gifford teachers that at times it is very 
cold near the floor when it is 70° at the point where the ther- 
mometer usually hangs. This may be the same in other 
school-rooms, but no teacher has mentioned it. 

In the third week in January we again issued temperature 
blanks hoping we might be favored with colder weather than 
in December. The weather was colder, and as a rule the tem- 
peratures in the schools ranged slightly lower, especially in 
the Rumford, Highland, Chapin and Wadleigh. The most 
marked instances were as follows:

The problem of properly ventilating our schools and public 
buildings is no less puzzling than it is important. Many 
methods have been proposed and adopted in the various schools 
of our country, and although some of these have met with 
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considerable success, the great problem of thoroughly and 
economically ventilating and heating a school-room in this 
changeable climate, is, perhaps, yet unsolved. 

While we have not studied deeply enough into the merits 
of the various systems to express a final opinion, yet we are 
inclined to believe that the only system which can be relied 
upon at all times, in all conditions of weather, is one in which 
the air currents are produced and regulated by mechanical 
blowers or fans, driven by water motor or some suitable 
power. 

The ventilation of the Winchester school-houses is effected 
principally by opening the windows and doors. In nearly 
every room, one window, at least, is partially open all the 
time. Besides this, the door or transom over the door is 
frequently open into the hall, where there are open windows 
also. In many of the school-rooms the windows and doors 
are opened wide once or twice during each session, and thus 
the air of the room is replaced by pure.outside air which, of 
course, during the winter months, is much cooler than the 
escaping air. During these ventilation spasms the pupils either 
circulate about in the room, or else leave it, until the windows 
are again closed. While this method may seem to be very 
crude and imperfect the results obtained may be said to be 
fairly satisfactory. ; 

It may be generally supposed that there isa modern system 
of ventilation in vogue at the Gifford building, but when we 
consider that this system is only operative when the windows — 
and doors are closed, a condition seldom realized, then we see 
that the ventilation is largely effected by means of open win- 
dows, as is the case in other school buildings. ‘There can be 
little objection to this method of ventilation in mild weather, 
but on a cold wintry day it might happen that the windows 
would not be sufficiently opened, or if opened, the cold air 
might cause considerable inconvenience, if not actual danger 
to both teacher and pupils. 
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In order to ascertain the condition of the atmosphere in the 
various rooms, we have visited all the schools and have tested 
them with the Wolfert tester (newest form), and in three in- 
stances have made careful chemical analysis also. In making 
these tests we tried to get fair average samples, but it is prob- 
able that, in most cases, the air actually inhaled by the pupils 
is of a somewhat poorer quality than indicated by the Wolfert 
tester. 

The results are calculated in volumes of ‘‘ carbonic acid 


gas” in 10,000 volumes of air.

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These results show that, as a rule, the air in our school- 
rooms was in a fairly good condition on the days when the 
tests were made. The sanitary arrangement of some of the 
closets in some of our buildings is far from satisfactory. It is 
not possible to look after this matter too carefully, and we 
believe that the immediate improvement of the Wadleigh and 
Gifford is imperative. As soon as practicable the Chapin, 
Highland and Washington should be put into better sanitary 
condition. The Rumford is so old and badly arranged in 
every particular, that a new building should be erected in its 
place at an early date. 

The sanitary arrangements of the High and Wyman are 
fairly satisfactory, as they have closets with traps. In all the 
other schoolhouses there are no traps between the cess-pools 
and the closets, thereby exposing the children to the foul gases 
of the cess-pools, which ought to be remedied as soon as 
practicable. 

It is now held by the best authorities that a good dry cellar, 
with well cemented floor and walls laid in mortar, is absolutely 
necessary in the construction of any school building. With- 
out these no schoolhouse can be put into a satisfactory sanitary 
condition. The Highland has a spring of water running over 
the entire length of a badly constructed cellar. 

No arrangement of closets except construction with two 
traps having proper ventilation between them can be used with- 
out endangering the health of the pupils. In regard to the 
use of chemical substances in the purification of air, we wish to 
say that under some circumstances chemical materials may be 
advantageously employed as germicides and deodorizers, but 
nowhere in the world is there a chemical substance exposed for 
sale which will again render the air of a schoolroom fit for res- 
piration after it has been made impure by the human breath. 

We fully agree with the statement of President Eliot, that 
many more children are injured by impure air than by hard 
study. 
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The system of window ventilation now used in all the 
schoolhouses is vastly better than no ventilation, but deci- 
dedly inferior to any modern system now in general use. 

The following record very clearly demonstrates the unsatis- 
factory condition of the heating and ventilation of the Gifford. 

The colder the weather, the greater will be the differential 
temperature between the floor and the higher portion of the 
room. This record was kept in moderately cold weather and 
we presume that it fairly represents the condition of all, or 
nearly all, of the schoolrooms in this town.

In order to put the closets in the Wadleigh or the Gifford 
in a satisfactory sanitary condition it will require a radical 
change in the method of heating either of those buildings, for 
the reason that any good system must be kept so that it will 
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not freeze up in cold weather. We therefore recommend that 
at least one schoolhouse (the Gifford) be put into first-class 
condition with regard to its heating, ventilating and sanitary 
arrangements, as its present condition is dangerous to the 
health of the pupils and teachers. 

Weare of the opinion that the best results will be obtained 
by the use of steam, with a mechanical circulation of the air, 
and we have no doubt but it will be very economical for the 
town to employ a first-class engineer to make all the plans in 
detail, and to superintend its construction. . 

We have only drawn on the appropriation the sum of six

There is probably no appropriation made by the town, 
which is so difficult to expend wisely and justly as the appro- 
priation for the Poor Department. 

The Board of Overseers have given considerable time and 
thought to their work, and have endeavored to spend the town’s 
money as if it were their own. 

The uncollected bill against Mary Ballou of $42.71, which 
was reported last year, has been abated because it was thought 
to be almost impossible to collect it. The charge of $33.44 
for Abbie M. Dunton, together with the expense of this year, 
has been abated for the same reason. The sum of $441.61 
has been collected from Albert Ayer, guardian of John A. 
Wright, towards $664.39, which was charged last year and the 
amount of $222.78 abated because Mr. Ayer paid into the 
town treasury all the money he had which belonged to his 
ward. 

Whenever aid has been given to persons who.own property, 
that is known to the Board, we have in all cases given to the 
Town Treasurer the account for collection from the parties.

All the rent bills and board bills are paid to the end of the 
town year, except the hospital bills which are paid to January 
Ist last, but the hospital bills are for the full calendar year. 
The only unpaid bills known to the Overseers amount to about 
thirty dollars, and are mostly for groceries. 

The bill this year for medical attendance is unusually large. 
This is due partly to the fact that we have had a larger number 
of deaths this year than any previous, and also to the ravages of 
disease, especially la grippe and scarlet fever. Hardly a per- 
son or family dependent on the town escaped la grippe this 
year, and in another case a mother and her three children were 
taken down with scarlet fever at the same time. We have also 
buried two who suffered for months with a lingering mal- 
ady ; all of which cases required more or less constant medical 
attendance. Atthe present time the town is remarkably free 
from sickness among the poor, there being but one case. 

The sum of $139.50 has been expended for finishing a room 
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in the basement of the town hall building which is occupied by 
the Winchester Union, to be used by them until otherwise or- 
dered by the Overseers of the Poor. This cost is included in 
the expenses of the Poor Department in accordance with a vote 
of the town, but it ought to have been charged to the Town 
Hall account.

The four children of William J. and Hattie Thornton, who 
were living in Woburn, but whose legal settlement was in 
Winchester, were put into the Woburn Almshouse by the Wo- 
burn Overseers because they were neglected by their parents. | 
At a hearing before the judge of the Fourth District Court of 
this county, the chairman of our Board protested strongly 
against this town assuming the charge of these children, because 
we had no suitable place to keep them and because we felt 
incompetent in the matter, and the judge ordered the officers 
of the State Board to assume the care and expenses of the 
children.

NINETEENTH ANNUAL REPORT 


WINCHESTER WATER BOARD, 


MARCH, 1802. 
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REPORT OF WATER BOARD. 


WINCHESTER, FEBRUARY 26, 1892. 


For the nineteenth time the town receives hereby the 
Annual report of its Water Board. 

The Water Board congratulates the town on the arrival of a 
time when there seems to be no more occasion to contend as 
to what shall be done about water. The supply is obtained. 
The board may recommend as to its distribution and the 
maintenance of its purity. If its recommendation is not 
adopted, the Board need not feel responsible for the result. 
It has always felt concerned to have the town do what was 
best, and it is much satisfaction to know that when a Town 
meeting understands the necessity and propriety of a matter 
it generally does the right thing. 

The decease of our colleague, Mr. Herrick, had suitable 
notice at the hand of the town, in meeting assembled. His 
disposition to thorough work, attention to detail, forethought 
and comprehension have put our water supply on such sub- 
stantial foundation that our townspeople will be thankful, 
more and more, for the life and works of Moses A. Herrick. 

The bad taste and unpleasant odor of the water has been 
more general the past year, and continued for a longer period 
than ever before. The Water Board has spent considerable 
time in an effort to ascertain the cause thereof. We think it 
can be attributed very largely to the extensive cultivation of 
Dyke’s meadow. ‘The Boardare of the opinion that the water 
from this source can be diverted without great expense to 
the town. We have this matter under consideration, and as 


* 
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soon as We have matured a plan that we think feasible, will 
submit it to the town for its consideration. 

The construction of the North Reservoir dam, gate-house 
and over-flow was done by contract with Charles Linehan of 
East Cambridge. The Board’s experience with him has con- 
vinced them that all future work, as far as practicable, could 
be better done and at less expense if done by the day, and 
under the immediate supervision of the board. The slope 
paving of this dam must be relaid at an early date. If this 
work had been properly done at first, there would never have 
been any displacement of it. The contract with Messrs. Rowe 
and Hall for work on the main dam of the South Reservoir 
was for a given price per cubic and square yard. This work 
had the daily inspection of the Water Board, and the constant 
supervision of the Engineer, in the interest of the town. We 
have every reason to believe that this piece of work has been 
thoroughly done. 

We have, during the last year been able to secure the serv- 
ices of men in town who have the ability and experience, after 
plans have been furnished them, to do the work without the 
further services of an engineer, and thus save a considerable 
item of expense. 

To the Superintendent’s report, which is herewith submit- 
ted, we refer you for all information as to water distribution 
and amount of supplies on hand. 

The Auditors’ report should show the condition of each of 
the appropriations granted. 

The middle dam, intended to divide the waters of the new 
South Reservoir and keep a high level on the upper meadow, 
is two-thirds done. We have taken advantage of the snow 
and ice this winter to haul by sled sufficient stones to complete 
the slope paving of this portion of the work. 

Although authorized at the spring Town Meeting to build 
here a dam or bridge, yet we did not prepare immediately to 
begin the work. We considcred well the situation. We in- 
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vited townsmen to meet us on the site and give their views; 
but not many appeared. We sought the advice of the State 
Board of Health, through the medium of a letter, as to the 
advisability ofseparating the water of the Reservoir by construct- 
ing a dam at the foot of Turkey Swamp, so-called, of which 
the following is a copy: 


WINCHESTER, May Ist, 1891. 


To the State Board of Health, 13 Beacon Street, Boston :-— 


The Water Board is desirous of obtaining the opinion of 
your Board as to the advisability of separating the water in 
the South Reservoir, now being built, by an earth dam so con- 
structed that the water upon the upper portion of the Reser- 
voir, in which portion the water will not average more than 
eleven feet in depth, may be controlled and let into the lower 
basin at a time of year when the water is free from vegetable 
impurity. 

At the Annual Town Meeting of 1890 the Water Board was 
authorized to complete the South Reservoir. The work is so 
far done that we expect to finish it about July lst of this year. 
This Reservoir will, when filled with water, comprise about 
one hundred and sixty acres and be about one and a half 
miles in length and very irregular in width. The dam is at 
the south end. The water at this point will be forty feet in 
depth and at the extreme north endabout tenfeet. The narrowest 
place in the Reservoir is about midway from north to south, 
and is three hundred feet from shore to shore east and west. 
This point is situated at the foot of what is known to the older 
residents of the town as **Turkey Swamp.” ‘The water at this 
place will be thirteen feet deep, and, as above stated. at the 
upper end ten feet. This swamp contuins sixty acres. It is not. 
soft mud but more the character of peat, growing small brush 
and wild flags. Many years ago it was ditched and produced 
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a fair quality of grass for hay. Atour Annual Town Meeting 
this year, the Board was authorized to construct a roadway at 
the foot of the above named swamp, crossing from the west to 
to the east side to a point of land extending out into the Reser- 
voir containing thirty acres. It is proposed to make a public 
park of this land. The kind of roadway was left to the judg- 
ment of the Water Board, whether it should be a bridge or a 
dam ; if a dam, using the top as a road. The Water Board, as 
well as our citizens, are not fully in accord as to the kind of a 
crossing that will be the best for the town. A majority of the 
Board are of the opinion that a solid filling of earth of sufficient 
width at the base and of a proper height, paved on both slopes, 
with a pipe twenty-four or thirty inches in diameter, with a gate 
inserted, to be placed at the bottom of the dam. The object 
being to hold the full depth of water on the swamp during 
warm weather and let into the lower basin when it is cold and 
after vegetation ceases togrow. A bridge will cost less money 
as a first outlay and will be more pleasing and attractive to the 
eye. For these reasons many of our citizens desire a bridge. 
The Reservoir below the proposed road-way containing one 
hundred acres, has two swampy places similar in character to 
Turkey Swamp but very much lessinextent. Thewater over 
them will be at least thirty feet in depth. The shores around 
and bordering the entire Reservoir are bold and rocky, 
covered with a wooded growth. Neither a building nor a 
cultivated field has a drainage into the Reservoir. No drain- 
age that will pollute the water or furnish food for any kind of 
vegetable growth. Having furnished your Board with these 
general particulars, we would like your opinion as to the ad- 
vantage of a dam, if any, over a bridge, utilizing the pipe | 
and gate as proposed in controlling the water, and if in your 
judgment it will lessen the growth of vegetable substances 
that cause a bad taste and sometimes odor to the water. If 
the average depth of the water on Turkey Swamp was to be 
the same that will be on the balance of the Reservoir, weshould 
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not have troubled you for advice. The Board in that case 
would have no hesitation as to the best course to pursue. We 
know that we have no legal claim on you for an opinion. If, 
however, you are willing to consider it and give us your view 
of the matter, we should consider it a favor.

Reply of the State Board of Health to an application from 
Winchester for advice in relation to water supply under the 
provisions of chapter 375 of the Acts of 1888. 


OFFICE OF THE STATE Boarp oF HEALTH. 


13 Beacon StrREET, Boston, May 5, 1891. 
To the Winchester Water Board :— 


GENTLEMEN, — The State Board of Health has considered 
your request of May 1, for its opinion as to the advisability 
of separating the water in the lower portion of the South 
Reservoir, nowsbeing built, from that in the upper portion, 
by means of a dam; said dam to contain a pipe and gate to 
control the flow from the upper into the lower division of the 
Reservoir. 

* The proposed dam will separate your Reservoir into two 
divisions which are very dissimilar in character. In the 
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upper division the water will cover an extensive swamp to a 
depth of about eleven feet, and during the summer the water 
will be frequently overturned to the bottom by the wind, so 
that the matters dissolved from the bottom will be mingled 
with the water and will promote the growth of the microscopic 
organisms which at times cause the bad tastes and odors in 
stored water. 

In the lower division of the Reservoir where the depth is 
much greater, the bottom layers of water in summer will be 
much colder and consequently more dense than the surface 
layers, and the wind will not cause the water to turn over to 
a greater depth than 15 or 20 feet, consequently matters dis- 
solved from the bottom of this division cannot at this season 
of the year be brought to the surface to promote growth; but 
organisms which grow at the surface will drop to the bottom 
when they die, thereby improving the quality of the upper 
layers, from which water should be drawn for use. 

There is another consideration favorable to the construc- 
tion of a dam, namely, that the full use of a Reservoir like 
this, which has a very small watershed and consequently fills 
very slowly, causes large fluctuations in its level, and it is very 
much better that the lowering of the water should take place 
in the lower division of the Reservoir where the shores are 
abrupt, than in the shallow upper division. 

In beginning to use the Reservoir, the draught upon it for 
domestic purposes will not be enough to cause the large 
fluctuations in level above referred to; but the bottom layers 
of water in the lower division will probably become foul in 
summer, and it may be advisable to draw this foul water from 
the bottom to prevent it from mingling with the rest of the 
water, where circulation is established by the cooling of the 
surface water in autumn. In this case, as before, there would 
be a marked advantage in having a dam to retain the water to 
the full depth in the upper division. 

In view of these considerations the Board is of the opinion 
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that the construction of a dam at the location of a proposed 
road-way across the Reservoir will improve the quality of the 
water supplied to the Town. 

It would be a still more satisfactory solution of the problem 
if, in addition to constructing the proposed dam, some means 
were provided for wasting all surplus water from the upper 
division of the Reservoir at a point below the main dam.

Meantime, some opponents of the scheme had interviewed 
the Selectmen, questioning the legality of the vote by which 
money was appropriated for this purpose. The Water Board 
was not considered nor asked to be heard on the matter. The 
opposition, through the Selectmen, obtained an opinion from 
the Town Solicitor as to the validity of the action of the Town 
in authorizing this work to be done. Acting on that opinion, 
the Selectmen sent to the Board this letter, viz. :

GENTLEMEN, — As there has existed considerable doubt in 
the minds of the Selectmen, and of other citizens of the town, 
in relation to the legality of the action of the town under the 
20th article of the Warrant calling the last annual meeting, 
the Board has requested the Town Counsel, Mr. S. J. Elder, 
to give an opinion in the case. 

His reply, a copy of which is herewith inclosed, came be- 


fore. the Selectmen last evening, and the following vote was 
passed : — 


Voren, ‘That in consideration of the opinion given by Elder 
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and Wait, we decline to authorize any expenditure of money 
under the vote of the town, under Article 20 of the Warrant 
passed at the last annual town meeting.”

Dear Sir,— We have given careful attention to the vote 
passed by the town under Article 20 of the Warrant for the 
last town meeting, and have also considered the facts stated 
by you and the statutes and decisions applicable to the subject 
matter. Quite a number of questions arise with regard to the 
vote which we will consider in the order in which you pre- 
sented them to us. 

It does not seem to us that the vote is invalid by reason 
that it was passed by a majority but not by a two-thirds vote. 
The Statutes of the Commonwealth do not require that appro- 
priations should be passed by more than a majority vote. 
Debts cannot be created, except in anticipation of taxes, 
except by a two-thirds vote. 

But the vote in question, while in one sense it appears to 
create debt, does not create one within the meaning of the 
statute as interpreted by our decisions. It is entirely possible 
that this expenditure should be paid, and, in fact, it must be 
paid to be valid out of the present annual town levy, and 
would therefore not be a debt, and would therefore not require 
a two-thirds vote. 

The next question is with regard to the form of the vote 
itself. The vote closes with the words “‘provided the same 
can be completed in thorough and permanent condition at a 
total cost not exceeding $5,000.” If the cost should exceed, 
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in any way, $5,000, the town would not be liable for it or for 
any part of it, in our judgment. Payments could not legally 
be made, and you would not be safe in making partial pay- 
ments until the cost was known to you. If any payments 
had been, they could probably be recovered back by the town. 
The effect of this is, that the persons ordering the work must, 
at their peril, see to it that the entire expense was within 
$5,000, or run the risk of becoming personally liable for the 
whole thing. 

The next question is with regard to whether the town can 
do the work proposed by the vote at all. It does not seem 
to us that it can. The roadway and proposed bridge is out- 
side the limits of the town, and the town has no general 
authority to erect roadways or bridges beyond its own terri- 
tory. The remaining question is whether, under the Acts 
authorizing the town to create and maintain a water system, 
there is any authority for such an expenditure as this. These 
Acts are Chap. 107 of the Acts of 1871, Chap. 265 of 1872, 
Chap. 413 of 1890. Section 1, Chap. 277 of the Acts of 
1873, Chap. 19 of 1874, Chap. 98 of 1875, Chap. 26 of 1882, 
provides that the town of Winchester “may collect the water 
of and on the territory,” which is described, ** by means of 
dams, aqueducts, pipes, pumps, reservoirs or such other struc- 
tures as may be necessary and convenient for the preservation 
and purity of said water, and may convey the said water from 
said territory by any convenient route, and distribute the 
same in the manner and upon the conditions and terms set 
forth in said Act,” namely, Chap. 265 of the Acts of 1872. 
The erection of a bridge does not appear to be necessary for 
the, purpose of collecting water, or conveying the same from 
said territory, and we do not think that under the provisions 
of your vote, and the law as it now stands, the expenditure 
is authorized by law. 

Article 20 of the Warrant for the town meeting, and the 
vote itself, express so definitely the purpose for which this 
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expenditure is made that we do not think that the general 
powers of the water board can be construed to include the 
work proposed. 

No by-laws of the town or other matters have been called 
to our consideration by you to modify the view above 
expressed.

The very day of the injunction of the Selectmen, the State 
Board of Health had sent us its letter as above. It was 
received in Boston. The injunction was served that same 
evening in Winchester. Not wishing any controversy, the 
Water Board decided to accept the situation prescribed by 
the Selectmen. Soon the matter became of public concern 
and a Town Meeting was called in September to consider the 
the case. The position of the Water Board was explained to 
the Town at this meeting; their recommendations were 
approved and the construction of a dam with a roadway was 
ordered. 

While perfecting that bit of legislation, the Town granted 
more money to complete the South dam and its overflow, and 
pay some land damages. The land damage is not paid, be- 
cause we have not been able to agree with the land owners. 
We shall try to settle without the annoyance of reference to 
court. 

The dam is finished and the overflow nearly completed. 
The overflow is located at a different position from what was 
originally intended by the engineers. This change was made 
by the Board for two reasons. First, because it could be 
built in its present location for less money; and second and 
principally, because there would be no danger of injury to the 
dam itself by water, frost or ice, as the overflow is constructed 
out of the solid ledge at some distance west of the earthwork. 
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We bought an equipment for steam-drilling for that work. 
The drill will be wanted when the Town is ready to order the 
water piped out to the streets. 

The increasing demand for water from the high service 
system proves the incapacity of the present storage Reservoir. 
In our report last year the Board called particular attention 
to the increased use of water, with a view of curtailing, to 
some degree, the use of garden hose. We are pleased to say 
that in some cases our advice was heeded. In many others, 
no attention was paid as to the time used or quantity of 
water wasted. We shall, in the near future, have to enlarge 
the tank, do more pumping or prohibit the use of hose. 

We report that there is a good foot and bridle path most 
of the way away around both Reservoirs; and for two-thirds 
of the way a tolerable carriage road is available. Most of 
these are on our own land or rights of way. We ventured to 
offer fifty dollars ($50) for a triangular corner of one lot that 
appears to prevent our getting from the middle dam, by 
carriage, to the South dam. ‘Twice that sum was demanded, 
so we abandoned the matter and are searching our titles to 
land to find if we have, as we think we have, a right in the 
old road-way, which is barred at the triangular piece referred 
to. 

The appropriations this year must of necessity be large. 
The extension of high service to Madison Avenue is ordered. 
The piping of the Wedgemere territory and that of the Subur- 
ban Land Co. has been asked for. 

Without any accurate knowledge as to the number of feet 
of pipe that will be asked for, the Board can only estimate 
the amount of money that may be required for the construc- 
tion department. The Board will ask that there be appro- 
priated for construction, $5,000 ; for maintenance and repairs, 
$3,500. | 

We believe it would be well to begin piping the line for 
taking water from the South Reservoir. We do not expect 
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to do the work in one season. A complete survey of the 
pipe-route has never been made and the Board are unable to 
make at this time a careful estimate of the probable expense 
of constructing this part of our system of Water Works. 

The Town was authorized, by act of the Legislature of 1890, 
to issue Water Bonds to the amount of $25,000. Under this 
act, we have the right to issue $14,000 more. This new main 
should be laid during the seasons of ’92 and ’93, so that we can 
be ready to use the water as soon as the Reservoir is full. 

That a beginning of this work may be made during the 
coming season we recommend that the Water Board be author- 
ized to issue Water Fund bonds to the amount of $14,000, and 
that such part be expended during the present year as may 
seem to them advisable.

SUPERINTENDENT'S REPORT. 


WINCHESTER, February 29, 1892. 


To the Winchester Water Board :— 


GENTLEMEN, — I respectfully submit the following report 
on the Water Works during the past year. 

The Reservoir ceased to overflow April 22nd and fell off 
gradually until Dec. 3rd, when it reached its lowest point, 
seven feet three inches below high water mark, and is two 
feet below at this writing. The lowest point ever reached 
before was six feet seven inches, in 1883. That year it was 
drawn down one foot and six inches for repairs on overflow. 

There was considerable complaint made by the water takers 
of bad odor and taste of water in early spring. This com- 
plaint was on the main lines and not dead ends. The bad 
taste and odor were first noticed at the Reservoir as early as 
April 8th. The water began to change in color and emitted 
a disagreeable odor when boiling. It was very unpleasant. 
The State Board of Health was notified. Their engineers 
were sent out at once to investigate. They reported that the 
cause of the trouble was “decayed vegetable substance.” The 
shores were kept free from grass and weedsall summer, and in 
the fall, when the water was very low, the old roots, stumps 
and other matter were all cleared up, carried on shore and 
burned. 

The following tables will give the high and low water mark, 
together with the rain-fall for this Town for 1891, kindly 
furnished by Miss Alice Symmes, of Symmes’ corner.

STREET MAINS. 


Considerable pipe was made the past year in the shop, but 
not much laid in the streets. 182 feet of six-inch was laid 
for Beggs, Cobb & Co., at the old Loring tannery and charged 
to their account. 766 feet of four-inch on Wildwood Street 
from D. W. Pratt’s house to the Wentworth place; also 
276 feet of four-inch on same street, running from Cambridge 
Street to John Twombly’s green-houses. 165 feet of four- 
inch on LeGrange Street, to make a connection with dead 
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ends. 775 feet of four-inch was laid from Wildwood Street 
to the Cemetery, in place of two-inch laid in 1876. 600 feet 
of four-inch on new street of Dr. Church, to supply his six 
new houses. 75 feet of four-inch on Hillside Avenue; also 
156 feet of two-inch on same street. 230 feet of two-inch 
down the river, to supply A. Cutting’s houses.

We have on hand in shop, ready to line, 8600 feet of six- 
inch pipe and 1680 feet of four-inch, but this amount will not 
be sufficient to meet the probable demand. 


HYDRANTS. 


We have added two hydrants to our Works; one four-inch 
on Wildwood Street opposite the Wentworth place, and one 
four-inch on Warren street near corner of Copley Street. 

Total number now 87. 


GATES. 


Gates have been set on the different lines of pipe. Four- 
inch on Cemetery Street, in line of Wildwood and fifteen feet 
from North corner of Wildwood and Willow Streets. Four- 
inch gate on Wildwood Street, fourteen feet from North 
corner of Wildwood and Cambridge Streets. Four-inch gate 
on Hillside Avenue opposite Robert Coit’s, fifteen feet from 
Kast side of avenue. 


LEAKS. 


There has been very little disturbance in street mains the 
past year; only three leaks on six-inch pipe, one caused by 
settling of the filling at the new bridge, Swanton Street, joint 
broken, and others by old winding giving out; two leaks on 
four-inch pipe caused by rust. 
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REPAIRS. 


We have removed thirty-one services on account of filling 
with rust, replacing with cement lined pipe. 

We have removed two hydrants of the Newport pattern, 
one on Washington Street opposite George Parker’s, the other 
opposite Mr. Conant‘s house on Church Street, replacing 
them with the Boston pattern. 


NEW SERVICES. 


Fifty-one new services have been added the past year. 
Total number now on the Works, 948. 


WIND MILL. 


I can only repeat what was said in last year’s report: the 
wind mill has done remarkably well. It has pumped all the 
water needed on High Service, except in dryest months, and 
in some cases when there was calm weather for a number of 
days. Ithink there is no doubt but the wind mill would 
pump all the water needed if the Reservoir were larger. If 
we could store 500,000 instead of 100,000 gallons, the 
amount to pump by steam would not be very much. The 
greatest draught upon the Reservoir is on holidays, when 
business men are at home and use their hose freely. I find 
that at times, when there is no hose in use, 15,000 gallons 
will supply the 87 families on the High Service, and upon 
the days mentioned 70,000 gallons have been used in twenty- 
four hours, but if we had a larger supply stored we might 
bridge over even that. The amount pumped by steam the 
past year, in total, 1,600,000 gailons, 15,000 in excess of 
last year.

WincuHester, February 29, 1892. 


Every individual knows that he can spend either $15.00 or 
$25.00 for the care of the lawn in front of his own house, 
but of course better results can be obtained from spending the 
larger amount. 

Better results could be obtained if more money were used 
for the care of the common and public plots, but it would 
seem as though the present financial conditions of the town 
would warrant only a small increase. 

We have expended the entire appropriation and also $10.96 
in addition. The overrunning of the appropriation was caused 
by an unexpected bill for expenses incurred last May upon 
the fountain, and sent by mistake to the Water Board and 
received by us after our appropriation had been used up. 

The grounds cared for by the committee were the Johnson 
Plot, corner Main and Washington Streets; the Common, be- 
tween the Railroad and the Congregational Church ; the Sun- 
nyside Plot, corner Church and Dix Streets; and Wildwood 
Plot, corner Wildwood Street and Cemetery Road. 

More money was spent than was expected in stopping the 
leak in the basin of the fountain on the common, which was 
repaired with crushed stone and Portland cement. 

The town voted ** that the care of the plot of public land, 
corner of Main and Walnut Streets, be turned over to the 
Committee on Common and Public Plots, and that the grading 
of said lot be done by the Highway Department, provided the 
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appropriation for the care of Common and Public Plots be in- 
sufficient for that purpose.” 

We expended $12.50 on the plot and then discovered that 
our appropriation would uot allow any further expenditure in 
that place, and notified the Selectmen of the fact on June 8th 
last, and called attention to the vote of the town. 

Before this plot is graded the gutter should be changed and 
a short retaining wall built against the bank, which would seem 
to be the duty of Highway Department. 

There appears to exist a puerile jealousy on the part of the 
Selectmen toward our committee about keeping the street 
and gutter free from weeds around the common, whereas in all 
such cases there should be a combined action pro bono publico, 

We recommend an appropriation for the ensuing year of 
four hundred dollars.

Art. 17.—To see if the town will accept the provisions of 
Sections 69, 70, 71 and 72 of Chapter 27 of the Public 
Statutes and Chapter 186 of the Statutes of the year eighteen 
hundred and seventy-seven relating to the Overseers of the 
Poor, so that there may be elected Overseers of the Poor for 
one, two and three vears, and thereafter for three years.’ 


Art. 18.—To see if the town will instruct the Water 
Commissioners to lay water pipes through Loring Avenue 
from Swanton to Cross Street, and through Cross Street, 
East, to connect with pipes near Highland Station, or do 
anything in relation to same. 


Art. 19.—To see if the town will direct the Water Board 
to commence and prosecute the work of laying a large Water 
Main or pipe from the South Reservoir to connect with the 
Main now in Main Street, and will authorize the Water 
Board to negotiate for the town an additional loan on a term 
of years, under the provisions of chapter 413 of the Acts of 
the Legislature of 1890 and acts cited in said chapter, to meet 
the expense of said work, or do anything in relation to the 
same. 
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Arr. 20.—To see if the town will appoint a committee to 
negotiate a settlement by compromise or otherwise, with the 
owners of land taken for widening Main Street, who claim 
greater damages than have been awarded them by the County 
Commissioners. 


ArT. 21.—To hear and act upon the report of the Select- 
men on the laying out of +‘ Westley” Street, so called, or do 
anything in relation to the same. 


Art. 22.—To hear and act upon the report of the Select- 
men on the layiny out of Richardson street, or do anything in 
relation to the same. 


Art. 23.—To see whether the town will discontinue all 
that portion of the town-way laid out by the Selectmen in 1860 
(in part over land now owned by the First Congregational So- 
ciety in Winchester), and described in their report accepted 
at a town meeting held November 6, 1860, which is not in- 
cluded within the present limits of Dix Street as recently 
established by vote of the town, or do anything in relation to 
the same. 


ArT. 24.—T’o see if the town will appoint a Committee to 
investigate the subject of establishing a town plant to furnish 
artificial light for streets and public buildings, or do anything 
in relation to the same. 


Art. 25.-—-To see if the town will amend the Town By- 
Laws by adding the following section to Article Three : 


Section 16.—The Chief of Police or other police officer, or 
the Town Treasurer, may prosecute for all fines and forfeitures 
which may inure to the town, or to the poor thereof, and may 
also prosecute for trespass committed on any public building or 
enclosure within the limits of the town. 


Art. 26.—To see whether the town will vote to accept the 
provisions of the will of the late Nancy S. Howe, presenting 
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$1,000 as a fund, the income of which shall be used each year 
in the purchase of new books for the publie library of the 
town. 


Art. 27.—To see if the town will appropriate a sum of 
money to purchase a piano for the town hall, or do anything in 
relation to the same. 


ArT. 28.—To see if the town will authorize the purchase 
of a small strip of land directly in front of the Lyceum Hall 
building in the centre of the town for street purposes, and 
make an appropriation therefor, or do anything in relation 
thereto. 


Art. 29.—To see whether the town will authorize the 
selectmen to employ counsel to appear and act for the town in 
suits and legal proceedings to which the town is a party, with 
authority to prosecute, defend or compromise the same under 
the direction of the selectmen. 


Art. 30.—To see if the town will appropriate the sum of 
$500, and instruct the selectmen to expend the same in the 
improvement of Cross Street, or do anything in relation to 
the same. 


Art. 31.—To see if the town will appropriate a sum of 
money to improve the heating, ventilating and sanitary con- 
dition of the Gifford School Building or do anything in relation 
to the same. 


Art. 32.—To see if the town will direct the Board of 
Selectmen to locate the stone crusher at the ledge and make 
an appropriation therefor. 


And you are hereby directed to serve this warrant by leav- 
ing a printed copy thereof, by you attested, at every dwelling 
house in said town four days at least before the time of hold- 
ing said meeting. 

Hereof fail not and make due return of this warrant with 
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your doings thereon, to the Town Clerk at or before the time 
appointed for said meeting.
